Tliis xs onft of (he most pleasant months in the year; its lemperature is cool an4 re- 
fte ihin^ , anil extremely congeohii to all hut the victim# of Root ami rhenmatiam. Tjut 
air at ittM-ilay i# generally clear and Avholesame but the mornings ami cveniaKs are fome 
«lamp and foggy. 

The thermometer niiigra* in the sliade, from 52 in the morning to Go in the afternoon. 

A northerly Avind pn-vnils duritir; this month, hut sehloin blows with much strength* 
When it does and is tuxoinpiuiied wiUi raiji, the cold Is very disagj'eeahle. 

Vegetables of all kimU are uow m the highest state of perfection ; the markets abound 
wilh green i»eas, cauliflowers, cahhagea, turnips, potatoes, asparagus, yams, carrots, 
«il)liina,'(e, Rreens, curiiinbers, radishes, celei7, lettuces, young unions, nol-colc, kutchoo, 
Freurli benn.s, se^m, brinjuUs, red and. white beet, &c. fttc. 

in the meat market there is a plentiful supply of heef, mutton, veal, lamb, pork, kid, 
poultry, 9ic of the most supenor kinds. 

(lame also is to be hail m great abundance— sjupe, duck, teal, &c. 

Tho ll.«iU market is well supp1ic<i at tins season, with beckty, (the salmon a»f the East) 
.iioonjee, rowr, nitUih, quoj'c, sowle, scllwli, bboloh, cels, banspattah, aud many others 
of inferior descriptions.

Th(* fruitM in season are Hj lUet and Cliiua oriuiges, loquats, plantains, pino apples, 
long mid round iilums, large guavas, pumphmosc, tipparah and a few others.

FEBRUAHY. 

This month »s gmerallv cool aud comfortahlo, particularly if the Northerly wind 
jirevuils; the weather afterwards becomes disagreeable, till a change of season takes 
l»lar,e about the i-ml of th»' inuutli. 

When the weather is Vfirlable, the wind blows principally from the N, W. veering 
round occasionally to the N E. utteudecl with clouds oiid drizzling ruin; this continues 
till aliout ihc 20th, when Uie Southerly wind sets in. The weather now becomes mild and 
, j;cnial; the (lays, however, sometimes rather hot, and the nights cold, with heavy dews. 
The Thermometer, in the sliode ranges on a medium, from KJ in the morning to 75 ui 
the evening. ^ 

The moaslep, in children, are very prevalent during the whole of this month. 

B heuin it ism and gout beenmo loss troublesome alter the southerly winds have, set In. 
Warm clothing becomes rather uiiplensant to new comers, but not so to old Indians, 
whose blood is not .so c*»ily heated Sometimes this month is lather showery, which pro- 
£ mctH 1 he cold season till the lulddle of the following month. 

The fish market has llic addition of the small hllsah, (the Indian herring )

MARCH * 

The thermometer'ranges in the shade from ()R in the morning to 82 in the aflemotm. 

Various operations of husbandry, generally commence this month, so soon us the 
ground is moistened by ram; this however sometimes happem at the latter end of Feb- 
ruary, and then it is occasioned by an tmusual quantity of rain. 

The meat market continues good. 

Fish to be had in abundance, and the market has the addition of the gooteah, a small 
and well flavored fish. 

Oreen peas and turnips disappear at the end of this month ; sallad, cabbages, carrots 
^d celery ore on the decline, but asparagus ami potatoes c.cmtiiuu^ excellent : green 
mangoes and unripo mnsk-incllons are to be had , also oinirah, greens, ami water-cresscs. 

Fruit is also plentiful— large water melons appear about the iniddle ot the month, 
and coutinue iu perfection till the middle of .f line 

The Norlh-wcstera with thunder and lightning, ami rain, generally appear towards 
the end of this month. 


APRIL. 

The lieglnning of this month is sometimes plcasint, inrticulnrlv >f the ^Jorth-weslers 
are fk-equent; but the middle and latter pail are disagix'cable in the extreme , it is one of 
the wor«it months in the year. 

The niermometcr ranges in the shade from SI) m the morning to 92 in tJie afternoon, 
but when exposed to the sun, it rises to 110. 

The wind blovi's from the south, and is very strong throughout the month; and when 
the wind is hot from the absence of rain, it becomes oppressive. I’bis slate of the weather 
is very iinfnvDinhle to vegetation, 

llie North westers are at times utlriMle*! with tlremlfnl '.iiti ms of ihuinter and 
ning, during winch rain and hail fall lu torrents . these .steiins soinotimcs oci'iision much 
damagt. TheNorth-westerscontmueutuitervals till the beginning, and soiueliines till 
the middle of May. 

This is an unfavorable season for meat, which begins to bo (Ubby and poor, the fat 
spongy and yclluw. 

The fish market has (he addition of the mangoe Ash, so called from its annual visit 
to all the Bengal nvera, at this (the maiigoe.) sensor, to spawn . it ajipears as soon as the 
inangoc is formed on the tree, and di.suppears at the close of the season, trwt w about the 
middle of July. This fish has, perhaps, the most agrccahle flavor ol any in the world, 
and is so much sought after, (by natives as well as Eurojieans} that, although not so larve 
as a middle sized whiting, they are sold at the beginning ol the montli.fit Irom 2 to 1 rupet-s 
the score. Before the end of May. as they become ph-utilul, they are sold at one rupee 
the score: and m Jtme, tw^oto three score may be had lor a rupee The tiaii market has 
also the addition of the carp and inhagoOr. 

Potatoes, asparagus, onions, cucumbers and a (cw cabbage sprouts are the only vegc- 
tables to be procured. 

Water-melons and musk-melons are iu great perfection; but there is not much fruit 
now to be had iu the market. Green maiigoe^ for pickling, and corindu for tarts art; in 
great abundance. 


MAY. 

Tlie present is considered a very bad mouth, the weather being parching hot, with 
no rain. 

T^ie thermometer ranges in the shade, on a medium, from 85 in the morning to 98 in 
the afiernoon . if exposed to the full influence of the sunbeams, it will rise to J40 degrees, 
and sometimes higher. 
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The wf'nfhrr, SIS >vp brtvp tilrffulv suid, la inosf oppressive, especially the laliet half 
sif the mouth the wind euntinues Southurly, and the heat is srarreTy 
inoutlisin the >ear, the presrnt is the m«»st trying* parlicultirly to those whose atocatlfrtia ’ 
eouipsd them lo he murh out uf rfoors.

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AUGUST. 

In the present month also there is Rbundance of rain;— the weather confinnes much 
the same as last— this and <he preceding mouth are remarkable for heavy falls of ram, 
being the wetie.st in the \ihole year. 

The thennometf r ranges in the shade from 80 in the morning to 90 in the afternoon 

Light and variable wind ». and cloudy xveather, with smart and light rain, prtrvAil at 
the iM'ginning ol the mnnih, the middle is sometimes fair, and tolerably cool xhe 
remainder variable, attended, at times, with strong winds and heavy ram 

From the comhined heal and moisture, in this month and the preceding, vegetation 
springs up and spreads with astoriisliing rapidity. 

The meat and fisli markets arc much the some ns last month 

Pumpt^nose (shaddock) appear this month; piue.apples, custard-apples, and gnavns 
continue in perlcctiou. 

Tlie vegetables procurable are sallad, asparagus, cucumber, brinjaUs, kiduey-beans^ 
radislies, turnips, cabbage sprouts, and some inilillercnt potatoes. Indian lurn, 
cucumbers, and spiniiage, are to be had now ond all the year round, but they are 
tasteless, except at this season, when they become firm, good, and very palatable Th» 
avigato-pear is sometimes procurable at tins period. 

SKPTKMBER 

The mint subside considerably during this month. 

The wiud continues light and variable, attended with occaRioniil cloudy weather 
The days are sometimes fair, mild, and bright,— luid the temperature agreeable 

The Thermometer ranges from 78 m flic morning to ho iu the afternoon 

llie meat market is ninch the same as m last mouth. 

The fish market e\perieiires but slight improvement , for altlioiigh there is abundance 
offish, yet it is not always Arm and good, ex.cept the beckfy. whiih bccome.s larger and 
better flavored. The Tollowirig are also in the market— the bholah, dessi tnugrah, konleh , 
bhcuglrsigiingtorali, kowell, toontee, pyr.ih chondah, and crawAsh. 

Veifctables very indifferent , potutoc.snot cat able,— yams come in season about this 
time 

In the fruit market, small oranges make their nppeaiance, but very acid. Uuslard- 
apples, pine-apples, guavas, and pumplcnuse continue in season. 

OCTOBER. 

Tbc first half of thi.s month, generally yields a good supply of rain, and mtrodnrrs 
the powerful influence of a second spring season upon all vegetating bodies 

The rainy season breaks up generally lieiween the 10th and 20tli of (his month; some- 
times, however, it continues a little longer, but this is seldom the case, (he louclinlmg 
showers are frequently h*‘avv, continuing trom 6 to 21 hours, incessantly; after which 
the weatlier becomes fair, t .ilm, and settled. 

The thermometer ranges in the sliaiU* from 75 in tiie morning to 8t» in the afternoon. 

The w inds arc m general light and variable during the month, veering from south to 
N W. thence to north and N E. 

The monsoun changes about the 31sl of tins month— after which, light breezes set in 
from the north and nuHlueast. 

As SOUQ as the wrenther seU in fair, it is the propitious season fur preparing the 
kitchen garden. , 

The meat markets begin torevlve.and thefish market to improve ; the beckty becomes 
Arm, and the other fish proport lonably good; snipes make their appearance. 

Vegetables and fruit contiaue much the same as last month, till the latter end of the 
present month, whciii if the season is favorable, both exjieriem..e a cotisideiublo luiprove- 
ment Oranges become larger and better flavoured, and custard-appies are in great ptT- 
lection. 

Toung potatoes, sometimes, make their appearance this month, but they have very 
ilt^ flavotur;— they are small and watery. Pomegranates are procurable, also kutbul

When the symbol (^) denoting opposition o< curs, as on the fst of May, weave 
to uriderstiiitd, thiit the Moon does not pas> the Aleridlan oi> tlmt (civil) day at Caicntth. 
This is the case ouce in ci-ery lunntion, and arises from the circumstance of the En- 
nar day being longer than (bo mean Solar day. In thn present instance (he ox;cesa 
is 54 eu/iM/es or (he Erniar day is equal <n24A. Slw The Moon passes the MerifdUn 
on the 30th April at 11 A. ^7m 4-10, or 32*» 6-10, previously to Midnight, and does 
not return to the same Meridian until 21m. 4-10 after Midiiighl, of the moruiog of the 2n<I 
of May, 

And because (he Moon docs ao( pass (ho Meridian in every civil day, bntii wanting to 
do so, once at least m a civil month, and ns one Moon's Meridian Passage produces but 
two High Water tides, there are in every Lunar mouth not less than two High Water 
tides wanting ; tlieieforc on two da}s every mouth, fulling some times on the moraine 
sometimes on the oveulng, no time for High Water is given. The march of lhotido> 
wave over the surface of the ocean is of immense rapidity, the crest of the wave 
travelling round the globe in eveiy Lunar day. 

In a place like Calcutta, so far removed from tho Sen, the tides are strongly aflTected by 
wind, the trealies, and variou.s local causes, ao that it will always rernaiu an imperfectly 
solved problem to give the tunes of the High Waicr with nccurncy ; this is the opinion of 
Mr J. Kyd, who from :i very long series of observations nnd a great deal of attention to 
these maUer-s, is cortainly the Gentleman must cap^ible of giving an opinion about it. 

It will always, however, be found that for any period there will be bat twice the Num- 
ber of High Water tides, as tho Moon passes the Meudiun. The calculations for this 
year, and tho preceding for the tiraeg of High Water, have been made on a new 
method, much more laborious, and froin'*n comparison with the times of High Water 
actually observeil and recorded in Oooks kept for (hat purpose by Mr. Kyd, it appears 
that the times in (his column were much nearer the truth th.vn vas done hitherto, dir 
feriug generally in a few minutes only, whilst in former yeais the difference amounted 
frequently to 2 and even 3 hours. 

True orappar<*nt time is that deduced from on observation nf the Snn on the Meridian, 
and (his time being a variable quantity, requires the addition or substraction of the 
equation of time to cliaiige it into moan srdar time, as shewn by a well regulated Clock, 
which IS an uniform measut'e of time, tho length of any portion of it js equal to (ho 
average of all the apparent similar portions in one year. 

The two eolumus of (he Sun’s rising and setting include (he refmrtion, which cansestha 
Sun to rise ox* the eastern horizon about two minutes earli3r, and to set on the Western, 
about two minutes later than he would rise or set were the eartii not sorrounded by 
ao Atmosphere, ilefraction has the same iutluence on nil heavenly bodies. 

At the head of each inonib, it will be seen whether Jnpiter and Venns make their ap- 
pearance ‘U the Morning or Evening, nnd on wiuch days of the month these Fianete will 
be in conjunction (K ). with the Moon, also ou which days and whether at nif^t or in 
the day. Bores may be expected. Iti general, they may be expected, sometimes for 
several days successively, after every Full and New Moon, but when the hfoou’S 
Parallax is h<gh, viz : when the Moon is about her Perigee, or nearest distance ^om ibo 
l^rUl, the Bores are of certain occurrence.

COINS. — Accounts are kept bere in Sicca Rupees, with their 
iibdi visions, Annas and Fie; 12 Pie make^l Anna; 16 Annas 1 .Rupee 
od 16 Rupees I Gold Mohur. To this currencj must all these 
pecie be converted, before any sum can be reg'ularly entered into. 
nerchanPs books. The Company keep their accounts in Sicca Rupees 
hich bear a Batta of 16 per Cent, against the Current.^ 

The Coins current are Gold Mohurs, with their subdivisinnal 
alves and quarters; Sicca Rupees, halves and quarters; Annas, Pice, 
equal to 3 pie) and half Pice. The two last are of copper. 

In 1766 the Bengal Gold Mohur weig;hed 179.66 Eraios, was of 
he hueness of 20 Carats, and passed for 14 ^silver Rupees. The gold 
^as here overvalued, for it passed in proportion to silver, as 169-45 
o I. In 1769 it was ordered that the Bengal Gold Mohur should 
eigh 190,773 strains, and in this coinage Id was valued to silver 
early as 11 8 to 1 ; and, by Regulation 35, Anno 1793, it was direcl- 
d that the nineteen Sun Gold Mohur should weigh 100.894 grains 
od contain J of a grain in 100 of alloy, and that ?t should pass for 
6 nineteen Suu Sicca Rupees, Here gold is valued in proportion to 
liver as 14.85 to 1. 

The standard of the Bengal money has ever been silver. Gold is 
ccasionally coined, but the great bulk of the currency is silver, 
''he most common silver coin is the Rupee of I Sicca, or 10 Masse 
eight. 

These Rupees were formerly called Sicca Rupees only during 
he year after their coinage, when the batta they bore ojn Current Ru- 
>ees was IG per cent.; the second this was reduced to 13, and the third 
nd following years the batta was ll per cent.; they were then called 
Sooaul or Sunat Rupees. But with a view to abolish this disUncUoiit 
11 the Rupees coined of late years by the East India Company^ have 
een dated the nineteenth Sun, that is the l9th year of the Mogul's 
'eign ; and by Regulation xxxv- Anno 1793, it was ordered that the 
ineteen Sun Sicca Rupees should he received ^as the legal coin of 
Bengal, Babar, and Orissa. 

There are various other kinds of Rupees to be met with in Beii- 
’'al, whose fineness and weight are different, though their denominati- 
^ns are the same* From this, and from the natives frequently punch- 
ng holes iu the Rupees, and filling up the vacancy with base roetat« 
od their wilfully diminishing the weight of the coin after coniiog 
rom the mint, the currencies of Rupees from the different provinces 
re of different values. This defect has introduced a custom of em- 
ploying shroffs or money-chaugers^ whose business is to set a vatne 
jpon these different currencies, according to every circumstance, ei- 
ner in their favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
irought to one of these shroffs, he examines them piece by piece, and 
rrangesihem according to their fineness; then by their weight; he

The system of weights established by Reg. VH. 1833, is 
founded on the same unit as the rupee of the equalized monetary 
system of Britisli India, it having been found that the weight of 
the Madras, Bombay, aiid Furukhabad rupee, already very generaL 
ly used tbroughont upfler and western India, as the tbuiidaiinii of 
the seer and maund, could be substituted for the siooa weight of

Bengali by a very slight modification of the latter, \yhicli would be 
hardly perceptible in commercial dealings. Other palpable ad- 
vantages of the introduction of the new weight were pointed out"^, 
of which it is only necessary here to a^^^de to the three following : 
^ 1, That the maund formed from the modified weight would 

be precisely equal to 100 English troy pounds ; and 

2. That thirty-five seers would also be precisely equal to 
seventy-two pounds avoirdupois; — thus establishing a simple con- 
nection, v6id of fractions, between the two English metrical scales 
and that of India. 

3. The weight of the new unit nearly accorded with the 
average weight of many of the native Mas sent home for exami- 
nation at the London mint by oider of the Honorable Court of Di- 
rectors ; as well as with that of Akber, deduced from the weight 
of many coins of that emperor. 

We shall begin the present division of our subject, by setting 
forth in the first instance the present legal system, and afterwards 
providing a brief descriptive catalogue of the many other weights 
prevailing throughout the Company’s provinces, with comparative 
tables for the conversion of one denomination into the other. 

The UNIT of the British Indian ponderary system is called the 
TpnA. It weighs 180 grains English troy weight. From it up- 
wards are derived the heavy weights, viz : Cliitak, Seer, and ATmm 
(U r^ Maund ) and by its subdivision the small or jeweller’s 
weights, called mashas, rutiees, and dhans. 

The following scheme comprehends both of these in one series : 
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The Mnn (pr that weight tp n^hicKit closely accords in value, 
an4 it is legally equiyajeiit in the new scale) has been his 
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thcrto better known among Enropeana by the name of Bazar 
Maund, but upon its general adoption, under Regulation VIL 1833, 
for all transactions of the British Government, it should be deno« 
minuted the Bhitisa Maund, (in Hindee, Ungr^zee Mm.) to distin- 
guish it at once from all other weights in use throughout Ae 
country^ 

The Pimeree is, as its name denotes, a five-seer weight, and 
therefore should not form an integrant point of the scale ; but as 
its use is very general, it lias been introduced for the convenience. 

The Seer being the commonest weight in use in the retail 
business of the Bazars in India, and being liable, according to the 
pernicious system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight for every 
article sold as well as tor every market, is generally referred to the 
common unit in native mercantile dealings, as, “ the seer of so ma- 
ny tolas,” (or siccas, barees, takas, &c.) The standard or bazar 
seer being always 80 tolas. 

'Fhe Chitnk is the lowest denomination of the gross weights, 
and is commonly divided into halves and quarters, (called in Ben- 
galee, kneha ;) thus marking the line between tlie two series, which 
are otherwise couiiected by the relation of the seer, &c. to the tola. 

The Tola is chiefly used in the weighing of the preoious Pe- 
tals and coin ; all bullion at the mints is received in this denomi- 
nation, and the tables of bullion produce are calculated per 100 
tolas« It is also usual at the mints to make the subdivisions of the 
tola into annas (sixteenths) and pie, in lieu of mashas and ruttees. 

Mashas, ruttees, and dhans, are used chiefly by native gold- 
smiijjis and jewellers. They are also employed in the nsitive eva- 
luation by assay of the precious metals; thus 10 mashas fine, sig- 
nifies 10-J2ths pure, and corresponds to “ 10-oz. touch” of the 
English assay report or silver. There is a closer accordance with 
the English gold assay scale, inasmuch as the 96 ruttees in a tola 
exactly represem the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and 
the dhan, the quarter grain. As it is sometimes necessary to con- 
vert the assay report from one denomination into the otherf*, the 
following comparative table is here inserted.

The British Indian system of weights having been ordered by- 
Reg. VII. 1833, to supersede the bazar weiglits previously u$ed, 
(of which the unit was tlie old Moorshedabad rupee weight of 
179,666 troy grains, called Uie sicca weight,) in all Government trans- 
actions, a corresponding adjustment was made of all the weights 
in use at the several Gov( rnmeut offices of thd metropolis — -the cus- 
tom-house, the mint, the treasury, the bank, and llic police ; and 
sets of standard seer and tola weights of brass were ordered to be 
prepared At the mint for distribution to all the collector's offices of 
the Bengal presidency. 

The regulation in question expressly avoided enforcing the 
change by any penal enactment, trusting that the sense of public 
convenience would quickly ensure its substitution for tlie irregular 
system now prevalent; and directing only that tlic verification and 
adjustment of all w^cights at the Calcutta and 8agur assay offices, 
should be made for the future in accordance witli the new scale, 
‘In the ordinary dealings cf commerce, the difference between 
weights and the new weights is not recognizable: indeed 
of ifingle large weights is generally found to exceed the 
, inireduced : inconvenience there- 

from the still general use of the old bazar weights.

The same degree of correspondence canQot be expected betvreen 
the Indian weights and the avoirdupois system of England; but, as 
the latter are employed in all the transactions of comn^rce, excep^t- 
ing those of bullion and some other trifling articles, it'liecomes ne- 
cessary to give tables tor their conversion at greater length. In 
these, as on former occasions, the system of expressing fractions in

piere is another species of weight employed in some branches 
of the commerce of Calcutta which it will be necessary to 
expel betote nnilormity can be establislied. I'his is the svstei of 
factory weights origiHally used by “ the English factory' at Ben- 
gal,” and now generally retained in the commercial transactions of 
the Government, although long since superseded in %eir customs 
and revenue bu8iue.ss by the ba^ar weights. 

It would appear to have been adopted in 1787 to save calnt- 
lation ill the home remittances of produce, three factory maunds 
being almost exactly equal to two hundred weight avoiroupois. 

A moment's inspection of the Calcutta price-current will be 
sufficient to prove Hie great inconvenience which the retention of 
the two-fold system must cause* Some articles are quoted at 
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“ $i(:^ca rupees per lazar maimd,^ other at “ sicca rupees per fae- 
tmy mftund'^ and others again at current rupees per factory 
maiind,” the current rupee being an imaginary money, of which 
116 are assumed equal to 100 sicca ! 

To increase the p rplexity, the same article is often estimated 
in a diflfer*^nt scale as it comes from dilFerent places ; thus. Had- 
nagore and Bauleah silk are sold per bazar seer : while Kasimba- 
zar and Gonatea silk, per factory seer. Tin, iron, verdigris, 
Japan and English copper per ^ sicca rupees and factory inatmd 
steel, zinc, lead, mercury, and South American copper, per current 
rupees and factory maund!--0{\m Benjamin is sold hy factory, 
all other gums by bazar weight ; — stick lac by the former, but 
shell lac and lac dye by the latter ! 

Many more examples might be furnished of similar inconsis- 
tency. Saltpetre, indigo, silk, ilie produce of the Straits, and me- 
tals are the principal articles sold by the factory maund ; while 
grain, sugar, cotton, most articles of food, and all of retail bazar 
consumption, are sold by the bazar weight. 

The old bazar maund was defined to be ten per cent, heavier 
than the factory maund, therefore the latter will be equal to 74 lb 
10 oz. 10.666 dr. avoirdupois; the seer to 1 lb. 33 oz. 13.866 dr. 
and the chitak to 1 oz. 13.366 dr. 

From the simple relation of the factory to the bazar weight, 
there can be no difficulty xvhatever in substituting the latter irf its 
place, in the valuation of sueh articles of conJfeerce as are still 
estimated by the former; — nothing more being necessary than to 
add tm per cent^ to the prices, formerly quoted per factory maumU 
Thus ; indigo sold at 100 or 200 rupees per factory maund, will 
liow be 110 or 220 rupees per mim, and so of other goods. As 
such goods are invariably weighed at the custom*honse on the new 
system, and the duty or drawback calculated accordingly, it is only 
a sauree of perplexity to buy and sell by the obsolete weight ; and 
to retain two species of weights in a ware-house, must obviously 
open the door to continual mistakes, if noti^occasionally even to 
fraudulent interchange. 

Table XXI. gives the conversion of factory weights into new 
imns accurately, but in ordinary practice the following simple rule 
will suffice. ^ 

I. Deduct one* eleventh from the weight in factory maunds, 
seers, or chitaks ; the result will be tho weight in British Indian 
(or bazar) mans, seersy and chitaks. 

II. Add ten per cent to tho price per factory maund, &e*

By a fortunate chance we are able to meet the apparently per- 
plexing practice of estimating the values of some articles in “ cur- 
rent rupees per factory weiglit,’^ with a very simple method of ex- 
pressing their equivalents according to the new system, so as to 
obviate any supposed difficulty in eradicating long established ha- 
bits : for iOO current rupees being equal to or 86.207 

sicca rupees, and one ^ctory mauud being equal to .90744 mun, 
as above stated; tin; ratio of the two modes of valuation will be as 
100 to 86.207-4-90744, or 95 exactly. Hence may be deduced 
the following simple rules. 

I. Deduct five per cent, from the price or value quoted in 
current rupees per factory weight, and the result will be its equiva- 
lent in sicca mpees per bazar ^ (or new,) weight. 

IL Add one and a third percent, to the price or value quot- 
ed in current rupees per factory i^eight. and the result will be its 
equivalent in Furokhabad Madras or Bombay rupees per bazar (or 
new) weiwht. ^

IV.— -THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 

It is impossible for anyone, learned, or nniesrned, to IHre through the year; or even thrhugb 
the months, ortbedny, without noticing the influence wbieb thochnngingpositfOiMiof tb« heavenly 
bodies, have upon ius ow'n comfort, and upon (he state of nil things around him. Thitistho 
book of wonder', which, at the llrst dawning of reason, both individuals and nations, ntlempt to 
rend. It is always open ; no perception is so dull as not to be able to trace its grenier Jfnes; nml. 
from the magnitude of these, and the nnernug certainty of their recurrence at ihofr regular 
times, and the changes whicli tliey produce upon every thing that grous or lives, it is uidlculttu 
imagine the existence of a mind, to incurious os not to lorm to itself some theory of their 
nature nnit ciiusts. 

In a country like England, where the changes are an freqneiii, end the eofitrasi so sfrikiag, 
the aubjedi is consfahny liefure every body ; and, be it in city or on common, in hall Or Ih lait, 
ihe «eaa<m, the day, 'and tlie Weather, are aoionf the very first topics of oonverMiiiDn. ff eVeo.

A subject, tbo hlipearanoa of which foroo themselvhs upon the notice of all, but of which the 
philosophy lies in (he deptha.of science, must be the meaiw either of great good or of ovU $ 
foi:, upon any eutyect that interests the mind pUweifiilly, if knowledge be not plsnted^'jnpCrstj^ 
tlonis Sure (o sptw$,np of iis own accord. That he who knows nothing may he made to wjievw 
any thing, lefimnd to bo a maiim of but too general tmth; and upon no suhjentbenlurflrntii 
been more frequently verifled than upon tho one nnder consideration fd the early 
world, and before revelation had substituted a moral and intellectual system for an Ideal andaoi* 
perstinmia one„ thO’ bhanomniMi.of the yeur, and more especially the liiminnrlenrhatiHgiaCCea- 
daMt upon, and produce these pheiiomenn, were acknowledged and worshipped a«'aMAi^qA< 
stituted in thettplaae of Him wboke iustnunents they hrey^ unrt who itnplhntod'ta theqHltoeo pm.

But the supeiatitSons adoration of the celestial appeatancea is n confined to the early and 
barharuus state of nations. When this saperslHioh was i^xpelied from religloa, nuU tim lumina- 
ries were deimved Of their godship, they did hot at once lose the wholn of their consequence ; but 
held their place as (he agents and «T.bUefs of iidman destiny, ypoii this nrose asjstem of 
superstition, which left dot a thing in nature^ a member of the human body, or an event of 
human life, upon which it did not lay hold The individual bodies had each their special 
virtues, their good or their bad influence ; theao were modified by the groupiim of the stats Into 
coitate nations, and firoiii the positions of the sun. moon, and planets among thcKr, there arose 
other compound influences, till the system became as cotnpDcaied us it was ridiculous. So 
Bnniy was this believed at one time, that nothing could be done or iiiidfrluken without n pre 
vfjbtis consbltation of stars, to find out whether it liras their pieasuiNs that the issue should be 
presperous ; and the aspect of the stars at a man's bhth was admitted to hiive ten limes as much 
influence upon his 8uci;es> in life', as h\B talents, his education, and Ids conduct Indt^ed, it had 
much mare ; for if it was not the pleasure of the aiars,^— and the reveuling of (hat was commit- 
ted entirely to the astrologer,— fhe^ i^an could not net, or be educated, or even born If one 
wished toi^oW whether any substHneo' would enswdr any purpose, ha did not try it, he consult- 
ed ^0 moon ; and if any thing wasl||^t, search was not made fur K, the moon was questioned 
fhiough the medium of the astrologef,' who always contrived, by his confederates, to be in 
possessma of as many lost things as kept up the credit of the craft 

Hy this most absurd 83'Steni of superstition, the reason nnd common sense of the people 
were rendered completely useless; and, which Was far worse, ihe foundalion of morality was 
completely taken away,— becwiie. if the success or the failure, the gi»oi( or the bad of human 
aetkius, did not depend upon men themselves, but upon an unerring destiny, to be read In the 
aspect of the stars, there wua an end of all virtue ami attempting to-do rightly ; because, ns the 
destipy wuaflxeit, no elturt on the part of the man could alter it, — indeed, he cuuld make no 
ofPork, uniess that was also set down in the aspect of the heavens at his nativity. 

When sii(icrstiU(iA had thus destroyed both the intellect otid the morals of mankind, the 
absurdities into which it led them were endless; and asuoy subjetit, in order to bo wondered 
at. requires only to be incomprehensible, the delusion breume very general Nor is it yet 
eradicated. Language coittributes a little to iliis . ev*'u the well mformed (ML. about stars’’ 
'and destinies:’’ and those who have little ioformatifui bolievr that these words have a literal 
aigoiflcatlou. The disposition which all people have to pry into the future, also tends to per- 
petuate ttifs superstition The proper key to the future js induction from the past ; but the 
proper sue of that, 8uppnsi<!S habits of observing ami reasoning, wh'ch cauiiot yet lie regarded ns 
eCimral among the people of any cojuntry ; so, they who oannot attUetpate the future, by cpunect- 
hag it Witli the present and the ppit.- still Ibriow aficr the •'elusion not only of astrologers— 
BAOpo-aitd-star men,— but fortunit^ning impostors of all aorts; and the deliisum is helped to he 
perpehuated by those publications' in which the nonsense of astrology is still retailed to the 
public. 

• These circumstaniues render K necessary that toe phenomena of the year should be explain, 
ed in the most simple and pbtiosupbic manner. — that the real causes of those phenomena should 
be made palpable to the most ordinary capacity ; and that it should be plam to oyery one, that 
there is no raystery m the matter^— that the revolutions of the henVeuly bodies pruduce the 
appearances qf the seasons, and nothing more. The motives of these hove, in fact, no more 
Snfltience upon the conduct and (he destinies of mankind than the motion of a river towards (he 
tela, or tine' faff of a stohe to the ground, when it is not borne np by something that can support 
ilf weight i<hbd it woufd be Just as ratibjhal to calculate the nativity of a man from the moiio n of 
the TmUies 'towards the sea. as from inottoii of the niOon or the planets Kay, thp revolu- 
tibn m a cOA^h*^he>el upon the road hSs J^as much to do with human destiny as the motion of 
the bbavajpiv bodies; Atbfwben^ ia its ,1pirolattoh upon the dial, the miuntehand of aetock 
passes over the honr-handy that has just as much luflu^nce upon the fate of nations or iudividu- 
aisas ab bclijiM ot the jun or the moon. 

With the exception of the light and lieat produced hy the son, and the light of the moon, 
bod still renter i^midlifdn of the stars, there is no reason to infer that the celestial bodies 
exert any lofltieuco, other than that of gravitation, upon the earth itself; and as Uteir influence 
Is wholly of a physicad nature, it can have no effect whatever iipuh the minds or conduct of 
men, any ntore than can bw produced by ihs natural or artificial motiim of any other subslatrbbs, 
ffO far nh the luinloaries make men more or less comfortahle at the time, they have an

For common parpo«e«, nil decrees of lalHndo may be r oiwiidercd aa of tho snine lenelh ; but 
aXj in reality, ibe earth ia h hltle fl.oteDod toward the polrs, it takes a passage over ratber a 
largor apace there, to make the aame angular distapce- 

,The LoNoiTUUB of a place la much more dllRcttUto And than the latitude, bemuse here we 
bare no point fixed by nature from which to begin. We are, therefore, obliged to twke the 
meridian of some partlcMiar place as a first meridian ; find the lougittidea of other places by 
ebaervatiou. and enunt them from that. It is indifierent whal p>are we (nko, and, therefore, 
British geographers and sailors lake the meridwa of the Royal Observatory, at Greeuvrh'h, 
Iffost otlier iiatiuna reckon from their chief city; but it would l>e much more convenient if »he 
first meridian were the iame with ull ; at least it would save ih« trouble nt adding or substracUog 
the difference. Thus, in redm log French longitudes, which ore le.ckrued fiom raris, to Ent»lUh, 
jo 2 f>> 24 ” iimst be added, if they are piwt; ami the same must be subslractcd if they are w^-st 

Tlie' general method of finding the difjtf'rtnve of lont/tlnde is, to fi»d the of time 

between the two places, The suo, by the motion of which time is usuallv measured, apparently 
comes from the east Consequently, it must be noon, or any other hour at the ensU'iumost 
jplace, before it is at the westernmost. Tlio difference, aa has been .stated, is If) degtees for an 
hour, four minutes of time for a degree, fifteen minutes of longitude to a nnmite of time, or, 
Yipdcr the Equator, about bid yards for a .second of time These numbers ure near enough for 
purposes of explanation, but for all purposes of computation, they require to coirespoml with 
the accurate period of the revolution of the earth upon its axis. 

When the celestial bodie.s ate visible, it is always easy to find the exact lime iit the place of 
observation, w’hether that pliice ho on land or at sea ; and, therefi*rft, if it w ere possible to 
convev the exact time at the first ineridinn over the woild, the longitude would he easily found. 

A watch, or chionoraeter. as It is called, that goes at a perfectly uniform rule, may so f-ir 
answer the purpose, but there is no absolute check upon it. Ifthcrebetwo or three, the 
average of them is a little more to be depended on, but even that gives no absolute cert«)iiily. 

There are several other methods —the eclipses of the smi, the eclipses of tho Rate.Uile.s of 
Jupiter, the ilistatico of the sun and muon, and the di.vtatice of the moon from certain known 
stars. These can all ho computed beforehand . and they are inserted in the iniutical alniHuacs. 
for the benefit of seamoo. But eclipses of the suu happen very Heldmn , the eclipses of the 
satellites of Inpiter cannot b^* obs*‘rved at sea, in consequence of the motion of the ship: the 
method mostly resorted to is derived from observiug the distance of the moon from a star. Those 
distances are marked la the nautical almanac, with the times at Greenw-ich when they take place, 
and . by making tho proper coi rections for refraction, par at lax, and tlu; other circumstiinies 
xneotioned, the Inagitude may ho found by the difference between the tune at which tJliev are 
observed, and that stated at (he first meridian Thus, if tmy position nt the moon ami a slur be 
stated in the nauticnl almriuae. to take place at Greenwich at 13 at night, and if. after all cutn^. 
tions, the same b« found to take place at 4 In the mornmgi the pi me of ohservation will be in 
fiO degrees east longitude nearly, a'uch are the prmciples, but the detaiKs are too minute for 
being noticed here. 

The degrees of lonattnde are not all of the same length. The ineiidians meet nt the pole, 
and are'ot the greatest distance, asunder, at the ISquator ,• therefore, os (he latitude increases, 
(he longitude becomes less and less, and consetjufiiily, an enor in (he longdudts bnotnesa 
smaller number of mdes. At latitude (iil the de>£ree of longitude is half of what tt is at the Equa- 
tor,— where upon the suppoHition, that the earili i;’ a perfect globe, it is equnl to a degree of la- 
iitode The decrease is most rapid (owaid ihe poles, and at the polo i(.self the degree of lougl- 
tude hat uo leng(|i whatever. 

.The principles of mathemHtical geography, are more fully detailed in the treatise on that 
odbjeut. published hy the Societv lur^be Diffusion of Useful Knowledpe, and to that treatise 
We refer our readers for the evplenntiou of many points that could here only be slightly noticed.

Few persons are uw iro liow voiy iiecc.ssaiy .a fliuruiu;h vciililation is to the preservation of 
health >Ve prc.sf'rve life without food for a considerable tune, but keep us wilhout air for a very 
few' minutes and we cease to exist It is not enough that we have oir, we iiuist hjive/re«4 
iJtr ; for the piinciple bv winch life issuppoittd !•« taken from the iiir during the att ot breath 
lUg. One foui(iiunl> of the atiiiasidiero is r.upahle of supporliug life: the remainder set tea, to 
dilnto the pure vital air, and render it more lit to be respired A full grown man Ukes into 
his iuuKS uearly a pint of air each time he breathes, and when at rest, hp makes about twenty 
inapiratiouH in a nuuute. lu the lungs, by an aoprupnate apparotus, the uir is exposed to the av- 
tion of the blood, winch clian'cs its purer part, the vital air, (oxygen gas,) into fixed air, (c.i»- 
bouic and gas,) which is not only unfit to support animal life, but is absolutely destructive ol 
It. Au admirable provision of the Great Author of nature is here viMble, to prevent this ex- 
hausted and now puisuQDus lur Irom being breathed a second time — while in the lungs, the uir 
receives so much heat as makes it specifically lighter ihaii the pure iitinonphere, it consequently 
rises above our heads during the short pause betwee-a throwing out the breath and dfaW'ing it 
in again, and thus secuies to us a pure draught By the care wo take to shut out the extei'nal 
ttir from uur bouses, wci prevent the escape of the deteriumted air, ond cuudetnn ourselves to 
breathe aguiii and agam the sumo contumiUAted, uurefreshing atmosphere. 

Who that has ever felt the refreshing etfects of (he morning nir can w'oiuier at the lassitude 
and disease that follow the continued breathing of the pestiferous ntiiiospliere of crow'ded or ill- 
ventilated apartment 7 It is only necessary to observe the counteoancA’s of those who inhabit 
close rooms and houses, the squalid hue of their skins, their sunken .eyes, and their laoguiii 
inovemeuts, to be sensible of uie bad etferls of shutting out the external air • 

Besides the conlainitiatiun of the air from being breatltod, there are other matters whirsb tend 
to depreciate its puiity . these arc the effluvia constantly passing ufiT from the surface of ftMimal 
bodies, and the combustion o|f <$aiidles and other burning substances On gcing into a bed room 
in a morning, soon after the occupant has left his bed, ^lon^b be be in perfect health, mtdbabi- 
tually cleanly in his person, the. sense of smoKing never thifs to be oifcniled with the oiioar of anb 
itial effluvia with which ihe atmosphere is charged. Ihere is another cause, perhaps, still more 
striking, when a person, fresh from the morning uir *;iDtor9 a coach, in which several persons 
have been close stowed during a long night. He who has once made (he experiment will never 
voluntarily repeat it. The siniplo expeilieut of keeping dbwn both windows but a single half- 
inch would prevent many of the colds, and even fevers, which this injurious mode of travel- 
hog often produces. Outside pHsseugers, though they may sulfer a little more from cold nod 
wrl, generally escape those every-day cbmploiuts of those who pay double their fare. If under 
such circumstances tho air Is vitiated, bow much more ipjnriously must its quality be depre- 
liated when several persons are cimtliied (none room, where there is an utter neglect of ckanft- 
ufpM ; in which cuokiug, washing, and all other domesths afflsirs are necessarily perfotmsd ; 
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wber? the iminofenbU;, anJ the door never openci! l>nt while some pheis passing

7 Geo. IV. Cii,vi*. 37, a. d. 1826. 

An Act to Ifer^nlate (he Apjiointment of Jiv'ichy in Ine East Indies. 5th May, 1826. 

Will in, AS, by an act pa.sscd m the tliirteentb year ol tlie reign of his Majesty 
King Geoige the I'hiul, intituled An Act Jor eHuhtUhing certain Regulations for 
the belter management of the Ajjairs of the Vayt India Company, as well in India 
as in liuiope, it is, among othei things, enacted, that all offences and misdemeanors 
wliicli shall be laid, tned, and inquired of in the Supreme Couil of Judicature at 
Fort William in Pengal, shall ho tried by a jury of British subjects, resident in the 
Town of Calcutta, and not olheiwise: and whereas it is exfiedient, that the right 
and duty of seiviug on juries, within the ruoits of the local jurisdiction of the 
sevtM’al Supremo ('ourts at ('alcutla, Madias, and Bombay, should be further 
extended ■ be it enacted by the King’s most excellent Majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Eord'^, Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, that all good and 
sufficient persons lesident within the limits of the several towns of Calcutta, 
Madras, and Bombay, and iigt being the subjects of any foreign state, shall, accord- 
ing to such rules, nnd subject to such qu.ihlications as shall be fixed in manner 
hereinafter meulioned be deemed capable of serving as jurors on (j rand and Petit 
Juries, and upon all other inquests, and shall be liable to be summoned accoidingly ; 
any tiling in the said Act, or in any other Act, Charter, or Usage, to tJie contrary 
notwithstanding. 

IT. And BE IT fURTiiFR FNACTFD, thit the respective Courts of Judicature at 
Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, shall have power, from time to time to make and 
establish such rules, with respect to the qualification, appoininieiit, form of sum- 
moning, callenging, and service of such Jurors, and such other regulatiohs i dating 
thereto, as they may respectively deem expedient and proper: provided always, 
that coiiics of all such rules and regulatioQs, us shall be so made and established, 
by such Court of Judicature, shall be certified under the hands and seals of the 
Jud /;s of such Couits, to the President of the Board of Commissioners for the 
affairs of India, to be laid before His Majesty for his royal approbation, correction, 
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or refusal; and such mles and regulation*? shall be observed until the same shall be 
repealed or varied, and m the last case, with such variation as shall be made therein, 
III.

All Act to declare and settle the Law respecting the LinhiUty of the Ueai f'states 
of British subjects and olher**t situate within the Juri'^dicliou of His Mnjesty^s 
Supreme Courts in India, Assets in the Hands of Executors and Administra- 
tors, to the Payment of the Debts of their deceased owners.

Saint George, and Boinhay, respectively, or whenever any Person fnot being a

Injuries received in Action, and shall be establi-slied by the pio luctioii of such 
Ceitilicates and Reports of Medical Boards as shad be required by Our Secretary 
at War.

ORDER AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS. 

General Order, fJon^^-Crunrds, 18t/i June^ 1835, 520. 

Some cases having lately occurred, iu which Sol^liers have drawn their BayoneCK 
upon each other, and also upon other Persons who hap|>ened to come in contact 
with them, whilst quarrelling in the Streets and in Public Houses, The General 
(’ommand.ng-in-Chief desires, that the Soldiers of the Army may be reminded, that 
they aiv armed for the Protection of their King and Country, and for tlie supp6rt

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and cjrecwtion of iho Laws, when lawfulltt called out for these purposes ; that they 
weir their Side Amis aa an lionourablc tlistinction of the profession to which they 
belong; that they are not to use them in private broils, or even for their own 
personal defence upon such occasions; and, that it is the duty of the Soldiers to 
avoid resoiting to places in which such bro'.ls are likely to lake place, more particu- 
larly when dressed, as Soldier^, with their Side Arms. 

The General Commanding-in-Chief is determined to put an effectual stop to so 
dangerous and disgraceful an Offence, by the punishment and degradation of every 
Soldier who shall, hereafter, be convicted of it. 

To this end Lord Milt, desires, that (’ommanding Officers of Tlcgimcnts and 
Depdts will bring to summary Trial, for unsoldiei -like and disgraceful Conduct, 
every man who shall he repoited to have drawn, or attempted to draw, his Hayonct, 
for the purpose of using it again^^t another Person, in any case ofdispu'e, affiay, or 
interference. 

His Lordship further des'rcs, that every Soldier convicted bcfcre a Court-Martial 
of having used, or attempted to use, his Side Arms, in any cd the cases liercin con- 
ICTOpItted, may, in add tiou to tlie Punishment awardt d by the Couit, be degraded 
on the Public Parade, in front of the Regiment or Depfft to which he belongs, by 
being there stripped of his Ihiyonet nd ILiyom t Rplt, and procliimed by the Com- 
ntanding Officer as a Man unwoithy to be entru-^ted with the care of his Bayonet, 
except in the Ranks, under the view and command of his Officer. 

Iri all such cases, the Offender shall be stripped of his Side Anus by the Pioneers, 
in order to enhance hisdegradition. lie who is thus degraded shall not he suffeied 
to wear his Bayonet or Bayonet Belt, except upon Duty, for One Year from the 
' dale of his degradation ; during which time he shall be denied every indulgence 
to which the good Soldier is entitled, and shall nxarch to Cluirch, in the Ranks, 
without Side Arms, llis Name shall, moreover, be postal up in some conspicuous 
^ace in the Barrack Hoorn of the Company to which he belongs, on the Barrack 
Gate, and on the f)oors of the Guard Hor^e, and Canteen. 

The General Commanding -in-Chief feels confident that these measures will, 
with the zealous co-operation of all classes of Officers, and the vigilance of the 
Non-Commissioned Offocry, soon icscuethe A any fiom the -t gmu which a few 
unworthy individuals would attach to it, by lesoituig to a base and unmanly expe- 
dient hcieuifore unknown amongst Bwli-ih Soldiers.

6. They are auttion/cd to eatoice t ie execution of all Orders and Regulations, 
relating to the intcrioi discipline and emuomy of their Companies, by ordering 
those Men, who uegUct or disobey them, o\tra duty, or puuishinont Drill, not 
excoediiig four days' Guard, or ten daya' Drill, 
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7. They will occasionally visit the Men of their Companies, who may be m 
Hospital, and asoertiun, by personal itK|uiry, if tliey are furnished with every thing 
necessary for sick Men, this essential part of an ()iKcors duty, should be particu- 
larly attended to, in unhealthy situations ; nothing being so gratifying to the Native 
Soldiei, as to peiceive that his Officer is interested ui his vy’eltare. 

8. I’he following books are to be kepi m each Company. 

One for copies of Muster Kales and Pay Abstracts. 

One Book tor 1* amily Keinittanoe Bills. 

A Boll of Native Officers and Men, with a list of their nearest relations, in the 
order of succession, opposite earli Man’s name. 

One, for the Long Uoll of the Company. This Book is to be made out in strict 
conformity with the orthogiaphy used in tlie Giineral Roll of the Battalion. 

A Register ol Cient-ral Iauvc. 

A Register, contaiiiing distinct Statements of the proceed.s of Estates of deceased 
Von-Coinuushioncd Olhcorsand Sepoys ; these Kegihtcis aio to he made up on the 
31st ol Oct ember of each year, when copies are to be sent to the Keginienlai Office, 
for the purpose laid down lu General Orders of the UHh May, 1807. 

A Book for entciing the date and subject of all Orders, atlccting their duty, as 
Officers Commanding Companies. 

A Character Book. 'I’liu Book will be confined to the Naicks, Drummers, and 
Privates of the Company : and it will be the duty of the Oilicer ConiTnaiidiiig the 
Company, to enter in it, every incident calculated to make known the genera) 
character of Individuals belonging to hi<5 Company. 

9. Ihe character of the Native differs so muterinlly from that of the European, 
that it T€t)ui res lime, and attentive ob-^ervation ol the most minute oircumsUnces, 
connccteii with the bciiaviour of the Men, on ail occasions, and in all situations, to 
enable the European Officers to form a con ect opinion of tlii ir fitness for promo- 
tion j but by strict attention to eveiy part of llieir conduct, and a cartful entry of 
every particular of a favorable or unfavorable nature, in the beliavioui of Individu 
als in this Book, it will become a public Recoid of liie greatest u>e, in preventing 
the promotion of unwortliy IndividuaU, and in encouraging the exertion* of the 
active, intelligent, and dc^i'rvng Sohber. 

lU. AV i thou t some Herord of ihi^kind.an Officer, who has not been long in 
Command of a C!ompauy, and who is called upon to recouuuend a Naick, ora 
Private for promotion, has seldom th©‘v^nj.* ns of a^ceitaining the character of his 
Men: he is under t!ic necessity of applying 10 the Native UflictTS, or Pay llavil- 
dar, a mode of obtviining tlie required nitorniation, which is coiisidered calculated to 
produce peinicious consequences. 

11. It v\ill be the Commanding' Officer’s duty, to pay and to exact attention to 
these Records and to have evciy particular of a Man's conduct so fully inserted, 
as Id to^ve little room for doubt or dispute. 

These Books v?Ul be inspected by the Commanding Officer, on the Lst of 
May, August, November, and lebiuary. 

13, Any injury that may occur to tlie Aims, Accoutrement!*, or Appointments 
of Companies, or any deficiency in them, with all the information the Officer may 
be able to obtain, of the cause of the loss or injury, is to be iniuicdialely reported 
to the Quarter IMaster, for the Commanding Officer’s information, to enable him to 
comply with the directions conl.uned in Gci*».ral Orders. 

14. Offices Comniaiidxug (’ompanies will jA'r-.oiially disburse the Pay, as soon 
as practicable j^fter the receipt of it *, and for this purpose, they will have their 
Companies marched to their Quartcis, in (heir Uniform and Side Anns, and again 
taken, back to tlie Lines, by the senior Native Officer present. 

16. The Men on Guaid are to be paid by their Officers when relieved : and 
excepting in cases of extreme urgency, the Officers are expected to see every Man 
in their Companies receive his Pay in their presence. 

16. Whenevei a Casualty may occur, the Coat and Pant'Boons in wear, are to 
Valctit into Store, to be again issued, under the orders of the Comaiandi^hg 0%'er 
to Recniits. 
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II.— GENERAL REMARKS FOR THE EUROPEAN OFFICERS. 


1. A reifly and cheerful obedience to allorde’-s from superior Ofiteerfl, is the 
first principle of Military discipline ; if, therefore, a Subaltern should chance to 
Command on any parade, or duty, all junior Olficers emuloyed on the same duty, 
are »*xpectcd to piy ds much det^ronco to his oidcjs, as i^ they were acting undef. a 
Field Officer. Subaltern Officer*? Commanding Pldtoona at Drill or Exercise, may 
order extra D> ill, not exceeding four day*?, to any Alan of their Platoon, who is 
awkwaid or init eutivc ; and when inspeciing Guards mav ord^r any Alan, who is 
dirty, one day’s extra Guird ; but if they think more than four days’ extra Drill, or 
one day’s Guard, necessary, they will repoit tlie circumsianuc, for the information 
and ordeisof tlic Commanding Offi 'er, 

2. In reprimanding Men, lor any irregularity, all passionate or abusive terms ars 
to be avoided. 

3. I'Vety Officer is expected to atteml to the dress, appearance, and behaviour ^ 
of the Men of tlie Corps, on, or off duty ; and whether they belong to his own 
Company or not. 

4. Odiccrs shimlfl also take notice of all Guarils and S.intries of the Regiment, 
and report any negle ;t ihit conies un ler their oliservation ; they should be equally 
ready to bring into nnlico any '■eaiarkable instance of attention ; they should waten 
orver the gent-ral chara' lcr of tlie Corps, and embrace every opportunity of evincing 
the interest they take m its reputation, by choc Id ug irregularity and neglect, and 
encouraging dihieace and attention to duty, in the individuals beloi'ging to it. 

5. They should endeavour to become ac'quuintcd with the chvirticter and general 

behaviour, on duty, of the Native Commissioned, Non-Commissioned Officers, and 
Privates of the (’orps, but particularly of then own Companies. The frequency 
of Commini’s and Fscoits, under European Olficers, affords many opportunities 
of acquiring thU information. % 

6. They should, themselves, attend to the complaints of the Men, and not 
allow this duty to devolve on a Native Officer, a Havildar, or a servant. The Of- 

. ficcr, who permits this pait of his duty to be performed by another, deprives himself 
of thelie toppoitunity of secuiuig the respect and itt irliinent of the Native Soldier. 

7. It should be m picssed on the young Officer, that giievan^'es, which to him 
may appear frivolous, aie of seiious impoitf'when coiiiKC*e'l with the religious 
prejudiees « f tlie Alen ; and that, even, wiieo the re'lress of sucli grievances is 
impiacticablo, it is still in his power to I sten with patience to the Soldier’s ^tatement, 
^ud to cofivuice him, that liis feelings have not been disregarded. 

8. All Officers, on returning fiom detached duty, arc to make a general Re- 
port of the conduct of the Native Coumnssioned Officers and Haviblars belonging to 
their Detachment ; ami in c\''e of having any neulecl, or any uiHoldiet-like conduct 
to notice, a full detail of every particular, connected with the Individual’s behaviour, 
is to be eiitoTert into. 

f). There are also many poiits in the performance of a Non-Commissioned 
Officer’s duty wh’ch show attention and smartness ; this will be noted, in a general 
way, in this Report. 

10, All young Officers, on fiist joining a Corps, are to attend the Drill, until 
piSifectly acquainted with the Drill of the Recruit and Company, Alounting Guard, 
Manual and Platoon Exercises, Marching and Standing Salute with a Swoid. 
Oflficer’s fitness for joining the tanks of his Regiment, is to be ascertained by Ui» 
Dnlting and Commanding a PI vtoon, in his Commanding Officei 's presence. \ 

11. They should bo posted, at first, to the Company of some old Ofilicer, wjip 
will take every occasion to point out to them, the manner in which the interior dj|ily 
of a Conipany is conducted, and explain to them the nature and use of the different 
BdOks which aie kepi, and of the Rcpoits which are required. They will after 
they have been dismissed tlie Drill, be sent on Command, under another OtEcef** to 
learn that partbf their duty. For two years after they join, they are to attend a^l 
Conits of luqui^. Courts Martial, and Committees, whicfi may be held in the 

^ mem. to learn the manner in which tho<ie duties are conductecl. i

12. No Officer lo havo the Command or charge of a Company, until he shall 
have done Kcgiuiental duty for tv\o years, and not then, un less he has acquired a 
compete lit kiKAYleih;e of llmdoo.'stauec, without which, his intejcour.se with the Na- 
tive Soldier will be CMniod on in a manner un'-ialidactory to boto ; nor will the Offi- 
cer acquire over the Soldier tluMufiuenre which it is of importance he should possess. 

13. Native Comnuvsioncd or Non-CoiUTnissioiied Officers, attending to make 
iheir repor's, aie not to Iw^ detulcd. 'J’hc houm for making the common reportf* of a 
Corps, aie to bo fixed, and all Officers arc to be icady to leceivc th^m at the pioper 
hour. 

14. Native Officers attending at an Emopean Officer’s (Juirters, on duty, 
which may uijuire iln ir beiiig d^f.iiued, arclo bo furnished with a chair, and treated 
with a cuuiU‘-\ due to thoir s-tuatums. . 

15. No O .‘u\‘r shodd detiiu an Orderly who may be seut to him; being on 
duty, he is iiim.ediattdv to bo sent b.xk to his l*os(. 

Ifi. Ofhoois iillowo I Ordoiluis, aie to u^o tJicni on I’libbc duly only: wh.it< 
ever duty a >ohliei n on, iu .iiould be stnotly cmdiiKMl to it, and the most scrupu- 
lous exactness ilemanded, p.irticuUily born an Ordeily. 

17. Officers when sick, arc. to be rep* u fed s ek by the Surgeon ; and whilw in 
the sick report, aie m l to uppoarin public plarc'>, or j nldic pail’c.s. 

18. Officers prm ceding on h ive, are to lodpc a rnoinoiandum of llicir address 
in the Adjutam’s Office. 

19. Lo rioting tho-o pon'^'nl icmaiks for Othcers, it may be necessary to im- 
press on tile ninid->ot the youivi and inexpei teheed, how iKUdi depend", ni a Native 
C'oTjw, on the conduct otthe Kuropean Ouiceis. An attentive holy ol Officers will 
ensure attention trom the Men ; and mhUerenee to the ])Oilorn)aiicc of duty, on the 
part of the Kuiopcun Ofhcci>, will be lollowctl by caielf -suess and negligence, on 
tliat of the Native cd all lank". 

20. Matters jmuJy lli [jmentnl, sr.eli as an adir.nmtion, or a riprie-arul given 
loan Officer, 01 puni"linit lit ludieted on Men c*i’ the (orps, ought nevei to be made 
the subject ol convei^iiiuiri ainon;: str.ingeis, or out of ti e Kegm.ent. 'I l-csc conver- 
sations often give nse to exagpeiated ims-^tatenitnt", afTeeling the character of indivi- 
duals, and tile credit oi the lli gni.cnt. 

III.— IHK A1}.(IJTANT. 

1. It ought to be the anxious wish oT e*. e y Commandant of a Tleidment, that 
no Officer, who has not ti'e leqin? te 'jUaldiC.'.tiOTi"', shouhl be lecon mended for the 
situation ol Adjutant, dhe Ud eo, Inddnig ‘hi^ appointtnent, ouglii to ] o-^-ess con- 
siderable km»vvlelge of the I liudoo’t inee bmgmg*.-; to lie well .icquilnteil with the 
habits, eu-.toie", and prejijd;ci..s oi the Sepoys; to have ureet ('ommaml of temper . 
to be c.ompletly iTuutcr ol the Jdiill, in all its parts; ami, above all, to feel pleasure 
in the perlormuiice of his duty. 

2. /!.» wiJl i\5gil.ilc tim details of all duties, that they nny fall as ecnially as 
possible upon all. 

3. ddic cone-po'rlenco relative to the descipliae and organi/.‘jtion of the Corps, 
and all Stamdiig Ordt-rsaiul i nsti uctions, as to thcprojH'r n rule of executing its va- 
rious dutie-‘, wall be kept in his OtHce. He is rcbpouMble for Iho due chculdlion of 
Onlcrs of ev cry dc-cription. 

4. All O hcial Ib.turns and Tlcport-, excepting such, as ajipertain particularly 
to the t^uaner jMastr i s Ucpaitnimit, aie lo be mdtlc out under his iii-peciion ; he is 
also tlie chauiicl ofcomnniiiuMtion vvdh the (’oinmaading O licer, on all pointsofdutv.

8. lie is to furnish every Ofliccr proceeding on Command, wiiW^i^ written State- 
ment of tlm Public Stores, of every description, sent with his l)cta.chTnetit,K 

9. Cl the duties of Interpreter, the explanatton of all Orders in nloin. langitage, 
» oae of the moat important. If this bo done carelessly, or U£iiliklli;gibiyjk the very 
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olrject of publishing these Orders will be defeated j for, if they are not distinctly 
understood by the men, they cannot be attended to, or obeyed. 

10. The Interpreter will aUoconMfier it his duty, to make out Petitions of all 
kinds for the Men. Any Native Commissioned, Non-Commissioned Officer, or 
Sepoy, requiring a Petition to be prepared, is to apply to the Officer Commanding 
his Company, who will give him a Letter to the Interpreter mentioning his request. 

11. Thelntetpreteristo s'gn all Petitions, as examined, and submit it then to 
the Commanding Officer, for signature. 

12. All Petitions are to be copied into a book, to be kept for the purpose, in 
which the date of their dispatcli by dawk, is to be marked. 


V.~TIJK SURGEON. 

1. This Officer should bear in mmd, that he is not less amenable to the or- 
ders of the Officer Commanding the Corps, than any Officer in it; and that, al- 
though any interfertuce in his Aledical tieatmenl of tlic s'ck, would be improper, 
and Jfi unauthorized, yet, all other points connected with the Units already laid 
down by the Regulations of the Service, for the management oi the Hospitals of 
Native Corps, are cognizable by the Officer at the head ol the Ke ‘iment, wijo is 
responsible for their due ohser\arice by all placiMi under his ordcis. 

2. The readiness of the Men, when sick, to resort to a well-regulated Hospital, 
will afford satisfactory proof of the atlentica paid to the patients. On the other 
hand, to an Hoapivil badly managed, or indificrently attended to, the Men will neve; 
willingly go. It is not the use of Europe Medicine that tlie Sepoys liavo any ol>jec- 
tion ; but they are shrewd and observant, and soon di.^cover whether they are pro- 
perly treated, and whether the Surgeon is interested in tlic.r recv^very. 

^ 3. Any priaKe interjerrnce oj the Native Dorbrt s in the su}»ply of Bazar Medi* 
cine, Oil, Bandages, or any thing used in the Hospbal, is to be stririiy prohibited. 

4. The Establishments, which are ample, are to be Confined to the Hospital 
duties, and are not to be used for private jiUrpo^es. 

5. A portion of the Regimental Beareis is to be always in attendance at the Hob 
pitalj to assist the Sick , 

6. An acquaintance with the Hindoostanec, so necessary for every Officer em- 
ployed witii a N ative Corp*., is particularly so for ihe Surgeon j without it, it is im- 
possible for him to perfonu his duty in an efficient or saiistactory manner. 

7. A full and amide supply of Hospital (.ots, of the prescribed size, is lo be al- 
ways kept ready in Caiitoiimen».s ; and when in Camp, tlic sick aic to be furnished 
with a proper quiUitily of good, dry stiaw. 

8. Men discharged from Ilo.spltal in a weak stale should be recommended to be 
excused dutj, for as many day^^ as the Surgeon may deem advisable ; and at the ex- 
piration of that time, if not sufficiently recovered, a further extension is to be gianted, 
on the Surgeon’s lecommcndation. During the time*a Man may thus be executed 
duty% he is to be returned convalescent. 

9. The Musaulraan or Bialiiniri Cooks, allowed by the Government for the sick 
asm ^be of a description of Men approved ol by the Sepoyv, and IVom whose hands they 
will eat The Hindoo Water -earner should also be a person of the same description. 

10. Men sent to the Ho'pital, sliouM be occoiiipanird by the orderly Ilavildar 

and a note should be sent to the Surgeon, by the Officer Commanding the Cottipany, 
in the following lonn : — ° * 

“ Sir,— -Be pleaded to receive into the Hospital, Annuiid-Sing, Seimy of the 

Company, for the cure of his disorder.

And on the Man’s discharge, the Surgeon is to furnish him with a Certificate

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VI.^THE OFFICER OF THE DAY. 

1. The Officer of the day has the general charge of the Guards, mounted m 
the Corps, and is the person to be applied to, in the first instance, on any occurrence 
in the Lines, requiring the presence of an European Officer, 

2. lie will march o(F the UAltahou Guarda m the morning, and visit them in 
the evening, at or before suu-sel j and pay pjrt.cnlar attfaiUon to the dress and 
appearance of the iMeu, and to Iheir conrUict while on duty. 

3. He will order the Native Officer of the day, to visit them at noon, and 
about midnight, and to be particularly cart ful to report any neglect, 

4. He will visit the Hospital, and that the JMen are fui nished wath proper 
Cots, tluittli'^ llo-pital, and itb iminc'lidtc vicinity, are clean, and free fiom filth 
of any kind. 

5. On visiting the Ilospltdl, he is to pass hosurely through it, and to ascer- 
tain, by personal mijuiry of the Men, whether they have any cause for complaint, 
or are in wimt of any thing. This is an important part of his duty in visiting the • 
Hospital, whic-h is not lim.ied to merely *iding up to it, and ascertaining the number 
of sick, from tlie \on-(’oinmLsioned Oihecr on duty. 

6. A iMciiioninilnm is to bo m&eitedat llie loot of the Officer’s Report, stating 
the hour dt winch the Ho'^pital vva-J visited, and that the nccessaiy questions were 
asked, with the complaints, if tlieie be .my, 

7. ’J'his Officer on no account to iju.t the Lines of Ins Corps, but to be ready, 
at all tuneii, to leccive.u ports, and lo proceed to the hmes wneivever his presenett 
may he uc CCS vary. In all caseaof fire, not only in his own Lineo, bulin those of 
any other Corps, he will invar. ably pioceed lo the spot, and vv.li he ready to afturd 
all the as-iistance in Ins power, tovvaida tlie pieservalion of public or piivalu 
propcity. 


VH.— THE SEKJKANT AIAJOR. 

1. The Sergeant Mujoi is under the immediate ordeisof the Adjutant, whose 
principal assistant he is, and to wlio ii alone he is res])oiwible : he is charged, in a 
secondary degree, wuh the icspon^.bililv which lej'is upon that Officer, in all that 
leldtes to the Urill, llic exsiudnalion oi Men JvI'.vUmI for duty, and to the disc phne, 
generally, of the Native Ofheeia ami Sepovs, it is tlnougli him, tln^t the Adjutant 
gerieially conveys to the (-orp.», the verbal and occasional Order of tiie Com-* 
manding Ofiicer. 

2. All veihal Oidei-s given through the Seij.'ant Major of tlie Regiment, are 
to be obeyvil as promptly, as if they wetc cuculaled in tlie Regimental (>rder Book. 
If any Office! .should appreliend that there was a mistake in an Order thus issued, 
he is to bring It under the Commanding Officer’s or Adjutant’s nofice, that it may 
be corrected ; but he is not himself to stop its execution. On Service, it may Ire 
often necessaiy to convey to the Men, Ovdeis of the greatest consequence in tios 
manner. 

3. As tins Non-Commissioned Officer lives in the J.ints with the iMen, ha 
must necessarily be .sooner uiformcd ol any iiregulantie:? tliey may commit, than any 
other Eurogoun in flie Kegiment; he should, thereioie, be very attentive to their 
behaviour, and par tic nlarly’^ so to that of the Native, Cummiss’Oiied and Non-Com-, 
missioned Offiecis, and he should not fall to report any occuiience that may como 
to his notice, caleulatcd to cffict the di-*cipUne ot the Corps. 

4. He will pai.ide «ll Cu.nds, and ‘-ee that they are clean, and dressed ac-v 
cording to Oulci j after Guard Mounting m the moriimg, he will attend the Drill, 
and assist in its super intendeiicc. 

5. He will also attend Drill in the Evening, whenever 20 files, or upwards, 
of old Scpoy.s are at Diill. 

6‘. He will instruct the young Non-Commissioned Officers in their duty, and 
take opportunities of oxaming tlie older ones, to ascertain whether they are acquainted, 
with their.s. 

7. He will be careful that Men, ordered punishment Drill, be not permitted 
by the Orderly Havildars le evade the ordei'. 
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^ 8. He should tnvanably wear the t^niform furnished by Government; and 
if pefrinitted to Wear a ttaggy, itshouki be perfectly plain, with a badge on the airn 
or shoulder, similar to that turnisheil by Government. 

9. He IS to be strictly prohibited trom receiving presents from the Natives of 
the CoTps> at CJirkmas, or at any other IloVday. 

10. Xlie Serjeant Major is never to he spoken to, har.shly, before the Men ; 
if, after having been once or twice admonished, he should not refoim, he is no 
longer lit for the situation. 

YTTT.--THK QUARTKK MASTKR SKR.IRANT. 

1. ThcQuaiter Master Scrje'Uit is to asosl tlie Quartei Master, in care of 
the Stores : he is to see that the I’arailc is cleared and clean, and the Flags lor 
Kxercise arc always leady, and pitched accoidingto orders. 

2. He will go through the Lines, once every twenty-four hours, and see that 
the Orders respecting them arc duly attended to . he will, in the first instance, 
point out any deiiation from the Ordeis, to the Orderly llavildaj of the Company, 
in which it may occur; and if not immciliatcly remedied, he will rcpoit it to tlie 
Quarter Master. 

3. As this Non-ComniHsioned Officer acts, in some measure, as Hrlll 
Serjeant, he must take an oppoi tunity of performing these duties, at such hours as 
Will not intci fcrc With his uitcndiiucc at T)rdl. 

4. The Quarter blaster will nevt'r, but m ca'^es of the most urgent necessity, 
employ him during Dull hours ; and whenever such necessity occurs, ivhich car* 
be but seldom, it is to be intimated to the Adjutant. 

5. The Oidms respecting dreg's, laid down for the Serjeant Major, arc equally 
applicable to the Quarter .Mastei Seijeant, as well as the prohibition of the use tif 
haish language to him iupieseiicc of tlie Men. 

IX.— NATIVL OOMMJSSIOXrO OFFICERS. 

1. It is to this cla^s of OlficcT-!, that Officers ('’Dmnmndmg Companies must 
look for correct infonriarion, u.-,pccMng the comluclof tlic Men in the l.ines. 

2. They are Ml often dclachcl on d ity, w'ith snu'l p.utiesof the Corph, that 
much of the ehicu'iicy ot the licgimcnt v*-!!! depend on them. 

3. They should he couliiicd to the doty of then rank, in the porlormance of 
which, they should receive the most decided sapport, riml tlieii just authority should 
be upb olden by the Liiiopcari OlficeMs, nsji.uch as possible. 

4. U IS, however, to be clcaily urvl cstood by all, tlnittbe Native O dicers arc 
asmueb snboKliinte to the Lu;opca.i Otfirer Coinmandnig their ('oinpany, as any 
Men in it ; arnl that they are pO';> .bie I of nodUtmet or svpaiate authoiity, whicdi in 
the slightest degree, lenders them independent of the Otlicer Commanding tl;e 
Company. 

5. They should not be permitted to interfere with Men, wi.shing to make any 
Complaint or reforcuc<- to tlicii J-Aiiopcan Officers; tliey may accompaiiy tlio Men, 
but shoukl not enter into any previous investigation ; and it should fic fully cxplnin- 
ed to them, that any attempt, on therr part, to suppress a complaint, or prevent a 
Sepoy from going to liis Lutopcan OlHcer, would be considered as disobedience of 
Orders, and dealt witlr accordingly. 

, 6 . The privilege of coujnnuuicating the wishes or request of the Men to the 
4Sommanding Officer, is to be confined to matters connected witli their religious 
piejudices and ceremonies. 

7. The practice of making the Native Officers the medium of communicating 
- Orders of Government to the Men is to be strictly prohibited. Any tiling to be 
“ explained to a Company, is to be always done by the Officer Commanibng the 
^ Company, who is the channel of explanation on these occasions, 
y , 8. All meetings of Native Officers, and their instituting an investigation into 
, wedged complaints, or sending for and examining Individuals, is to be strictly pro- 
Those implicated in such proceedings, are to be brought immediately to 
' 't^e notice of the Commander-in-Chief, 
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9. The Native Officers are to suppress all disorderly conduct, aad to report to 
the Officers of their Companies, any discontents or inegularities that may coine to 
their knowledge* 


X.—NATIVR OFFICER OF THE DAY. 

1, The Native Officer of the day is to visit the Ouards and Hospital of the Regi- 
ment, under the orders of the fuiropean Officer of the day. 

*2. He is to go through the lines once during the day, and about half an hour 
after Tatto-heating, when lie \m 11 repress all ilis ndcily conduct, and dlsper-e any 
assemblies of Men ; taking care to lepoit paiticuhuly to the. European Officer, the 
ino.st tritliug occurrence, is any wav aft* ct.nc, the regul.iritv of the Corps. 

3. Should any meeting of NatiNe Ofiicers, or olbeis, for the ili-eusMon of matters 
connected with their du’y as Soldier-,, lake place in, or iif^ar the l.iuo, he will le- 
poit it immediately to tlie ' niopeui Ofticcr of the day, with such circumstances con- 
nected with the lucrtmg, as he may he able to ham: any neglect of duty on tins 
head, will he deemed a (lii>obcdhin<'e of Orders, and dealt witli accordingly. 

XII.-XON-COMMISSlOyED (.! 1 jCKUS. 

1. Non-f’ominissionetl Officers lank accoidtrig to tlu* date^ (»ftl.elT appointments. 

* 2 . Naicks appointed to act a'^ 1 ln\ dd irs, me to lu' ranked above <ill other Nairks ; 
and Sepoys 'appointed Lance Naitks in Regimental Oidcis are to he obeyed as 
Naick-. 

3. It is desirable tliat a Lnnce Xau k be ajipcinted to every f au.ipany, tlie duty 
lieingin geueial very heavy on the \anks ; and tlii> appolmmeiu wo-dd also be the 
means ofdisi ovenng then filru's- foi piomotiiui to the p- 1 luauent rank. 

4. TSon-faminij'^storn d Officer ^ ought to ‘-how a good < \', r.ple ; to be particu- 
lar in the jieiformaiice of eveiy duty , ‘ mart and clean in tin. iv dress ; always recol- 
lecting, that upon ihcir conduct and soldier-like appear.ince, much of the croditof 
ll c Corps will depend, 

5. M hen on duty, they ut(* not to p' lmit any irregulaniy, neglect, or deviation 
fiom oidcrs wh di'ver. 

(5. I’ln-y are to exact, vvlmii in the execution of their diit\, the promptest ohedi- 
cticti from inferiors, iinmcdi.itcU , conhning, (wlieii alone on Guard or detached.) 
and m other situations, repoi (mg eveiy man who disputis llieir orders, or who replies 
10 them in a disie.spectful mannei. 

7. A Non-Coniimssioned Ollicer who is found to have connived at any irregular- 
ity, or neglect of duty, can nevei be con-idcwd as tiustworthv ; lii^, fuither promo- 
tion should, theiefore, be stoppefl, and surli other nonce taken of the neglect, as the 
nature of the case mav seem to reipnrc. 

8. Non-(’ommihSioned Officers, though not on duty, are to check irregulant'es 
and neglects wffiich oie prejudicial to goodouUv and dU( iplinc ; and to be paviicu- 
larly careful not to |wrmit any asf>emblies of Men, in, or neai the Lviu\s, at unsea- 
sonable hours, or for tlie discussion of any poinl^^ connected with the sciviee; and 
should any ivregularity of tliis desciiption, or discontent of any kind, come to their 
knowledge, they are to leport it, vvitlionl loss of lime, to the Officer Ounmanding 
their Coinjiuny. 

9. In whatever Company oi poition ef the Coj'|)p, the di^i.'ontcnt may ‘^how 
Itself, on its coining to the knowledge of a Non-Coininissioned Officer, he is to report 
it immedi'itely.*

In Native Corps, from the freqnenciv of detached Commands and Cuards, Non Copimuisloiicd 
Oflii er«. are often removedfor weeVs, and even inonlh.s, from all cojifioul. orfrom the inspection of 
-'snv superior Officer fn no .service, whaf ever, does so much depend on ihrfi class of Officers. 

fl is consfctueiitty necessary, that in promoting them, the claim of seuiority should not be oxclu- 
y- rely attended to. 

II 2 
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10. The Havildars at the head of Sections, have a very favorable opportunity of 
evincing theii fitness for furtlier advoncetr.ent : no Man, who may be found indiffer- 
ent to his duty, in this, or in any other rank, should ever be promoted. 

XII.— PAY HAVILDARS. 

1. The Pay Havildars are to as^iht tlie OHireis of Companies, in keeping the 
Pay Accounts j to take charge of the spare Arms and Accoutrements, or other Stores 
of the Company, and to keep them in good ordei . 

2. They are to take Regimental duty, but not to be sent on general duties, or 
on Command, unless it be with their Companies. 

3. They should not be put on Guaid a day oi two before or after Muster, or on 
pay day, or the day after. 

4. The appointment of Pay Havildar is not confined to Havildars or Naicks, 
although they should be preferred, when pi-rfectly competent. Hut the nomination 
rests with the Officer Commanding the Company, who is re-ponsihle for the Pay of 
the Men, and for the correctness of the Accounts; and whose interest, as well as 
duty, it will he, to take care that the Office is held by an Individual, who is in all 
respects qualified and trust-worthy. 

5. The appointn.cnt of a Pay Havildar is to be notified in Regimental Orders, 
and he is not to be removed hy an Officer who has the occasional and teinpi'rary 
charge of a Company, w'iiliout the sanction of the Commanding Officcr. 

6. The Pay Havildar will take caie that the Arms are regularly marked, and he 
will kee^ a Roil of the Company, showing that number has been allotted to each 
Man in it. 

7. The Arms and Accoutrements of the different Companies, are to be marked 
■with a distinguishing Letter ; A for the 1st Grenmhers, B for the l«t. or I.iglit (Vim- 
pany, C for the 2d Company, and D, E, F, G, H, I, and K lor the other seven 
Companies. 

8. Every set of Arms and Accoutrements is to be marked with a number (1 , 2, 3, 
&:c.) in addition to the Letter. The piacUcc of marking the names of Men ujion 
their Arms and Appointments will thus he rendered uimeces.sary and is to be pro- 
hibited. 


XIIL— ORDERLY HAVILDARS. 

1. These Men to be on duty for a week. 

2. I'hey will call the Roll of their Companies at the Parades, and report the 
names of all absentees. 

3. They w'dl also tell off their Companies, Suh-divisions, Sections, double Files, 
and Threes, taking caie that every Man knows his place and duty ; they will then 
examine the dress of the IMen, with their Arms and Accoutrements, and see that every 
thing is according to Order ; after which, the Company is to be report(‘d to the seni- 
or Native Officer present, who will immediately niake his report to the European 
Officer; should the latter not he on the Parade, the Native. Officer will proceed to 
examine the Men, and ascertain that they a.'-c properly told off; this is never to ht‘ 
omitted, w'hether the Men Parade for Exercise or not. 

4. The Orderly Havildars will parade all Men furnished for Guards, or other 
duties, by their respective Companies, and march their details to the Paiade, deli- 
vering them over to the Serjeant Major, or the Havildar Major, I'hey will be par- 
ticulaily careful that every IMan is clean, the Flints properly fixed, and the Ammu- 
nition according to Order ; any deficiency in this respect, is to be reported at the 
time of delivering the Men to the Serjeant Major. 

6, They will prepare the Daily Reports of their Companies for the Adjiitmt, 
and for their Companies. They will keep the Roster of the Men and Non-Com- 
miarioned Officers ; attend loathe Arms, Accoutrements, and Stores, lodged in the 
of Arms, and prevent the Arms or Accoutrements being kept in iho huts of the 
Men. 

6. They will attend to the streets of their Companies, and report any inattention 
W tho Orders in force, to their Captains. 
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7. I'liey are to take all sick Men to the Hospital, an<l on tlieir admit^sion, report 
.it to the Othcer Comnianding tlieir Company : tliw they will also Uoi when a Man 
IS discharged. 

XIV.— THE HOSPITAL ORDERLY. 

1. The Hospital Oulcrly is to be a Havildar, and to be relieved weekly ; negli- 
trence and irvc.pilarilies ol'tln* wor'.t di'scription, will bo the e(‘rlaio consi'quenee'* of 
pennitting a Non-Corn missioned Orficer to be on-thi'i duly perininently. 

2. it wdl be til c duty of this Non-ComniiS'iioued Ollieer to attend generally to 
the sick ; and to see that none ipnt the Hospital but such ab have th(; Surgeon’s 
poniiissioii. 

3- He v\i11 also take (".ire, that P-e Ho-pital attendants are present, and ready to 
alTord their assistance tol''e Men in Hospital. 

4, fic will stiictly ait.nid i ) all o;dei' ho miy rcoeiv^e from the Surgeon ; report 
f<' tlio isitm^ Olhepi the number of -Men III the Hospital, and any circumstances 
connected witli the eoiidiiion of tlie sick, which may appear to rerjuire the notice of 
tlic (’ominanding Oibcor. 

N\ .__i)RrM^n:Rs and ftffrs. 

The Drummers and I'lfer'*, when on ccnetal duty, inieU riei'm-sarily ho unde^ the 
Olhicr ('ommanding, but wImmi off duty, tlie\ ate imniodiilely under the oidors and 
autliorit} of the DiumoT Fife .Ma|oi, whicliiwcr may bo Scnioi. 

W 1.- PROMOTIONS. 

1, The tmmoTOus and iinpmtaut diit'c^ \\ inch tall to the Native Commissio' ' d 
and Noii-( 'oiumL'iioncd Oriicers, owinjj to tie* ..mall number of Raiopean OlHcers 
usually pi cs"ul w ilh a Native (’orp-, leml Tod it indispeiw dilo to the etheienev of 
the Native Aiiny, tli.it none be adv,inced to those situ itions, but NFen who ore iii 
every ruspei‘t (pialili d loi lliem, ])y sU))<Mior intelii imce, icspoct.ilulity of char- 
.v<’*tcr, and uiiiformly uood lomiucl. Readme^, m meeting the cells of the Ser- 
vice, Is to he con>i(l('n d as eoristilut'ug, lu itscU, a stiong daiin to jiroino- 
t'.on , noi ('an it lie too earl vinpn ^-ed on tlu' \ ouim and ispiring Soldiei , that he 
ina\,w'ith conlnl'mce, itly on hi^ own e.\ertu>ii^ toi the notice oflus Ofiicei, and for 
advancement in the S.'ivn’e. 

,2. Ill (■'.tnnatiiii^ tiu comp.iiativc merit of Native f’ornmiss'onod, Non-(?oni- 
imsshme.l OlB ers, and Privates, who iinv' be candidates for advancemonl, relerence 
IS to be iriadi to the (’hara'’t(‘i Hooks. 

3. When two Men ap}u ar to ]m‘ of e'pial merit, should one of tlmm have dis- 
tinguished liimsolf in tlic I'ieid, ami the other lunc hid no (‘ppoit, unity of doing so, 
the one who lias thus d stinguidied himself, is to be pre^'erred.' 

4. 'Vhenlvvo Men ajipear to be eipial in point o*' merit and Field Services, the 
oldest Soldu'r, or senior olheer, is ui havulln' picteience. 

5 . No \on-(h)mnii'>sivmed (t'-iecr, who is no ,ligeiit in the nveciition ofins duty\ 
or who !'» found uncipial to ill- siiuatlou, is to lie leco nmcndcd foi promotion to 
higher rank. 

(). A L.ince N'alck, who (iur.ng hi^ period of trial, does not give satisfaction, 
should not !>(' Tccomniciidcd for promotion to tlie rank, of N aick ; and il guilt} of any 
neglect ol duly, he should be at once reduced. 

7. Although the Native Soldiers are strangers to inlovication from fermented 
liquors, sttiprd.ietioii horn opium or bang, is not common among them. Any Man ad- 
tlicted to habits, lending to this state of mental tnrpor or imbecility, is to be consi- 
dered disipialified for promotion. 

H, In ^ome Regiments, the rer'ommendation of Offieers Commanding Companies, 
for promotion to tlie rank of Havildar and Naick, is not Mdli‘‘iently attended to. It 
is of impoitanee, that the Oificer, who has the best means of knowing the merit bf 
the Men, should be entrusted with some means of rcw'aiding it. The Oflieer Com- 
manding the Company, is to be eonsidcied responsible for the fitness of the Individual 
'recommended : his recommendation is to be registered, and is to be attended to, 
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When the Officer Commanding the Rcpment on full inquiry, shall not approve of 
the Man recommended, he will return the recomiueudatory Roll to the Officer Com- 
manding the Company, with directions to make another selection. 

9. When a vacancy occurs in the rank of Havildar, the Commanding Officers 
will select a Naick to replace him from the general List, refemng, before he decides 
on the promotion, to the Officers Commanding Companies, for the character of the 
individual. 

10. Vacancies in the rank of Naick, are to be filled up from the most deserving 
Sepoys, at the recommendation of Officers Commanding ttie Companies in which 
they respectively occur. Rut where two vacancies occur in the same Company, 
within two months, the Coiumandmg Officer will take the oppoitunity of calling for 
Roils from other Companies, ami w-tll select some deserving Man, who has been 
backward m his promotion, for one of the vacancies. 

11. When any C.ompaiii(*s arc detaclied from the Regiment, and employed on 
actual Service, all the vacancies which may occur whde they are thus detached, are 
to be filled up by promotions ai the Compamc** in winch they occur , and they aic, 
at the same tune, not to be overlooked m any promotions which may be made in the 
Regiment. 


XVn.— REDRESS OF GRIEVANCES. 

1. WhenaNon-Cominissioncd Officer or Soldier, thinks he has cause of complaint, 
he will make his representation m a respectful manner, tlirough the Officer (Join- 
inanding his Company i and although, on mquirj^ the complaint may prove to 1)0 
groundless, provided it be not also malicious, he is not to he rebuked for the mistake 
he has committed. Should the complaint be well founded, no delay is to take place 
in redressing tlie grievance complained of. 

2. Soldiers who have any r« presentation to make, arc to take an ojiportunity of 
making it when they arc not on duty ; hut any man who murmurs, or even speaks on 
Parade, or at Drill, unless it he in answer to a question put to him by a superior Offi- 
cer, shall be liable to punishment. 

3. If any Seyioy or Drummer consider ng himself ill-treated by a Noncom- 
missioned Officei, shall, in return, make use of thrc.Vammg oi [irovoking words or 
actions, or abusive languoge, instead of taking ibj propei means for obtaining re- 
dress, he shall be liable to punishment for thn breach of discipline, although, on in- 
quiry,it may appear that the Non-C'ominission“d Officer's conduct was repieiien- 
sible, in the first instance. This rule is to apply in all disputes between any Non- 
Commissioned Officer and another of higher rank. 

XVIII.-^DTSCllARGES. 

1. Every Native Soldier, afier thiee year’s of service, is entitled to his discharge 
in time of Peace, if his Company is not ten Men short of its compliment, on making 
application for it through tlie prenciibed chanuel. 

2. The greatest attention is to Im paid to all applications for discharge ; and no 
Man, who shall have completed his contracted period of Service, is ever to be re- 
fused, excepting while employed on Service,* or in the case of expected Service, as 
hereafter specified. 

3. All applications for discharges, arc, in , the first instance, to be made to the 
European Officer Commanding tlic Company, to wluch the person applying beJougs. 

- 4. The application is to be reported to the Commanding Olheer of the Regi- 
ment, who, in the c.iscof Cominis‘'ioned Officers, will transmit it to the Adjutant- 
General ; and in dase of Non-Commissioned Officers and Privates, will either grant 
the discharge immediately, if the occasion appear to be urgent, or defer it untU the 
expiration of two months, from the date of the application. 

If the C.orps be on Service, or if there bo the expectation of Service, he will 
reject the application altogether. 

6. The power of Commanding Officer.^ to dismiss Sepoys, unfit for the Service, 
ig<^iifinedto the caiKis of Men, who from bodily defects, sickness, or accident, are 
ioeapablc of performing the duties of a Soldier* and who are not entitled to the benefit 
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of the Invalid Establishment. In all such cases, the Surgeon is to bear testimony 
by his signature to the discharge, to the unfitness of the individual tor performing the 
duty of aSoldier. Commanding Otficersmay aUo dwniws, without reference. Recruits, 
who, from awkwardness at the Drill; are obviously unlikely to become smart Soldiers. 

7. Jn all other cases of unfitness for the Service, or when the Commanding 
Officer is desirous to have a Sepoy discharged, apphcation must be made for the 
sanction of the ('ommandei-iu-Cliief. The applicanoti to the Adjutant General, ii» 
to be accompanied by the original proc.edings oh any Court Martial, or Court of 
Inquiry, winch may liave been held on the occasion, and by a minute Disrriptive 
Roll of the Sepoy. 

8. All Native Soldiers convicted of the crime of theft, before a Court Martial, 
or a Magistrate, may be discharged the service, without a reference to Head-Quar- 
ters. SUCH persons being considered a disgrace to the Millitjry piofession. 

9. Native Soldiers, to whom (’orporal RunisI i in ciu awaided by the sentence 
ol a HfiL'imental Detaclirnent, or Rrigade (Vmrt Martial, aic lo be discharged the 
Seivii e, if tlie General or Ofiicer Commanding the Division shall think proper to 
Older the pumsliment to he inflicted. 

10. When Sepoys obtain their dLscharge, tln;y are entitled lo every article of 
dress, and the ornaiuenls appeitaiinng to it, except the Coat and Pantaloons due 
for the two years preceding tlie 1st ol^ January ot the current year Ihcir Caps, 
llreasi-plates, and Great-Coats, should be puichased by the Quarter Master, and 
SCI ved out to Recruits. 

11. (’omrmirdmlmg Officers arc authorized to dificharge Drummers and Vifersre- 
ceived from the Orphan School, on their application, and wittoniL lefereuce to any 
particular period ot Service, jirovided that they he satisfied, that the object of the 
application is likely to prove beneficial to the individual. 1 hey are not to be dis- 
charged, as a punishment, except when they may appear incoriigible. 

P-i. In all other resjiects, the rules for the discharge ot Diuiiimers and Fifers, 
are the same as those tor Sepoys.

J’he Ofheers with their Swords drawn, and Non comniksioned OlKcers, Corn- 
mandm}.j Guards, are to be formed about forty paces in front of tlie centre, in two 
Hanks, tdcing the Line, where they are to receive the old Parole, and such Orders 
as may bj given to them. ^

XX.--(;OM)UCT OF Ct'AHDS AND SKNTIllKS. 

1. ThfM-onduet of the Guards a»nl Sentnes of a llegimcnl, with tlieir appcai- 
ance iu point of dic^s, will alwaja ludicatc the state ot the U,orps, as lo dLopKne 
and interior economy. 

2. The Native C’oinmissioned and Non-Cornniissioucd Offii-ers, when on 
Guard, inusttheicfoie pay the gieatesi altentum to the conduct of their ATen, and 
carefully examine the dres^ oi eveiy relief, beloie inaicJnng it from the Guaid 
Hoorn. 

3. . ( juards relieved daily, should never t ike o/f tlieir A(‘eoutrcmenls, except tor 
the purpose of cooking; and one-half of the Guaid only, ih to be permitted to be 
absent, for this purpose, at the s<imc time. 

4. FVom the 22d of AJaich to the 23d of October, all Guards lodge their Arms, 
betw'een llie horn’s of 8 in tlie morning and /i in the afU’rnooii ; and from the 22d of 
October to the 22d of Alarch, they lodge their Arms bcAween the hours of 10 m the 
morning and 4 in tlie allernooii, Jiclwecn these hours, they do not turn out to any 
person as> a compliment, unlc-s especially ordered 

5. The Oiliccr Cofamanding tlie Guard, and the next semor to him, are never to 
bp absent together • every man is lobe present when the Aims are taken up in the 
afternoon ', -and no one is to quit the Guard after sun-sct, except on some very 
urgent occasion wlien it is expected the absence will be as short as possible. 

f All Guards arc to be ready to turn out and stand to their Arms, during the 
4 jight. Guaids redieved daily, aie expected to be ready to do this in the day time. 
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7. The relief'? of Sentrie'? are tn be always roarchctl off by a Non-Comxnissoned 
Offieer, who will be held lesponsible, tliat the Ciders are explained lo every Man, 
and viudcibiood by him, l>eloielje is po-’tod. 

8. It is the duty of all guards tj pro'ect, as far as may be in their power, the 
Stores and property beloiigin;^ lo Goveniment, although not actually delivered to 
tlieir charge. 

9. Seiilrius are never to put down their Arms ; thev are, on no account to enter 
into convorsitlon with pas'^mgers or others, orio walk about in a sauntering, loung' 
mg manner •, their pace should b:* Ihen-ual quickstep. 

10. When an Olficer approaches a Sentinel, he is to stand steady, facing to his 
propiir front , and will present Arms to a Fi» Id Oibe r. or Officer of superior rank, 
when he passes in fiout of him. If ho pass in rear, the Sentinel will neither face 
about, nor prosont \rms. 

11. After sunset, (iuards d/i not turn out as a moHer of compliment; but Sen- 
tinels Will stand steady, with canhd Arni'^, anl facing lo their propei front, when. 
Officers in unifrom approach thoir post until tlie evening is so far advanced, that they 
begin to eh alien go. 

r2. 'I lu'y are to enforce firmlv the Ciders given to iiem, without distinction of 
peT->ons ; the slighlo^t deviation fi oiTi this imunction, will subioct them to severe 
pnmshniPiit. If opposed, or resided, they will call the Guard, or should the occa- 
f-ion bo urgent, use tlieir Arms, 

lb. d he orders for each part'cidar Guard, and the rules respecting the honors 
and cornplinx-nts to be pud to OiHce»-s of different ranks, and to parties, under 
Anns, ate to In; wi'.lt* n in the Debn.ejret and IVrdan characli and hung up in 
the Guard Tloorn. 'I'he duties of Sentii 's are to be also fnlly dialled in the same 
manner; and although the Goinnns'ioncd or Non-Coinniisnoned Officers on Guard, 
may be unable to read, they will, in most cases, find some Man of the Guard 
capable of doing it. 

14, All Guards arc to be fiirni 'le d with a lamp during the night, particularly 
Guards entrusted witli the charge of Prrsoners. 

15. Sent I res from Guards or Piiquets are never to challenge, but when they see 
or hear some one approaching therr p^rst. Tlie calling out, as is often pracrised^ 
merely because they hear anothoi Sentry challenge, rs unniihtary, and should be 
slriclly pTolnbited. 

15. When any one approaches their post at night, they are to face towarrls him, 
to stand (inn in a stale of ])repaiation, with jiorted Anns, till they have ascertained 
who IS corning. 

17. Guards and Picfpieis are always to fill in the order in which they were 
niarrhed off from the llcimcntal Parade. 

18. The slightc‘'t neglect, on the pait of a Sentry, should be severely punished. 
It should bo eU ally unrlerstood, that negbgcm-e in the performance of this duty, 
would never be overlooki d. All the Guaidsaud .Sentri' S of a Ucgiinr'ut should be 
occasionally visited at n’ght, by an European Cfficcr, who will report, in writing, 
wdiftthci he found thmn alcit and vigilant. 

10. All Guards or Escorts, from wliicb more than one Sentry will be required, 
and having but one Non-Commi^-Mom d Officer, are to have a Eance jS aick attach- 
ed to them, who will take, in turn with the llavildai, the duty of relieving the 
Sentries. 

20. Sent res are in the habit, particularly in the cold weather, of wTapping up 
theii heads in cloth ; this practice is to be stiiclly prohibited. 

XXI.— SKELETON DHll.E INSTIUJCTION OE 
NCN-COMMISSIONED CFEICKHS 

1 . A regular system of instruction is to be established, and persevered in. 

2, As many of the Non-Commissioned Otlicors of all ranks, as can be con- 
veniently assembled, shouM be paraded two or three times a week, and instructed 
by the Serjeant Major, under the suporiiitendcnre of the Adjutant, in taking up 
distances, covering, and giving alignments on distant points. At these Brills, it 
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must be ascertained, that the distance ordered, is correctly taken ; if it be not, the 
error is to be rJrarly pointed ont, and corrertofl. 

3. The duties of the Covereis, in the difforent changes of position for a Bat- 
talion, as laul down in the Regulations for the Field Kxcreise of the Army, should 
also be carefully explained, and every Non-Commissioned Officer occasionally 
examined, that it may be ascertained w'hether he is acquainted with the duty re- 
quired of him. 

XXTI.--CU)TmXG. 

1. It is desirable, that every Man sliouhl have two Coats, and this a little atten- 
tion will effect. 

*Z. The old Coat is to be worn on fagsring dutie«, such as Commands, Guards in 
the wet weather, and night ( I uards , this second Coat miglit always be dispensed 
with on marching at a 'Relief, if the Corps moved near tlic period when fresh 
Clothing was due. 

3. The extra Coat should never be considered an incumbrance, as it enables a 
Corps to parade smartly <lr<ssed, on aec.isions on which more than ordinary atten- 
tion IS paid to appearance ; and it would never require more than two hackeries to 
transpi'rtlhe Coats of the whole, the expense of which, even if borne by the Offieers, 
would be trifling. 

4. 7 0 ensure, as far as possible, the Coats being made up to fit tlie Men, every 
Company should furnsh the Quarti'r Ma^tT with an Indent, detailing the number of 
Coats, oi* the, diflcient si/.cs rerju»i<*d ; this can alwavs he a*<certained with the 
greatest exactness ma Company. Fioin the Company Indents, the Quarter Master 
will prepare a general one, for tiie llegimenl. 

6. OiHccrs Cormnanding Companies, will keep a Roll of their Men, with the 
ebe Coats required foi each Man, spicdied oppoMte bis name. 

6« On the receipt of the Clothing, the Ciommittoe vv ill carefully examine it and 
willascertain whether it exaetlv roi responds watb the Indent; «]iould it not (‘Oi- 
rfespond with the Indent, or sliould it Im, m other iesp(>cts, objectionable, a copy of 
the Survey Report is to be tiansimtted to Heai I- Quarters. 

7. On the issue of (.'lothlng, a receipt foi the number of Coats, specifying the 
euses requited for each Companv, is to bo sent to the (^narlor Master'^, who will serve 
out the Coats in conformity with it; and the Roll already leferred to, will ensure 
their being given to the pioper Men. 

8. The woollen Trowsers are to be indented for and served out, in the manner 
above directed. 

9. Many Men are in the habit of sleeping in the cold weather, when off duty, 
m their C oats and l^antaloun'i, a practice which is to be .strictly prohibited. 

10. AssOon as the white Clothing is muse, the best (’-oats and Pantaloons in 
wear, are to be neatly pack e l and lodged in the Ibdh of Arms. This precaution will 
secure them from fire, and the Pay llavild.ir should ^ee ttmm opened and aired, at 
least once a month in the dry season, and eveiy week, in the wet season. 

XXni.^HAJ.l'-MOUNTlNG. 

1. Commanding Oflicers will corwider It their duty to vsee, that the Sepoys and 
Recruits arc provided with the neces^aiv articles of Half-Mounting, through the 
agency of the Quarter Master of the Regiment, at the cheapest possible rate, of good 
materials and workman')!! ip, and that no more than the actual amount of the cost 
and charges be deducted from them. 

2. Stoppages for Half-Mounting, are to be made under the authority of Begi- 
mental Orders, and the amount stoppt^d, is to be inseited in the Acquittance Roll of 
'Oompanies. 

3. Officers Commanding Companies will infotm the Quarter Master, by letter, 
of the amount of monthly deposits with the Pay Master, on account of Half- 

^ #|<)unting. 

, A :4. When a Regiment is recruiting, the Adjutant on the Ist of every month, will 
' ^ the Quarter Master with a jVIj|irtorandum of the number of Recruits received, 

the preceding m^th, to enable hioi to prepare the Half-Mounting required. 
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5. Whenever Turbans, Great Coat^, Breast-plates, or Knapsacks are required, 
tlie necessory application is to be ma<lc tor the Comiriaader-in-Chiefe sanction 
througli tiic General Otlicer Commanthng the Division. 

6 . All articles of Hall- Mounting are to be surveyed by a Regimental Commit- 
tee, previously to being 0 er\ed out ; and the proceedings of the Committee are to be 
transmitted to the Adjutant General. 

7. Any Sejmy wtio shall negU ct to keep up h.s Half- Mounting is to be put un- 
der stoppage'^ in iteeimental Oidcrs, not exceetling 2 rupei^s a month, when station - 1 
ary and 1 mpee \\hcu marching, and will be suppljcd by the (Quarter-Master witli 
the ai tides nsjuned. 

8 . ()dicer«. Commanding Coips are held peisonally responsible, for the due ap- 
propriation of ad vjncci. on account ol liult-Mouiitirjg ; and they xvill also consider 
It liieir duty to ascertain, that atteritiuii IS paid to the preservation of the surplus 
ailidesot J 1 all- iSloiiii ting, renvuiung instore. 


XXJV.— I'ETTY STORES, AND FOJlGi: ESTABLISHMENT. 

1. J’be articles ol this dcscrijitfon furnished by the Government, for the repairs 
ol A^n^ ami Accoutrements, being iiuendeil tor the whole Corps, slioiild be lodged 
in the Stole Hoorn, and issued, wnen leqinred, to repair or to replace parts of the 
Accoutrementa worn out, or doMioyed. 

2 . The Eoigo is to be under tlie charge ot the Adjutant. 


XXV.-BAGGAGE. 

1. E^ery man, on a march, is to carry the following articles, neatly jiacked in 
lnH Knapsack: an Cugn, one paii of white Trowsers, the fatigue oi doth pair being 
in wear (according to ilic season,) a Dotce, a l\nva, a small J’turec, or Carpet for 
sleeping on, about b feet long by 3 feet bond, and also a piece of Ihpo-clay ; this 
wdl Icav<' rooiufoi a cliudder, should tlu‘ Man wish to <’arry one. A Lota, notlar^' 
gerthaii wliat will contain a joer, i^ito be ‘.napped on the top of the Knapsack, with 
the r.tnng fordraumg walei lolled up inside the Lota : this is to be called light mar- 
ching Older. 

2. lleav\ marc) ling order, i.. to include a Great Coat, or Bhinket rolled up, 
and strapped on llie top ol ilie Knap'':ick, with a pair of SliO(‘s inside the Knapsack. 
The knajisacks are to be neatly packtd, and caiiied welliijjon the back, clear of 
the Eoncli. 

3. Jvveiy Corps slioiild parade, at all sf*aMui<i, onee or twdee a month, in light 
or heavy luaK'h I'g Older ili” ( 'ompames should be inspected, and the Corps, in 
the cold sea‘-on, should hi- man hcd ;i ttw miles. 

4. As it i-) of im])ortaiico, that the Men should, on all occasions of actual service, 
march as light as jKiNsiblo, the camagi for the Li reat f 'oats? being jmividcd for, ex- 
cept in cases of eineigeiu*} , the only artides they should be peimitled to lake, in ex- 
cess to those in tlio Jvnapacks, are a Dotee and an Unga, witli 3 seers of Pots 
amounting altogether to 4 M'eis per Alan. 

5. dhis will enable every Compaii'y of 90 IMen, to maich with 5 Bullocks, or 3 
Camels. A few spare Camels for the Itegimont, and one Bullock per Company, 
are to be allowed at starting, lo replace t!io»c that may be injured, or knocked up, 

6. The Ofheers are to be particularly caieful to pi event the Cattle being over- 
loaded ; any Man attempting to hike more than the prescribed quantity of baggago'^^ 
should be punished. Without cou^taut attention, on the part of Eiurojiean Odicore, 
this order will be certainly evaded, 

7. A Sepoy is to be allowed:, with the Baggage of each Company, while march- 

ing, with a Non-Comimssioiied Oftiee^ to superintend the* whole : these Men are 
to be relieved weekly. t 

8. The Generalis to bo the signal for strikmg the Tents, and loading the Bag- , 
gage ; and full time should be allowed for this; before the Meb are ordered to &llui« .

' 1. Every Man is to bo furnished, asdirtiCtedin General Orders, with

A seat of Beads, with clasp. 

2. The uOdermentioned articles should also be produced at the inspection of ne- 
ceasaiies : —

Onij Dotee, besides that in wear. 

One Pouch C^ver, black. 

One Cap Cover, ditto. 

XXVII. —SERVANTS TO BE KEPT UP IN EVERY COMPANY, 

Two Washermen. 

Two'Barbers. 

One Sweeper. 

The pay of these Servants is to be fixed by the Men, when hiring them, and 
Banctioned by the Officer Commanding the Company, who will take care that they 
are regularly paid, and certify that they are so, at the foot of his Acquittance Roll. 

XXVm.— RELIEFS AND DETACHMENTS. 

1 . Corps oidered tO'tnove at relief, will expend their annual Practice Ammunition , 
or make it over to the relieving Corps, as circumstances will admit. 

2. Minute and particular suryeys should be made of all Public Buildings, in 
every situation wheie' Troops are relieved. 

3. Commanding Officers of Posts and Detachments, will take the most and 
effectual ineasuies for the proUction of all Building, public and private, as w'cll as 

' the Huts of the Men, during tlje progress of the Reheat; so that the relieving Corps 
may dOrive the full benefit of whale vei Huts and biieltcr may be left by the re« 
Ueved Troops. 

4. Corps which are ordered to move, are furnished with routes from the Quarter 
, Master GencraPs Department, or by the Stdtf of tlic Division ; and smaller detach 

meats should always, if possible, be lurnisbed with a loute, fixing the stages at- 
which they ate to encamp, and the lialts they are to make. 'Fhis rout is not to be 
deviated iiom, without some urgentcause. 

5. Whenever a Detachment of Troops, dr single Corps, maybe ordered to pro- 

ceed by land through any purl of the Company's Territories, the Commanding 
Officer of such petachnient or Corps, is requii^d to give the earliest practicable 
information to the Collectors of the Revenue of the ZiUahs through which the Troops 
are lo mss, of the period of their arrival within such Districts respectively, with a 
list of the places at which tbliiy will encamp each day, and the specification of the 
supplies which Will be requii'od. The min.bcr of n-aunds of Fire-wood which will 
be required for the use of the w hole ^otuchment, including the Officers and the 
Camp should be ascertained as exactly as poasihle, and noticed in this 

communication. — When a Detachment mOVes by water, infoimidion ofthedate, when 
it will enter a Collector’s District, and of the places where supplies will be required, 
should also be given to him as accurately as may be possible. 

G. The Commanding Officer will likewise notify to the Collectors, the probable 
period of tbo arrival of the Troops at the Rivers or^NuUahs intersecting tlieir inarch, 

, where Boats or tettpe^ry Bridges may be necessary for crossing the Troops, and 
the Baggage attached to them. , 

‘7. TheCommaudiiig Officers win,ntthAwtmc time, Communicate to the Magis- 
of the ZdUhs, through which the Troops are to pass, the probable time of the 
ijikrival of theTroopswithm their r^^ctivejur&dictions, and specify the places at 
'^cl^ they 'Will encamp daily. v 
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8. Onlers have been given by the Government, that on receiving the notifica- 
tion abovernentioned, the Collector shall issue the necessary orders, to all persons 
throughout lb's distiicf, for furnishing the Troops with such supplies as they may re- 
fpiire, and for the providing of Boat*?, for crossing Nullahs, that no impediments rnuy 
cause delay in the prosecution of the march. A respectable Native Officer will be 
deputed b) the Collector, to accompany the Troops through his District, for the pur- 
pose of aiding iu the furnishing of supplies, and of facilitating the march of the Troops, 
by furnishing them with such asdstance in Cattle and TIack.erics, as may be abso- 
lutidy ncces>^ary, to enable them to prosecute their route.^ 

9. It will generally be found to be attended with much convenience, if an intel- 
ligent Non < ’onimls,sio/ied Officer, oi an oldSe[X)y, according to the strength of ttxe 
Deiacltment, is sent forward the day before, to see that the supplies are ready for 
the 'J’loops when tfiey ariivc. 

10. All supplies furnished to the Tro i>s, inchidi^j^ Earthen Pots and Fire- 
wood, arc to Iji' pud for by the pcisoiib us'ngthcin, and Commanding Officers are 
lield responsible for the obscivaiice ofthi^. order, and are enjoined to make imme«ii- 
aU‘ inquiry into all complaints preferrt «l against any pcison und«*t their command. 

11. VV licncvor a Detitchmo'it of Tioops or a single Corps, shall be provided 
with Boats, OI temporary Bridges, under the orders of the Cmlloctor, for the purpose of 
ciossiiigtlie Tioops and Baggaj;{e, the person p!Oviding them is to be furnished w'lth 
a Ci itilicate, specdyirigthenumberof Ihrilsandp -rsous employed, the burden of each 
Boar, and how long they were cuijdoyed. When temporary Bridges are ,con’‘ 
'’■meted, then dimensions, and the malfiials of which they are made, are to be stated 
111 the (.'erlilicute, 

12. 'Idle Certificate above spe 'die 1, will l)e forwarded the p^^rson to whom 
itw granlcfl, to the Collectoi, wutJi lu.ssMtcin''nt of the evpen^e he has incurred, who 
hds been dll rcU d to transmit It without delay to the Officer Commanding the De- 
tachment, on whose account the expense was incut red. The Commanding Officer 
will state generally thereon, whetlier the services chaiged were performed, and offer 
any objections he may liavc to the ciiaiges.t 

13. Pieiheads and l^ladbrhis bt'iug unnecessary for Corps marching unen- 
ciimln led with Artillciy, or Iieavy C.iiriagcs, no allovvauco will be granted for 
them: two Phtloim Boats onl> will he allowed for a Battalion of Sepoys, for 
ciossino the Bazaar and Officers’ Cattle. 

14. .‘Vll occupiers or propriolors of Caml, suffering injurv from the encamp- 
ment 01 march of Troupe, sh^ld furnish the Commanding Officer withft dtatemeni 
of the iiatiiie andcxti nt of tli6 injuiy, wiieii he will cetufy generally .wliether the 
mjui y has been suslamcd, w ,th hi*- opniiun as to tut justice and extent oFthe claims. 

ir>. Odiceis piOL'c*ednig ]>y wale; with Det icUuients of 'I'loop**, or in charge 
of Stoics, r(*quiiiag assistance, will make the uece.saiy application to the Ma- 
gistrate or (hdlector of the Dl'’tjict; or, in situations remote from the residence of 
tiie principal (hvil Aiithoidy, to tl.e Suboidui.iie Native OtheerSl/: all .such apph- 
cdtioihs tor .Mon, oi .sujq.Kes of any kind, aic to be accopjianied with the amount of 
the hiieoftlu* D.uidiesor Coolies, or the value of ijie ai!lt|l?les reijuired. 

Hi. Odiceis ('omrnanding DelachmenN, are to tl'ohsider them^lvee respon- 
sible foi the conduct of all those under their (^tnmaiid ; and they must be careful',* 
that tlie Soldiers or Folic v/eo> du not .straggle flrom the line. 

17. They are 0Kpe*"ted to u^e all tno mean.s in their power, to prevent 
oppre-sion, or t.ny just grounds of complaint, lor the inhabitants of the Districts 
ihrou'^h which tlieir DetachmCuts may pass; and although it is the duty of every 
Officer to pi'eserve order an^d discipliuq.ainong the Troops, in all situations, yet an 
attention to these essentiaF|jS:»ints, Isicoffios more particularly nece.ssiiry on a m^treh, 
since any excesses committed by the Men, must ueccssarily lend to excite alarm 
among the ii'ih<dntauls, and consequently cause ditfioulty in procuring Supplies. 

18 . Officers Commanding .Detachmflits or Corps, marclmig from one Station

19. A report of the mardt of all Corps or Petachments, to be made to the 
Quarter Master General of the Army. 

20. Officers Commanding Detachments, who may exjierience delay or 
difficulty^ from the state of the roada, or the want of Boats or Ferries, or the want 
of supplies, should report the circumstances to the Oflicer, under whose orders they 
were detached, that he may bring the subject under the notice of higher authority. 

21. All Officers Commanding Coipa and Detachments, are to report the date 

of commencing their march, and to contiim^ td^epnrt their progress weekly, to the 
Officer Commanding the Division, ‘District; Gtlrrisoii, or Field Force, to which 
they iue ordered to proceed. . ' . 

22. Weekly Eeports of ’ progress*- with Present Spates, are also to be for- 
warded to the Adjutant Gen^l of the Army. 

23. In all these Report^ of proglress,v the Officers should be careful to mark 
distinctly, the position of their Detachments, at the time of making their report, and 
if they are encamped alUsome obscure village, they will add ita distance from a well 
known Town or City, in the neighbourhood. 

24. Officers Commanding Corps or Detach meats, who have to paas through 
a Cantonment on their march, are to apply, in the regular manner, through the 
Staff Officer of the Post for permission to enter it; and the Officer Commanding 
the 'Detachments, 18 to wait on the Officer Commanding the Cantonment, (if hi« 
senior;) with a Present State of the Detachment, as soon as practicable after his 
arrivM. s-, 

^ All DetaehmetS^ hxed Stains, are to maintain the same system of 
discipline, with respect Parades, Drills, Guaid Mounting, and Dress, as may be 
observed with their respective Corps. 

2d. As the character of a (Jorps depends greatly on the appearance and 
behaviour of its Detachments, the Officers should , be particular in caubing then 
Men to appear clean, and properly dressed. ^ 

27. Parties marching under Native Commissioned and Non-Commissioned 
Officers, are often p€nnitte<|by them to move in an uosoldier-likc manner, the Men 
straggling along the road, improperly diessetl. On this head. Officers Commanding 
Regiments wll give such directions, to every Officer pioceeding in charge of a 
Detachment, ae may appear suitable to the occasion, .and calculated to prevent a 
practice at yffidance with good order and discipline. * 

^ XXIX.— TREASURE ESCORTS* 

1. Officers proceeding in charge of Treasure, cannot be too cautious and 
vigilant: they should see their Sentries posted, and a.scertcun that every Man un- 
derstands the dhW he is placed on, and the orders he has received. 

2. Not TOOrti^an a tniid of the Party sliould ever be absent during the day, and 
every Man ahoutd be preseis^t-before sun-set. 

3. The Arms should bn^j^unmed every evening, to ascertain that the Flints are 

properly ilxed>. and in good 'Order, and all the loaded Musquets should be fresh 
prhned. ' '' " 

• 4. The Sentries should always DO" posted within sight of each other ; and, at 

night, near enough clearly to distinguish^ any Man who might attempt to pass 
betw^nthem. - f 

5. The Musquefa # the Sentries, and those of nOt less than one-third of the 
Party, should be loaded. 

d. The AnaMf^ahouId be ndunded, not piled ; and at'night, the Men should lie 
down in Ihibir rau^ with thelt aecoutrements be re^y to act at the shortest 

'fhe European Officers, or at least oito pf them, will be with the Men. 

The Sentnefe should be visited every wlf hpuif^y a Native Commissioned or 
Hfl£h<^}omml8gion4^ Officer, and mo^br thhse tiipes during the night by au 
D^cer. . \ - 
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> 9. In encampini;the Party, care should be taken to occupy a clear spot, free 
from brushwood, cultivatioti, old buildiugK or ruined wall^, which are calculated to 
afford cover to any Party, wishing to make an attempt on the Treasure, and may 
enable it to approacli unobserved : there being litte to apprehend on ordinary occa- 
«(on6, from an openattaoki — the dearer the spot, on which the Part encamps, the 
safer it may be considered. Officers will recollect, that tlie slightest neglect, of 
w ant of vigilance on tlie part of the Escort,, is likely to produce an attempt to carrry 
off'tlie whole, or a part or the Treasure. 

XXX.-GENKIiAE OBSERVATIONS. 

1. The Men nre to b^ taught to conduct themselves on all occasions, and in all 
'‘iluatu)n«, in an orderly, solilier-like manner; to avoid riotous a.sse[nblages ; and to 
be particularly careful nottP offer violence to the Inhabitants of the Country. 

2. Should any person, not tti the Military service, ill-treat, abuse, or insult a 
Sepoy, ‘ he latter is not to take the Law into his own hands, and chastise the 
Individual himself; he will ascertain who the offender is and where he resides, and 
will then ic[)orl the jll-lreatment he has received, to his Officer who, through the 
medium of the Officer Commanding the Regiment, will endeavour to procure re- 
dress for the in jury, by means of the Civil Authorities ; should the redress solicited 
not be afforded, a report of the whole of the circumstances is to be made, for the 
information of the highest Military Authority. 

3. Many Sepoys are in the habit of wearing their Coats or Turbans, with no 
other pait of llie dress of a Soldier, this practice is to be prohibited, and the^M^tn^^, 
should distinctly understand, that they are to wear the dress of a ^oldiet, or to 
ajipear m their Native dress. — An exception may be pernJUtt^ W ^tinarch, when 
the men report to the Regimental Bazaar, for the purchase of proviftions. 

4. When marching, they are in the habit of wrapping themselves upinco%n 
cloths, particularly about the cars and head; a practice «o obviously unmuitary, and 
so likely to be productive of seriotis consequences, is to be strictly prohibited. 

5. iVlen attending the Reviews of other ('!orpi, are to appear in full uniform with 
their Side Anns. 

6. No man is to be permitted to assume the app^rance of a Faqueer in hit 
dress or person, on, or off duty. 

7. No man is to point his face, or to wear any mark whatever on his face, when 
on iluty, 

8. On arriving at new quarters notice is to be given in all the Balaam, that the 
Dealers are not to give credit to the Men of the Corps, lieyond the amount of half 
their monthly Pay, and not even to this extent, without the condition of their ac- 
counts being settled and paid on the issue of Pay for the month or months for 
which such rlebts have been contracted; 

9. I’he R-oll is to be called in every Company, by the Orderly Havildar, at sun- 

rise, and at sun-set ; and when lire re is no regular Parade, the Hen will always 
hill in, for this purpose, at the Bell of Arms, in their undress. ' 

10. .Sepoys on duty aaOrderlies, or on any other ddiy » are not to carry Chattahs ; 

the Men are never to be exposed unnecessarily; but mten exposure is unavoidable, ^ 
they are to appear in every respect asSoldieajS, wearing their Great Coate when it 
rains, but never while on duty, using a Chattah. * 

11. 111. order to bring Non-Commissioned Officers under the immediate 

observation of the Comihanding Officer, allavildaror Nai<^kistobe attached to 
him as an Orderly, and id relieved weekly ; and with the view of pEOmoting Biat 
mutual regard which should subsist between Officers Commanding Conjipanies, 
and the Sepoys, and to ettftble^jthe former to acquire an intimate knowledge of the 
characters of their Men, it is desirable that Officers should be removed jsqldon^ as 
possible, from one Company to another. ‘ , 

12. An Order Book td^^bekept in each Company, and one in ffie Rnttalion 
for the entry, in Hindoostaneh/ of sSfOrders, which it is of importaytce^ the Men 
should distinctly understand $ and, on an Order of this desenption beilig issued^ H 
should l>c notified to the Drill Havil'dar, who wilt attend at the Inti^reter^s and 
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from him the Older, entered in the Battalion Book, and v.ritten in the 
IJetmngvee character. The Havildar, on receivings .the Book, will proceed to the 
linos, andcanee the Order to be copied in the (’omp^any Books, that it may be rood 
at sun-sfet, Roll-call, before rarade, shcnbl there he one ; and in order that this 
dnty may never be neglected, the Adjutant will always be at the Lines at Uoll-call, 
when Orders are to be ir(*ad, and the Officets of Companies will, at their private 
i^'eekly Parade, cause the Orders of the preceding week to be read to the IMen, 
in their presence. 

13. These Hooks are tube made of good Counh-y p»aper ; a Battalion Bonk, 
when filled up, is to be lodged in the Interpreter’s Office. The Company Hooks 
are to be furnished by the Officers Commanding Companies : the Regimental Hook 
by the Interpreter and Quarter Master. 

14. All parts of the foregoing Orderft; which are of importance, the Native 
Officers and Men should understand, are to be tianslated by the Interpreter, and a 
copy is to be taken by the Pay TlaviUlars of each Company. 

15. They are to be read and explained to the IMen, in tlie presence of the 
OffitJers of Companies, once amonth, atone of the private Parades.

1. Officers employed in Public Departments, and Officers at the Presidency, 
shall transmit their applications for leave to pio»*ced to sea, or on Furlough, to the 
Adjutant General of the Army, for the purpose of being submitted to Government, 
uiidci the ordci's of the C’ommander-iu-Chicf ; and shall, at the same dme, make the 
necessary report of tlie circumstance to the hea<l of the Department, under which 
they may be employed. 

2. Officers holding ‘■1 til ations away from the Presidency, and whose duties may 
be considered as purely (hvil, such as Rcsidentb, Civil Surgeons, &ic, shall, in the 
first instance, obtain leave to repair to the PresHcncy, from the Hulhority under 
which they are immediately acting ; and on tUeiv arrival there, shall submit their ap- 
plications for the ultimate leave, ihrou«;h the Adjumut General of the Anay. 

3. Officers serving on the in the iMibury Department, away from the 
Presidency shall, through the prescribed channel, transmit to the Adjutant General 
of the Army, their applications for pcruussioii to come to the Presidency, jireparatory 
to submitting their request to be allowed to proceed to Sea, or on Furlough. 


REFOnrS TO BE MADE BY OFriCEUS ON PASSING STATIONS. 

G, 0. C, C. September 21, 1825. — The Commandcr-in-Chief is sorry to learn» 
that frequent instances have lately occurred, of Officers passing Military Stations 
without reportin^y themselves ; as tlie Regulations of the Army, and the comtaon 
forms of the Service rei^iiire. His Excellency desires, that all persons cozicemed, 
will attend to the existing orders on this subject, which require the Military 
(as well as Surgeons* or Assistant Surgeons,) who may arrive at any Stalian or 
Post, where there are troops, should report themselves to the Commanding Officii, 
or public Staff Officer of the place. 

2, Such Officers as are prevented by indisposition from waiting upoii the Com- 
manding Officer, will report their arrival In writingf, for his information, to the Major 
^f Riigade or Staff Officer of the Station, stating whether they, are on leave o|'

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absence, on Sick Certificate, on duty, &c., the authority under which they are 
come to the Station, and the period they intend to remain. 

3. It is also the duty of Ofificers passing a Military Station, to call at the Brigade 
Office, (or other Public Sialf Office of the Post,) that they may learn, if any General 
Onlers have been issued which affect them • and if they remain any rime on leave at 
a Station, they ought to do this from time to time, to see the General Orders which 
have been published. 

6. When there is a General Officer in Command of the Division, residing at 
any Station, the immediate Command of which is exercised by a Brigadier, (^as .it 
Barrackpore or Cawnpore,) Officers are to report their arrival and departure to 
his Staff, as well as to the Station Brigade-Major, and to wait upon him as well .u 
upon the Brigadier. 

5, Medical Officers will, likewise, always wait upon the Sujierm tending Surgeon^ 
of Divisions, on passing the Stations where they reside. 

6, Officers passing any of the principal Stations on the River, or tlie Forts of 
Mongbyr, Buxar, or Chunar, where they do not mean to make any stay, are never- 
theless to report to the Station Staff Officer, (the Deputy Assisliinl Adjutant General, 
Brigade Alajor, or Fort Adjutant,) that they may reeeive any orders wJiich may pos- 
sibly be waiting their arrival . 

7, Officers Commanding Stations and Posts, will consider it their duty to as- 
certain how long any Officers, who arrive uithin their Command, intenil to remain ; 
and will take care, if they are proceeding to join a Regiment, that tJiey do not delay 
their journey without some suSicieut cause ; and if they are on leave, that tliey .^uit 
the Station m sufficient time to rejoin before the expiration of tUeii leave, unle^ a re- 
newe^l Sick Certificate, or other sufficient cause, be assigned for piolon^mg their stay. 

' 8. All application for leave, or extension of leave, from Officers at another Sta- 
tion, which are sent, either to their Commanding Officer, or, (in urgent ca‘»C'!,) 
direct to Head Quarters, are to be countersigned, and transmitted by the Officei 
Commanding the Station where they are. 

d. The Officers Commanding the pnucipal Station* ol the Army, will receive 
instructions to forward, on the Island Itith of each month, a List of tlie. Officers who 
have arrived at the Station, who are remaining tlicic on leave, or duty, and who 
have left it during the preceding fortnight. I’hey are also hereby desired to bring 
to the Coramauder-in-Chief’s notice, an instam e wheie thepreceding Orders may be 
nei^lected. 

10. All Offirerfl, Surgeon, or Assistant Surgeons, who are directed to join any Re- 
giment or Detachment, arc to report their progress once a week, to the Officer Com- 
manding the Corps or Detachment, to which they are proceeding, and iheir progre^.^ 
is to be noted from these Reports, in the Monthly Returns.

Case, with an Account of its Symptoms, past treatment, present State, and the 
Opinion of the Medical Officer as to what Cliangeof Air, whether the River, Sea, 
( ape of Good Ho})e, of liurope, may be nocC'.‘'diy for the rehtoration of health. , 

Wlien the Sick Officer lias occasion to apply tiny other Medical Officer for 
idnce, after having lelt liH Station, he is to subimi tlio berorc-mentioned Statenient 
t.> such Medical (Officer, together with a copy of the Medical Certificate, and the 
Medical Officer wdl maik suidi Ubhervations on the statement, a* the nature of the 
case may letpiire. 

' On the aruval of a Sick Oihcer in Calcutta, he is to apply to a Presidency Sur- 
geon, submitting the statement and Medical Certificate before-mentioned when the 
Presidency Surgeon will either direct lum to wait on the Medical Board, furnished 
with a, Certificate from himself, oi leuiiii him under his own care, as may to Inin 
appear ncLes'diy. 

The duty oi examining Sick Officers at the Presidency, is to be taken in rotation. 
Monthly, by the Members of the Medical lioard, the Secretary of which will 
acquaint tlu; Adjutant, General of the Army with the name oi the examining 
Member, on the 1st day of each Month. 

In ease an Ofiicer falls ill when abii'ent from h's ('orps, he is to procure the pre«

dency Surgeon.

l^ve of Absence is, or continues to be absolutely necessary to the re-establishmeul 
of his health, and to no later period. The other moiety of his Salary, and every 
allowance, for Office, or Establishment, shall be drawn by the Officer, doing the duly 
of such Absent Officer. 

Eveiy Officer holding a Staff Situation, who shall obtain Leave of Absence on 
hia prtvate affairs, from the Government, or from the Commander-in-Chief shall be 
pemiittod to draw one-half of his Staff Salary for the period of Six Months, from the 
commencement of his Leave of Absence, and for no later period. The other 
moiety of his Salary, and every Alio w'a nee for Office or Establishment, shall be 
drawn by the Officer, doing the duty of such Absent Staff Officer.

All Officers, of the Bengal Army, obtaining leave to go beyond the limits of thi^ 
Presidency, who neglect, if proceeding by Sea, to transmit to the Secretary to Go- 
verament, in the Military, Department, and also to the Adjutant General of the 
Army, a certificate signed by the Pilot, of the date of dispati;h of the Vessel on which 
they may proceed ; or, if travelling by lind, to report to the same Authorjtie>, the 
date of tlieir quitting the limits ofthii. Piewdency, will have their leave calculated 
from the date of the Government General Order, granting the indulgence. 

O. C. in C. Januarv.l^, 1825. — Officers applying for leave to proceed beyond 
the limits of this presidency by Sea, are required to include in their applications, the 
namo of the Ship on which they purpose to embark. 

O. O, Janitarv. 28, 1823. — The Governor General in Couni'il is pleased to 
notify to the Army, that the Hon’hle the Court of Directors have approved of a modi- 
fication of thrdr Original Orders of 179fi, as to Leave of Absence and Furlough, 
and to perm^the. Absence of an Officer on urgent private affairs, from bis own 
Presidency, for any period, not exceeding three months, to be counted as part of his 
term of service.

Extractjrpm a Q^nernl letter from the HonCbie the Coart af JHrectortf in the M-ih^ 
tary Department, under date the January, 1817. 

Para. 3. . * Adverting to the frequent application made W us by Military Officers 
for an extension of Furlough and being of opinion, that all euch applications, pre- 
fitrred on the ground of sickness, should be accompanied by the most satisfactory 
testiiDonials. to prove that tlie pa^es are unavoidably compelled to make the same. 
We have resolved, that it be required of all Officers, whenever they shall find it 
necessary, on account of sickness, to solicit a further leave of absence, to transmit with 
J;*ettcr of Application, a Certificate, signed by at least, two Gentlemen, eminent 
In the Medical Profession, describing the nature of the applicant's complaint, ami 
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stating U to be their opinion, that the oireomstancea of- the case rend>er a Compliance 
With hia rtinuest absolutely necessary ; also, that prevbusly to an etctension of Fur- 
lough being granted, such further proof of the statement made by the party in sup- 
port of his application, shall be adduced by personal examination, or by such other 
evidence as we may deem satisfactory. 

4. “ VVe have further resolved, that all officers abroad in any part of Europe, 

applying for permission to remain a further time absent from their duty, on account 
of Sickness, be required to furnish a Certificate, signed by, at least, two eminent 
Physicians ; also the attestation of a Magistrate, in stippoit of the fact, that the per- 
son'* who liave signed the Certificate are Physicians. 

4 . “ \V henever any officer on your establishm^t shall receive permission to come 

to Europe whether it be on account of ill health, or of private affairs, W'e desire you 
10 furnish him wnth a copy of these Orders. 

G. O. G. G, Feh. 17, 1821. order fully to inform the oificers upon this 
Establishment, of the existing Ue^latioiw, with respect to Furlough to Europe ■as 
well as to check the practice, which, to a certain extent, hns lately prevailed, of Mili- 
tary Officers postponing their retuin to their duty, for a period longer than is com- 
patible with the good of the Service ; the following Extracts of a General Letter from 
the Honourable the Cburt of Directois, under date the 13th September, 1820, is pub- 
lished to the Anny ; ami the Alost Moble the Governor (ieneral in Council diiecte, 
that a printed copy of tliis Order be furnished from the Adjutant General's Office, to 
every Officer who shall obtain the permission of Government, to proceed to Europe 
on Eurlough. 

“ ilfficers corning to England on Furlough, arc ree|uirod, as soon as they arrive, to 
report their arrival and address, by letter, to our Secretary, forwarding, at the same 
time, the Certificates which they received in India. 

“In all cases of Furlough, whether it be granted for private affairs, or on sick 
Certificate, Officers arc required to join the Establishment to which they belong, at 
the expiration of three years, from the commencement of their Furlough, unless 
they shall have obtained an extension of leave from us, six months before trie expira- 
tion of the said term of three years. 

“ Extensions of Furlough will not, in future, be granted, except in cases of Sick- 
ness, certified in the manner prescribed in our dispatch of the 3d January, 1817, or 
ill cases in which it shall be proved to us, that a further residence in Europe isimlis- 
j'cnsably necessary. 

“ When under any such circumstances, an Officer shall have obtained an exten- 
sion of Furlou|fh to a given period, he must, at the expiration thereof, apply for, and 
obtain permission either tOKleturu te hi» duty, or to reside a further time in Europe. 

“ The Act of the 33d, Geo. 111. Cap. 52, Sec. 70, as it respects Military Officers, 
applies only to cases of Sickness, Infirmity, or inevitable Accident, and no Officer 
will bo hereafter considered eligible to return to the Service, after five years’ absence, 
under that Enactment, who has faile<l to obtain from us, agreeably to the foregoing 
Regulations, an extension of furlough, under the circumstanceis referred loin the Act. 

“ The plea of ignorance of the Regulations ttill not horeaflerbe admitted, as any 
justification of the breach of them : but Officers, who shall come home on furlough, 
and who shall not, in due time, apply, so as to effect tlieir return to the Presideney to 
which they belong, within tlie penou of three years, from the commencement of tneir 
furlough, will subject themselves to the loss of the Service unless they shall be per- 
mitted by us to remain a further time in this countiy . 

Extract from a Generul iMler from the Hon^hle the Court of Directors, if^the 
tary Department, uruler date the 16tk December, 1807.— Para. 2. “ The 
applications that have been made to us, by Officers of our several Military Eatablial^ 
ments in India, when in Europe, for advances of Money on Loans, under the plea of 
their being otherwise unable to return to their duty, have not only caused much 
trouble and inconvenience, but in some instances, the Company have sustained loss by 
the death of the parties, to whom such advances have occasionally been made, and 
the practice has of late years increased, 
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3* “ As under the Regulations of 1796, the Military Officers are allowed to come 
home on f urlough, and to receive their pay, and in regard to Subalterns, as further in- 
dulged with passage money homo, their situations have been considerably improved , a ml 
they cannot leasonably expect any additional indulgence of the nature abovo^nen- 
tionecl ; to prevent, therefore, all expectations of the like in future, we direct, 
that you publish, in Cieneral Orders to the Army, that we have been under the 
necessity of coming to llie resolution of declaring that Officers at home are not 
hereafter U) expect that application for advances for money, beyond whjt they arc 
allowed by the existing Kegulation of the Service, will be attended to."

.Every OfiK*e'-, after twenty two years’ actual service in India, is allowed to retire 
with the pay of the l arik to which he has attained j but such pay ia to be tlto same 
only, as that allowed t#j ofiicei.s of infantry. 

A member of tin; Medical Boaid, who has been in that station not less than two 
years, and not less than twi'iity years in Ind'a, including llirec years for oike furlough^ 
ii permitted to retire trom the service, and allowed jt’ oOO per aauum.

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y A Surjjeon of general hospital^ orsuperuiteudent-surgeon, who has been in that 8ta/“ 
tion not less than twenty years, including three years for one' furlough, as above, is 
pcnnittecl to letire from the s€*rvice, and allowed £ 300 per annum. 

All other Surgeons and assistant-Surgeons attached to the Military, are permitted 
to retire from the service on the pay of their rank, after having served seventeen years 
in India. 

An assistant-Surgeon, after the said period of service, \vho shall not have attained 
the station of head surgeon is allowt'd to retire on a pension of £ 50 p(M annum. 

A Chaplain after eighteen years' service in 1 ndia, ( U n of vvhioli at a Mibtyry sta- 
tion,) including three years for one furlough, is allowed to letiro with the pay of 
major. 

A Chaplain having served ten years m India, whose constitution will not admit of 
his continuing in the service, may retire on the half-pay of major ; after seven yeais, 
on the half pay of captain. 

A commissary or deputy commissary of ordnance, not being a commissioned offi- 
cer, is allowed to retire on full pay, if he has served twenty seven-yeais in India, of 
which twelve must have been in the ordnance depailment ; twenty-five yean-., four- 
teen of which in that department; oi twenty-two years, heventeeii years of which in 
the ordnance department. 

A conducter of ordnance is allowed to retire on £60 per annum, after twenty-live 
years’ actual service in India. 

Every Heutcuant-colonel, major, or captain, is allowed, to retiie with the Half fay 
of the lunklo whi/h he has attamcil, in case Ins health shall not permit him to serve 
ifi l!ndia ; hut he can only be allow-ed the pay of tlie uuik he held at the cxphatiou of 
twelve months from his airivul in Europe. 

A lieutenant having sewed thii teen, or an ensign nine years in India including 
three years for a furlough, may relire on the Half pay of hi«, lauk, m case his health 
shall not permit him to serve in India. 

A subaltern officer, or militar^r aysistant^surgeon having served six years in India, 
is permitted to retire on the Half pay of Eifsign , if his constitution sliould be so im- 
paired as to prevent iho possibility of his ooiiiinuing in India, 

Every officer returning on furlough, and washing lo retire from the service, mupt 
make a declaration to tfiat tlTcet, withiit twelve laontlis after his urrival in Kunland ; 
and ill caseot his neglecting so to do, he mu‘'t,,at the expiration of Ins tuilougli, cither 
return to India, or be held to have rcbnquldicd the service, and not be entiiied to 
retire on pay, unless he has continued to serve in India, from h»s first arrival for tlie 
space of twenty-lwo years without having a fuilougli, m that ca^c he Is allowed two 
years before he shall be called upon to signify hi« intention of retiring, but he can 
only be allowed the pay of the rank be held at the expiration of tw'clve months from 
his arrival in Europe.

Of these not more than two are to he of the Rank of Captain, And 
when a Subaltern Officer on Staff employment shall be promoted to the Rank of 
Captain in a Corps having two Captains absent on permanent public employment, 
he shall be reipiired to vacate his appointment. 

' Letter G, G. 0. No. 105 of I6th May, 1829.— When any Regiment 

have 4 Officers on Staff employ and 4ioa furlough, and an addiuonal Officer 
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shall require to proceed to England on Medical Certificate, one of the four absentees 
on detaclied duty (the last withdra^^n) sh^U be required to rejoin" his Corps. 

C. D:s iMtcr G. a. 0. No, 105, of I5th Mau, 1829.— No Officer to be 
drawn from his Uegimcnt for tlie purpose of l><‘ing appointed an Extra or Super- 
numerary Aid-dc-Camp. And Officers acting as such, not to receive any allowance 
for doing so. No Eegimeut shall liave three Officers withdrawn for detached em- 
ployment, until dll Kegimeiits have two; nor fbur'tlll all have three.

— When an Officer at the head of 
a Department, oi an Officer holding the appointment ot Deputy in a Depaitment, 
shall proceed on leave of abr-cnce, the iudividiul nomitiated by Government ta 
officnle m the superior grade, shall, if in the same Department, he entitled to draw 
one-half of Ins own S ilarv and the forfeited imuety of the salary of the absentee ; and 
when under such oircumstanccs, it may be deemed nece'*sdry by Government to 
bring an extra Officer into the Dtpailmenl, the Officer thus ffimpoiarily employed, 
shall be allowed the undiawn half Salary of the Deputy or Asststant, as the case 
may he. If an extra Officer should not be teiiuiiod, the undrawn half Salary 
becomes a saving to tlic State. 

G. O. 0. No. 151, 24tli 1H32.— No Officer transferred from one 

Regiment to anothci , shall be eligible to a Staff or Civil appointment, although 
otherwise qualificti, unless he shall have served two years in tiie Regiment to wFiich

G. G. O. 21s/ MaVf 1832. — Officers of the Civil Staff of the Army though 
exempted from attendance at all Ordinaiy Paiades, arc expected to attend to the 
requisition of a f’oinmanding Officer, whenever he considers himself justified in 
demanding their presence, by the occasion for wliich the Troops may he as'^emhled. 

Thira. 3, Although we attach a very high impoitai'ce to the rules, established 
for restricting the withdrawal of Officeis f.om Regmienhil Duty for Staff' Employ- 
ment, we shall not refuse our sanction to the exception rocorninended by th® 
Conunau(ler-in-(’hief and by the Governor General, in favor of Officers selected for

Cr, O, O. fL 4th Me 1/, 1822, the loss of chargers killed, or disabled in 

action, or shot in con''«e,(|uen(!e of being infectiously diseased, will liereaftcrbc passed 
to the several discriptions of mounted officers, entitled to such indulgence, under the 
provisions of the 6r<icr.s fpiotcd m the margin. 

2. To Horse Artillery and Cavalry officers for the loss of a ehargcri selected 
from tlic; tanks, or remounts of their respective corp-^, a compensatum equal to the 
price they would have been entitled to receive on leturning such charger to the ran ka, 
viz., the residue of the original price, after a deduetion of 10 per cent per annum, 
for the i^riod tl.atmay have elapsed since the dale of selection. 

3. To all mounted officers, for the loss of a charge.r, under the provisions of the 
orders before quoted, not selected from the ranks, and purchased at a pricfendt 
exceeding SOO J^rtat Huj>ees, a compen.saiioii equal to the residue of the prtce aotu- 
ally paid, aflcr a similar deduction of 10 per cent, per annum, for the penq^, elapsed 
since the date of pur(*hase. 

4. For the loss of a charger, purchased at any price above 800 Rupees, a com- 
pensation equal to the residue of such price, after the deduction of 10 pet cent, per 
annum, provided such residue do not exceed the sum of 800 Rupees, which is the 
maximum of compensation to be allowed in any case. 
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6. Bills for compensation for the loss of a selectcfl charf^er, are to be accompanwl 
by a copy of the certificate specified in the 21st clause of G. O. V. P. of the 7th 
October, IB 17, and those for componpation for a charper not selet ted from the ranks, 
by a declaration on honor, specifying the price paid ami the date of purchase.

CONDUCT OF OFFICERS ON BOARD SHIP. 

It having come to the knowledge of the Court of Directors, tliat the good order 
and wholesome* practices, formerly obscived in the Company’s ships, have been 
laid aside, and late hours, and the conseejuent mischiefs mtioduced, by wh^*h the 
ship has been endangered, and the decorum and propriety winch should be main- 
tained destroyed ; they have tl umgl it proper lo frame the following regulatioas on 
these points, to which the readiest acquiescence is exjiected ; and any person offend- 
ing against them, will incur the Court’ll high displeasure, viz. 

Reaolied — Therefore, that, in older to prevent any accident from the fire and 
lights being kept up beyond those hours, usually observed in all projier disciplined 
ships, it is htrictly enjoined, that no fire be kept up beyond eight at night, unless for 
the use of the sick, and then only in a stove, and that candles be extinguished by 
nine between decks, and ten, at latest in the cabins j and that the utmost pre- 
cautions be observed to prevent their being visible io any vessel passing in the nighty 
That the hour for dinner be not later than two o'clock j and when tlie commander 
of the ship retires from table, eitlier after dinner or supper, the passengers and 
officers of the ship retire al.so. 

That the captaiu be stiictly enjoined to pay due attention to the comfoitable ae- 
comtnodation and liberal treatment of uis passengers ; at the same time, setting 
them an example of sobriety and deconim, as lie values the pleasure of the Court. 

That any excess or disorderly behaviour below, being equally repugnant to the 
rood order and discipline of the ship, will, on representation, be noticed by tho 
Court of Directors, and not tail to incur their displeasure. 

That any improper conduct of the officeis of the ship, towards the passeneera, or 
each other, shall be quietly made known to the commander, who shall weigh the 
circumstances with impartiality, and if conciliation be ineffectual, decide, accord^ 
to the best of his judgment: and every person concerned, be expected quietly to 
conform thereto ; but should any one think himself aggrieved thereby,, he may 
appeal to the Governor and Council of the first settlement the ship arrives ut, or i 
jhomewm’d bound, to the Court of Directors. 

The diversity of characters and dispositions which must meet on ship board, make 
^me restraint upon all neces.sary, and any one offending against good manners, or 
knowp usages and customs, will, on representation to the Court, 1^ severely notiecd

For the Chuidance of Commanders arid olherSf hehinging to vessels resorting to the Port 

of Calcutta. 

1st. Commanders of ships oi vessels, eommpr up to Calcutta, are to hoist abluc- 
peter at the main-top gallant mast-head, on arriving abreast of Kidderpore, and to 
keep the same flying until the Harbour Master’s Assistants shall have taken charge 
fronj the pilot. ^ 

2d. On the arrival of any ship or vesflc) off Calcutta, or Kidderpore, (if the vessel 
18 to remain there,) an otiiccr from the Harbour Master’s Dcpaitment will be sent 
on board, to moor her in a proper birtli, and as near in a line as possible, leaving a 
sufficient space for ships to pa^s up and down the channel, next to the outer buoys of 
the moorings. As the Harbour M^ter is held lesponsible for the movement of all 
ships and vessels to and froth (he i^'eam, renuinng his assistance, the officers of his 
Oepartinent arc not to be interfered witli, in the execution of^such important duty. 
After a ship or vessd is monred in a clear and safe beith in the Stream, she is not to 
be shifted, unless for thtyuirpose of haulmg into dock, or to the Honourable Com- 
pany’s Mooiiiigs, and except in cases of euu^rgcncy. ; ^ 

3d, All applications to take in, oi cast off from the mooring*?, or for other assist^ 
ance from the Harbour Master’s Depaitionent, arc to be marie in writing t^the Mas-^

4th. On sliips or vessels arriving of Calcutta, they are to have their jib and dri-

Moonngs, shall have at lea.st, one anchor at the bow. with a 'cable-bent, and ranged,

6th. No ship nor vessel shall make any hawser or rope fast to any of the 
Honourable Company’s Mooring Buoys, except for the purpose of warping into a 
berth, under the diiection of^ilhe Harbour Master or his Assistant. 

7tlk. iserious Accidents ^^^ving taken place in tninsporling vessels from the cir- 
cumstance of one ship lettifig go ano^r's warp, while in the act of moving; com- 
ma nduig ofhcfers are to permit warps to be made fast, and to keep them until 
re<|uestcd to let them go. — All vessels in the Port of Calcutta are enjoined to assist

8 th. Vessels docking or undocking, are to have their lower yards down and 
top-masts struck. 

1 ’he Har^ur Master’s Assistant, in haulmg ships or vessels into dock, is to take 
care, that the wawt anchors ariB»got up out of the chains, and to see that no pro- 
Htctions whatever, beyond the ship’s sides, (which can be removed.) be suffered to 
remain ; also to shut in all the ports and scuttles.

The following instructions, relative to the West Coast of Australia, and the 
entrances of Gage’s Roads and Cockburii Sound, are published for general 
information. 

RFMARKS 

Made on board H. M. S. Sulphur, \Vii\iHm Townsend Danco, Esci, commander, 
and Mr. John Pcrrian, IMasler, between 25th November, 1828, and 31st Decem- 
ber, 1829. 

Latitude of anchorage in Cockburn Sound, . . . 32’ 10’ 56‘” S. 

Longitude by mcfiii of time-keepers and binary. . , .115* 38’ 15” E. 

Variation of compass, 5* 30 O’' W. 

The rise and fall of the tide is influenced principally by the uind. 

Ships bound into Cockburn Sound or Gage’s Roads, in the summer months, 
should endeavour to make tlie land to the southward of Garden Isl md, as the windi 
prevail from that uuailer, fioin the end of October to the beginning of May. In 
the Winter, ships should make the land to the northward of Rottenest, about Cape 
I^chenaull, as the prevailing '.vind?, between the months of May and October, are 
from N. N . E. round to the westward. 

Ships bound to Cockburn Sound, from the Southward, should endeavour to cross 
the five fathom bank, v/fien a remarkable peaked hill, on Garden Island, bears E. 
or E.by N, They should then haul to the N. until the centre of Carnac bears N. 
E. or N. E. ^ E., then haul to the eastward until abreast of the challenger buoy 
(black) ; passing the buoy, ten or fifteen fathoms di<itance, to the northward • then 
ateer E. ^ N. through the channel, leaving the N. W. and N. E. reefs on the lar- 
board hand, taking care to keep Saddle 11 ill, (close to the river heads,) a sail’* 
breadth open to the southward of Carnac : when a few straggling rocks, which are to 
the N. of Carnac, arc in a line with the N. end of Carnac, or a little open, you 
may then haul for the anchorage in Cockburn Sound, passing the tail of Garden 
Islaml, Bpif, in four fathoms water, and anchor in any part of the sound ; the 
anc]iOTao'e being every where good, but recommend os pear Garden Island as 
possible, being tWie sheltered from all westerly winds. 

Ships bound to Cockburn Sound, from the northward, should not cross the five 
fathom bank, until the centre of Carnac bears E. N. E. ; when over the bank, the 
; ^ome rtiiections, as if coming from the southward. 

Ships should not attempt to anchor in Gage’s Roads during the winter months : 
U N»ng npeh to N. W. winds, which blow strong, and haave a heavy in, and 
Ilie ^>ttom being foul : ships during the summer months may lie there in safety . 
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No ships should attempt to enter Cockburn Sound passage without a pilot.

THE FOLLOWING RULES FOR CLEARING THE RIVEB 
UOOGllLV, OP WRECKS AND OTHER OBSTHUC TIONS, 

IM liLlSllED FOR GENERAL INKOHMATTUN. 

1. In Order to provide for clearing the bed of the river of all anchors that have 
been lost in its channels and anchoring stations, and for the recoveiy and removal 
ot every description of wreck depo.sUed therein, it shall be tlieduty of the Master 
Attendant, to employ m the most efficient maimer practicable, nndei the official 
fluperintendance of the Marine Btutrd, the means placed by Government, at the dis- 

of that officer, for the purposes specified. 

2. All recoveicd anchors, grapnels* and wreck of every ilcscription, shall be 
landed as soon as may be practicaldc, in the same state in which they aie recovered. 
Articles belonging to the Hon'ble Company ure to be delivered to the department 
to which they belong, by the Master Altenuaiit, under in‘-lructiuns, with which fie 
will be furnished. All other articles are to be deposited in the Bankshall premises, 
and immediately after their being so deposited, a full and accurate description shall 
be taken of the articles for registry, specifying whether the articles are of a perishable 
nat^e or not j place wliere, and elate 'when found : and such other information a* 
maybe at all calculated to enable owners to identify 'ihi'ir property.^ A distin- 
guishing mark is to be placed on the anchor or other thing so recovered ,\vith whim

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^ pailit^ if^hcn the article will admit iyt it; the mark exprea^ing the year in which it 
/ recovered, and its number in the register of that year j when' the article will 
not admit of being marked with white paint, it is to be in some other manner, suffi- 
ciently identified, so as to connect' it with its particular item in the registry. 

3. The above information is to be regularly entered into books of registry, to be 
kept for that purpose at the Master Attendant s office, w hich books shail be always 
open for public mapection, during the hours of business ; a copy of this registry 
shall be sent weekly, under the signature of the Master Attendant, to the Marine 
Hoard, who will cause a list of the recovered article^, with all the necessary infor- 
mation to be hung up in the Tlrchimge. Rno/ns, for the information of the public. 

4. In the event ol the right of property being proved to the satisfaction of the 
Master Attendant, or in case of dispute, to the satisfaction of the Marine Boards 
such properly shall be valued by Messrs. iV/<ir/iewzjV, LyatL and Co., or the proprie- 
tors of the Exchange, subject to arbitration ; and if the value fixed by tliem, should 
be objected to eitlier by the Master Attendant on the part ot (Government, or by 
the owner ; when the valuation sliall have been fixed, the Master Attendant shall 
make out a bill for salvage, rated according to the place of recovery ; viz , l-3d of 
the value of articles recovered above Fultah; 40 per cent, on articles ret'overed 
between Ful tab and Cu I pec; 50 per cent, on articles recovered between ("ulpe^e 
and Saugor ; and 65 per cent on ai tides lecoverod below Saugor. with interest on 
the amount of salvage, calculated oil the value, fixed by Mcsms. Mackenzie, Ly all 
and Co. as above directed. The bill is to be sent to the Marine Ihiard for registiy ; 
it is then to be passed to the Marine I*ay Master for collet tion ; on the protluctioii 
of whose receipt to the JMastcr Attendant, that officer will deliver up the anchor or 
W'reck identified. 

5. All perishable property sliall, if unclaimed, be sold by public auction, by 
Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyalland Co. three mouth's after its recov(‘ry , unless they, in 
conjunction with the Master Attendant, consider it for the intciest of the owners, 
that it should be soortcr disposed of. In like manner, all non-perishable property 
shall 1)6 sold at Qnarloly Public Said,, twelve month,', of ter reroieiy. On receipt 
of the net proceeds, salvage, as directed in article 4111, shall be deduced therefrom, 
to credit of, the ** Wreck, and Anch&r concern,^' and the balance be deposited in the 
General treasury for payment, without interest, to parties at any time subsequently 
establishing their right llmreto. 

6. In cases where ships may have parted from Ihcir anchors, or other pr^iperty 
have been lost or wrecked, and information of the same immediately communi- 
cated by the owners or commanders, to the Master Attendant, the reijuisite^ as&i&iancc 
is to be afforded without delay, and the anchors, &c. when nnmvered, are to be 
delivered to the owners, on s<‘ciirity given for payment, at the rate of three rupees 
per cwt. for anchors, or similar property ; any other description of property so reco- 
vered, is to be delivered, on payment of one-half the amount ■==dlvago, referred to in 
4th paragraph, according to the place from whence the property is recovered. The 
valuation theieof to be made by Messrs, Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. subject as 
before, to arbitration. If the owners or commanders jmsse^s suitable means for 
TOCOvering their own anchors or other lost or wiccked propt^rty, within 43 hours 
after they have been parted from ^ lost, and decline receiving assistan<*e, the inter- 
ference of the Master Attendant is then forbidden; but, should they fad to.icmove 
the obstructions vvitliin that period, (unless it shall be extended under the sanctiQin 
of the Marine Board,) the Master Attendant is auihoiiied to effect the object 
bim$elf; ami all.^ch anchors or property when recovered shall bo. subject to the 
prescribed charge of salvage in the article 4. 

7: Should any anchors or other property, not their own, be recovered by 
^ owners or commanders of ships, \vh6a weighing or recovering their own anchors,

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8. The above rules are not to be construed to extend to the case of any ship or 
vessel being wiecked in any part ol the river.

REPORT ON KYOUK PHYOO IfARBOUR. 

Between tltc Aoith End of Ramrcc Island and several small Islands to the 
Noithward ot it, there ]> a passage leading to the Easlwaid it affords a safe and 
commodious Harbour for Slops of the lar^eAt edass — Ihc IJariiour is named 
Kyouk J^hyoo, trom a village which is on the X. W. part of Karnrce, and may 
biMUterprrteil t\ liiU; Stone Ifaiboin. (bminiodore Sn Joliii ILaycwS was the first 
who biouglit tins (Lirbour to llie notice of (.ioveinnient, having visited it with part 
of the I’lotilla, in 18ib. 

llie ingress and egress are easy, during the day, but not so by night, for be- 
sides the dangets that are immediately aliont the eritionce of tlu* Harbour, the 
I errible Rock*', that arc about U) miles to tne Westward of the Saddle Islandr 
being low, and some of them below the suif.icc, make it very l)iv.ardou- to run for 
the Harbour at such tune and 'should Kyouk IMiyou become a place of great 
resort, a light ol .^oiue soit will lie nidi spun sable : — On the Xorthcro Hock ot the 
^el‘rible^ would be the most advantageous position for a light ; but I appiehend the 
top wall not atfoid suthcioiit space for a house, although it would only tte necessary 
to erect a small one, as all that a ship coiihl lequirc, wmuld be to know the position 
ot the 1 ernblos, an i iiom theruM- how to direct her course towaids the Pagoda Rock ; 
for 1 consider that, having parsed tlie Xoitli End of Saddle Island, a ship will find 
the water smooth enougli to aucUor until moiuing. J'he 'roiuble Rocks arc high 
enough to he disceineil during day light, at five or si^ miles froin a vcsscEs deck of 
12 feet liigii, and therefore any beacon placed on them to direct ships at that time 
is necessary. 

rile llaiboiiruf Kyouk Pliyoo is superior to Akvab, on account of its easy 
access at all s, asons of the year, and the ease with winch a ship can quit during 
the S. W. monsoon , whereas tlie mouth of the Ariacan Hiver is environed by a 
uliallow bar, and sliijis must choose moderate weatlici to put to sea. 

I he tides in Kyouk l^liyoo aic very moderate, as it is only for three or four days 
on the springs that their velocity is between two and three miles per hour* the rise 
and fall of the water is between eleven and twelve feet, and it is high water at full, 
and change, at 9 hours. 

I he depth m some parts of Kyouk Phyoo Harbour is inconveniently great, being 
30 and 40 fm horns : but after getting to the l^aslward of the Flijg Staff Point, there 
is a level anchoring ground with from 12 to 9 fathoms all over if. 

J he most convenient anchorage is with the Elug Staff bearing from W.by N. 
to N. W. distant about half or three quarters of a mile, in 10 fatlioins at low 
water. A ship will then be about a quarter of a mile off the flat, which lines the 
Hamiee^shorc, and hei communication with the sliore be quick : the flat extends 
about 250 yards off in some parts, and dries at low spring tides with 6 or 6 fathoms 
close to its edge ; by anchoring nearer to tlie Flag Staff, you will feel the eddies 
from the point and be unsteady. 

N 3 
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About one anJ three quarter in^e to the South East from the Elap^ Staff, there is 
an inlet which brandies off’ into sev’oiaJ Binall creeks, running to the Southward and 
Westward, tlie inlet is sliallow at its entrance, not having more than l| or 2 
fathoms water, but is deeper within j and a ship of three or tour hundred tons may 
warp into it ; but from the mangroves and swampy ground about the creek, it is an 
unhealthy looking place. 

AtIJl-bmiles to the E. S. E. of the Flag Staff’ is the North- East point of 
Rainree, and iiom the latter, a little more than a mile to tlic N. N. Jii. i;? the 
South point of Euffalo IsUnd •, between tlic two i» Fletcher Jla^c’s Stiaits, by 
which tlu* cominuiiication is kept up with Ramice Town, Saiuioway, and Ayerm , 

J have not cxvuniiicd beyond the N. li. point of llaiilrcc, but 1 see that Mr. 
Eow'mau’s (’hail exhibits a gieat depth of watei in the Strait. 

There is a passage on the Noith side of Ibiffalo Island, leading into Coinbermere 
liay, but only hi tor boats. 

I'he Islands wliidi form tbe North side of Kyouk Phyoo Harbour, aie small . 
aud their general hcaglit is from one hundred to about three bundled feet ■, tliey 
are rocky, and covered with jungle. 

The North point of Jlamvee, where the (’antonment stands, appears to he a dry 
and sandy soil j hut from Prosper! Mill 1 siw much pinglc and swampy giound 
to the Southward, whi<-h must a.ffect the salulinty oi the pl.iee. Iks jMajt sty's Sliip 
Satellite, with a view to trying the idimate ot Kyoulv Phyoo, remained in the. 
Harbour all.Inne, .July, and August j it may be ipiotioneil, if such a Inal ii-, con- 
clusive, since the heighlof the rams is not the sickly season ; and every ship that may 
visit the Poit is not likely to be so well housed ovei, and the, ciew caitlully 
preserved fioni exposuie. 

The Coast of Arracan is generally unhealthy, as fevers picvail in some degree 
throughout the year : — Kyouk Phyoo is, I believe, one of lliemou healthy paits of 
the Coast, but not exempted from the consequences ot the monsoiui hjcaking uj) in 
the neigh bourhoorl ot the Sunderbuiids ; the lelore, September and October wdJ be 
found less healtliy than at other seasons : judging of the weather we experienced in 
February, 1 am of opinion, tliat convalescents fiom CalMitUi, would find hentdit by 
a visit to ivyi^iik J’hyoo, tioin the bcgmmiig of Jamcviy to tlie middle of Apiil, at 
which time thcr<' is a fine sea breeze blovving dad\ Iroiii about lU a. m. until !) or Iff 
p. M J the wcathet i-s dry, and moining clear, and free of the heavy fogs which 
Akyab is subjci t to. 

'J’he watui IS good, although procincd at wells ; Poultry and Fish are plentiful; 
Vegetable?, from the place being so recently settled, aie not so ; we obtained some ot 
the European kind from the gardenh, which were good. Tlie cattle are ot a good 
size, and without doubt, good beef might be had if they were taken lare of. 

Tlie narrowest pait ot the Harbour, is from tlic Uamree shore to tlie South Point 
of Direction Island, whcie it is 13000 yards wide ; aud ji is thereabouts, that the Re- 
liance Rock is situated, at 1200 yards fiom the Ramrec shore, and 1000 yards from 
tbe South Point of Direction Islaud; the Hock bears trom the Flag staff*, N . ,04® 4’ 
W, distant 2100 yaids, and the N'oitheiii outer Buoy of the Entrance, l^ on the same 
line of bearings, but is 5570 yards trom the Hag Staff’. 1 he Southern outer Buoy, wliich 
is close to the Reef tiiat environs the N , \V . Point of Uamree, hears N . 70* 18’ VV . 
from the Hag Staff’, di'tant 4120 yards ; the distance between the two outer Buoys 
is 1-15 Geographical mile, which is the width of the channel into the 1 1 arbour. 

The depth on the top of the Reliance Rock at low water is J -} fathom, and it is so 
sharp, that the lcadr|rill not lay on it. At about 100 yards to the South of the Reck 
the depth IS 5 fathohiS, deepening to 14 in mid channel towards Ramree, and again 
idioalmg to 5 or C close to the Beach. On the North side, at about 200 yards from 
the Rock, the depth is f> fathoms, deepening very suddenly into 15 j and in inid 
chanueh towards Direction Island, it is 26 fatlioins continuing in over-falls j so that 
within 200 yaids of the South point of Direction Island, 40 fathoms will he found.

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l)ESCUIPTION OF THE NORTH-EAST COAST OF AUSTKAEiA. 

Hy Captain P. P. King, R. N., F. R. S. 

1. Lady Elliot Island is a low Islet, covered with shnibs and trees* sdid sur- 
rounded by a coral reef, which extends fbi* three quarters of a mile fromita north- 
east end ; the island is not more than three quarters of a mile lonjf, and abotit a 
quarter of a mile broad ; it is dangerous to approach at night, from being very low^ 
It is situated thirty miles N. 53* W. (mag.) from the extremity of Broaksea Spit, 

( aw laid down in Captain Flinder’s Chait ; its latitude is 24* 6’, and its longitudn > 
152- 45’ 15*’. ' , 

2. Hunker (iroup consists of three Idets ; thev" are low and wooded like I.ady 
Elliot Island, and lie S. E* and N. W. from each other; the south-easternmost 
(or first,! has a Coral re w projecting for two miles and a half to the N. E., four 
miles and a half to the N. W. of the noith-westernmosl (or third Islet) is a large 
shoal, whirh, from the heavy breakers upon it, is piohahly a part of the barrier or 
outer Rcetfl. I liC centre island (or s(cond) of the (iioup, is m lutitude 23* 51’ 10'^ 
and longitiirle 152* 19’ 5”, olF the southwest end of the seeond island is asm^l 
detached Islet, connected to it by a reef; and of the north-east cud of the third 
island is another Islet, upon a coral reef. 

The spaces between thc'^e islands, which are more than a league wide, are quite 
free from danger ; we pas-cd within a quarter of a mile of the south end of the reef 
off the tliinl island, without getting bottom* w'lthin ten fathoms. 

3. Kodd Hay, a small haibour on the west side of the point to the northward of 
Hn^tard liav, offers a good ^lieltor for ve»‘-=els of one hundred and fifty ton« burden^ 
The clianncd lies lietweim two «aml-hanks, which communicatr with either shore* 
In hauling round the point, steer for Middle Head, a projecting rocky point, co»rered 
with trees, keeping the centre of it in the hearing of about south (mag.) ; you wisl 
then carry first five, then “^ix and seven fathoms ; when you are abreast of the north 
low Sandy I’oint, you have pas'^ed the sand hank on the eastern side, the extremity of 
which bears from {h«^ point W. .j N. about our. mile, then haul in K. by S, and 
anchor at about one-tmrd of a mile from the low Sandy Point hearing north. 

In hauling' round this point, you must not shoalcn your water on- the south sid® 
to less than tour fill hoi ns tt« tlic sand-bank projects for a mile and a quarter from 
IVfiddlc Hetni. In the centre ofthe channel, between Sandy Point and Middle Head^ 
and at about one-third of a mile from the former, you will have seven, eight, ami 
nine fathoms water, until it hears N . by K. when it shoals to five, fathoms. Th® 
situation of the extremity of the low Sandy Point iqam thiptiin Finder’s Cliart, 
(East Coast, sheet III.) i.s in latitude 23' 59’ 45”, and longitude 151* 34’ 45”. 
High-water takes place at eight hours and a half after the moon's traubit. 

In standing into Rodd Hay, the water does not shoalen until you are in a lin® 
with the north points of Facing Island and Bustard Bay. 

'Phere is a run of fresh water in the bay to the eastward of the low F^andy Point* 
but it was not thought to be a durable stream. Wood may be cut close to thi®> > 
beach, ami embarked without inuiediment. ^ 

4. Port Howen, Captain Flmder’s, in his account of this port, has merely coH' 
fined himself to the anchorage under Entrance Island, (lat 22* 29’ long. 150* 45* 
30”,) which is, at best, hut an exposed roadsted. The channel in. on the north 
side of the island, is free from danger ; but, on the south side, between it and Cap®, 
Clinton, there is an extensive shoal on which the sea breaks heavily ; is not ascer^. 
tained whether it be connected with the bank off the south end of the island, but 
them is evei^ probatuHty of it. The inlet round Cape Clinton affords good anchor- 
age ; but, in the mid channel the depth is as much as eighteen fathoms ; the /siand® ' 
on the western side of the inlet are steep too, and should be avoided, for th^,.,tid« 
sweeps toward them. The best anchorage is in the sandy hay round the 
treii4af the Cape, (latitude 22* 31’ 40”, longitude 150* 44’.) where both wood 
and water aFe c*onvenient. In steering it from sea, haul toutmI the Cope, and pass 
about half to three quarters of a mile^to the noith of the high round Island, in seven 
fathoms, avoiding the sand banks on either side. In passing the inner trend of th® 
Cape, the water will shoOi to three and three-quarter fixthoms, but do not approach 
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too near the point. When you have opened the inlet, steer in j and having passed 
the inner Cape, haul into a sandy bay on the eastern side, where you may anchor 
in eight or nine fathoms at pleasure. ' 

1’he centre of the shoal in ihe middle of the port hears N. } E. by compass, 
from the high round Island, and N. by W. J W. when in a line with Entrance 
Island. 

High -water appears to take place half an hour later than at Entram e Island, or 
about 10 h. 40. ^after the moon’s southing, (the incxm's age being tliirteeu days.) 
I'lie tide did not ri.-'C more than -six fret, but it wantc'd three davs to the springs. 
Captain Flinders supposes the spring tides to rise not loss tliaii fifteen feet. I'h# 
variation of the compass off Cape (Umton was 9* 5’ e^, but at Entrance Island, 
according to (’aptain Flinders, ifwas 7* 40’ east. ^ 

5. Northumberland Islands. In the directum of N. 8‘ F.. (magnetic,) and 
five miles and a half from the third island, is a low rock, which, at Ingh-water, is 
very little above the surfaro of the sea ; it is very dangerous, lu'cause it lies in the 
direct tiack of vessels steering towards the Percy Isles. It cicaped the ohaervation 
of C'aiitain Flinders. 

In the direction of S. 42* W. (magnetic,) and ten mih's from tlic west end of 
Percy Inland, No. 1, are some rocks, but I am not aware whether they are covered , 
they w'ere seen by Eieutenant .Icffiics m 1815. 

Another patch of diy locks was ^een by me from the summit of a hill at the west 
end of i eicy Island, No. 1, wlience they bore S. (iO* W. (magnetic, ) and W’cre 
supposed to be distant out eight oi niue miles. The vaiialion of the compass here 
is between 7* and B* east. 

6. The Percy isles have also been doacribe l by Captain Flinders ; the hay at 
the west end of No. 1, is of very steep approaeli, and not safe to anchor in, except- 
ing during a south-east wind. The anchorage at No. 2, inside the Pine Islets, is 
bad, since the bottom is rocky , the ground is, however, clcaier more to the south- 
ward ; and on the whole, this anchorage is not insecure, siucc there is a safe passage 
out either on the north or south sides of the Pine Iskts. \Vbod may be procured 
with facility, and water also, unless the streams fail in the ilry season. Captain 
Fliiideifi was at these islands in the latter end of .Septcmhoi, and found it abundant. 
Tlie flood tide comes from the north-east ; at the aucliorage in the did miel, between 
the Pine Islets and No. 2, the flood sets to the bouth, and the obb to the north j 
the maximum rate was one and a quartei knot. High-water occurred at the latter 
place two hours and a half before iiic moon’s pa‘'bage ; but on the following day, 
did not precede it more than one hour and a iiulf. Captain Flinders mentions high- 
water taking place on shore at eight houis after the moon’s pa.ssage, (vide Flinders, 
vol. ii. p. B2.) The tide rose twelve feet, when the moon was thirteen days old. 
The north-west end of No. 1, ism lal. 21* 44’ 50”, Ibiig. 150* 10’ 40” ; the 
south-west end of No. 2, is in lat. 21* 40’ 50”, long. 150* 13’. 

7. In passing Shoal Point, in lat. 21* 0’ 5” long. 149- 7’ 40”, Captain 
/ (kick’d ship goi into shoal water, and atone time had as little as thiee fathoms 

( Hawkesworth, vol. iii, ]). 131 ;) and the merchant !-bip Tjudif Kz/iot in the year 
1815, met with a sand bank extending from the island off the point in a noith-east 
‘^llrection for ten miles, on one part of whicli she found only nine feet water. 

The Merniaid passed the point at the distance of three miles, and when the 
island bore S, 68* VV., distant two miles and a half, had four and three quarter 
fathoms, which was the least water tliat was found ; but, it being then high water, 
live or six feet, if net more, may be deducted, to reduce it to the proper low water 
llfounding. There was no appearance of shoalcr water near us, and it is probable 
^lat Captain Cook’s and the Lady EiLioi\ tiacks were farther off shore. This 
variation of the compass, ^’x miles east of Point Slade, was 7- IP east. 

8* Cape Hilsborough is a projection terminating in a bluff point in lat. 20: 53 
40”, and long, 149* 0’ 15” ; being high land, it may be seen seven or eight 
' leagues off,, The variation here is 6* 30^ E, 

, f :Vw, The Cumberland Isles extend between the parallels of 20* and 21* O’, and 
generally of elevated rooky islands they are all abundantly wooded, parti- 
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cularly with pines, which grow to a larger size thai) at the Percy Isles. We did 
not land ujion any of them ; tiiey appeared to be of bold approach, and not danger- 
ous to navigate amongst ; they are from six ’to eight hundred feet high ; some of tha 
peaks on tlie noithern islaml aie muCh higlier. 

k 1 (latitude ‘il* 5^ 40”, lonuitude 140* 54' 25’') is about tlmie quarters of a 
mile in diameter ; it is of peaked shape : at three quarters of a mile oft' its south- 
east end tliere h a dry rocky lump. 

k (latitude 21- O’, "longiiuiU; 140* 52’ 30”) is nearly a mile and a quarter in 
diameter, and has a consMciable reef stretching for more than a mile and a half off 
both its nortb-v^est and Mouth-ea.it ends ; oh the latter is a small rocky Islet. 

k 2 (in latitude 20* 5^|^longtituue 149* 44’ 55”) is of hummocky shape ; it 
has also a reef oif its soutff^st and noith-west ends, stretching oft* at least a mile. 
On the south-east reef is a dry rocky Islet. 

10. Three Hocks, in latitudo 20* oO'p, are small Islets of moderate height. All 
these isknds ate j^urrounded by deep watoi. The variation heie is about tS^ east. 

k 4, in laulutuu'^ 20- 53’ 10”, k 4i,m latitude 20* 5B’. and the two sandy Ulet 
to the westwaid of them, v\eie seen only at a <h^tancp. 

in latitude ‘2'> 51- 10*’ , II, in latitude 20” 54’ lO”, containing two islands ; 
i 3, in latitude 20* 44’ 15” ; and / I, in latitude 20* 46’ 30”, are also high, 
but we w'crc not nearer to tlieni than six or seven miles ; I 2, in latitude 20* 
45’ 40”, longitude. IIO* 33’ .55", is the i.ddnd on which Captain Flinders 
landed, and (Itseiibcs in vol. ii. p. 94 ; he says “ Tins little island is of triangu- 
lar shape, and eacli side of it is a mile long ; it is sui rounded by a coral rcef. The ' 
time of Ingh-vvuter took place one hour before the moon’s passage, as it had done 
among the liairler reeih . fioin ten to fifteen feet seemed to be the rise by the shore, 
and the flood came from the noithward.” The variation near 12 is b‘* 17’ E. 

m is a high, bluff island, the peaked summit of which, in latitude 20* 4ti* 3.5”, 
and longitude 149* 15’ 15”, is eight hundred and seventy four feet high ; there are 
several off its south-east (‘lul, and one oft its uortli-wcst end. 

11. Sir James ShmIIi gioup oonsLds of ten or twtdve distinct islands, and per- 
haps as many moic, for wo weie not within twelve miles of them. On the prin- 
cipal island is Lium* iVak, in latitude 20* 40’ 30”, and long, 149* 9’ 10”; it i« 
seven or eight hundred leet high. 

12. Shew I'eak, in latitude 20* 20’ longitude 149* 2’ 55”, is on a larger island 
than any to Ihe f-outluv.ird ; it is sixteen hundred fret high. The group consists of 
several islands; it is sepaialod from the next to the northward by a channel five 
miles wide. In the centre is Penticost Island, a romarkuble rock, rising abruptly 
out of the sea to the he:ght of eleven hundred and forty feet. Its latitude U 20* 
23’ 10”, and lonjiHude 140* 59’ 30”. 

The northern group of the (himherland Isl.inds are high, and appear to be better 
furnished with wood, and more fertile than the soulliern groups, particularly on 
their western sides. 

The principal peak, in latitude 29* 1.5’ 10”, and longitude 148* 6I>\ U fiftem 
hundred and eighty-four I'cct high, and is situated on the largest island, which is ten 
miles long, and from to nine broad: it has several bays on either side, and off 
its south-eastern end are four small islands ; beyond them is a range of rocky islest. 
The northernmost island of this ranse is the extremity of the Cumbreland islands, 
as well as the northeastern limit of Whitsunday Pa&sage ; it forms a high, bluff , 
point, in latitude 20* O’, and longitude 148* 50’ 30”, and is of bold apjiroach ; on 
the western side of the island are some low ish t*^. - ’ 

13. Hepulse Bay is a deep bight ; its shores are low, but the hills rise to" a 
great height. The extremity of the bay wa^^ not distimuly traced, but it is proba- 
ble, upon exaraining it, that a fresh water rivulet might be found ; and Ulsina cbni* 
Hiuhication with Edg^cumbe Bay, 

Th6 llepiilse Isles are of small size; they lue surrounded by rocks, vvhlch 4b 
not extend more than a quarter of a mile from them. The summit of the largest 
island is in latitude 20* 37* 5”, and longitude 148* 50’ 30”, variation 0* 15’ east, 

Bafween Capes Conway and Ililsborough the flood tide comes from the ncrtli* 
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eastward, but is very irregular in the direction of the stream. At an anchorage off 
the island near the latter Cape, the tide rose twelve feet, but close to the llepulse 
Isles, the nse was eighteen teet. Atih© former place, tlie moon being full, high- 
water took place at about three-quarteia past ten o’clock ; by an observation the next 
day, at tne latter, it was a quarter of an hour later : the maximum rate was about 
oiic and a half knot. 

14. Whitsunday Passage, formed by the northern group of the Cumberland 
Islands, is from throe to six miles wide, and with the exception of a small patch of 
rocks witiiin a quarter of a mile trom Cape Conway, and a sand-hank (that is pro- 
bably dry, or nearly so, at low water) oil Jiouiul Head, la fiee Irom danger. I’ho 
sliorcs appear to be bold too, and the depth, in the fairJ|ay, vanes between twenty 
and thirty lathoms; the shoal olf Hound IJead strctcheRn a N. W . dirci^tion, 
but its extent was not asi ertaiiicd. 

In steering through the strait, particularly during the flood tide, this shoal should 
be avoided, by keepmg well over to the east shoie ; lor the tide thcie sets across the 
•trait; it is about a mile and a half from Hound Head, m which space the water is 
ten and fourteen lathoms deep. 

Between Hound Head (m latitude 20* 28” 30”,) and Cape Conway, is a bay 
wheie there appeared to be good anchorage out otlhe strength ot tiie tides ; and to 
the north ot itound Ileatl is another bay, the bottom of which is an isthmus 
of about a mile wule, separating it from an inlet to the west-ward ol C/ipo 
Conway. Ihis bay very probably aflbrds good am hoiage out of the strength of 
Uie tides. 

15 Cape Conway, in latitude 20* 32’, and longitude 148* 54’, is the western 
lima of the south vmti unco of W hvuuiiday Passage; it is a steep point sloping olf 
the eastward, liniiiediatcly on its noith side is a small shingly Otai h, a few yards 
behind winch there is a hollow, containing a iarge (luantitv of lre',h water. At a 
short quarter ul a riiilo Irom the point is aiocky shoal ol small si/e, between which 
and the snoie there is deep watei. 

16. l^ine Head, m lutUude 20* 23’, and longitude 148* 51’ 40”, is the south- 
east cxtiemity of a small island that is separated from the main by a pa«.sage of 
about a indo wide, but we did not ascertiun 'V nether il is navigable. The head is a 
high blull poini, clothed with pme ticcs; near it the tide luns in stiong eddies, and 
tor that reason it ought not to be approached nearer than half a mile ; il appeared 
to be bold to. There is a sandy bay on its south-w<»st side, affording a good land- 
wig place; the Bland is clothed with gross, and thickly wooded. VVe found no 
water. 1 he variation was 5* 35’ E, 

17. Poit AioUe, so named by 1/ieutenant JefTreys, appeared to trend in for four 
or live miles; and probably to afford a convenient poit, as it is well sheltered 
from the wimi, and is protected from the north-east by a group of small islands, 
thickly wooded, llcnco the land trends to the north-west, towaids Cape t/loucester. 
The shore was very indistinctly s<^en, but seemed to be very much indented, and to 

' p^sess several bays, if not rivcis ; toi the land at the back is very high, and must 
|;ive rise to scveial mountain, if not navigable streams. 

18. Mount Dryander, whose summit, in latitude 20* 14’ 10”, and longitude 
148* 30’ 55”, forms a small peak, and is visible from Hepiilse Hay, as well as from 
the northern extremity of the Cumberland Islands : it Is four thousand five hundred 
and sixty-six feet high ; and the hills around it are at least from seven hundred to 
^ thousand feet in height. 

The greater part ot the water that collects from these bills is probably emptied 
' into Kcpulse and Edgecumbe Bays, or it may be distributed in lagoons upon the 
V land that separates them. 

' At the back of Point Slade there is high mountainous range, extending without 
''4®:.!ipttrruption to the westward of Mount Upstart. In latitude 21* ly, and longitude 
;V ‘i48* 3o^’, is a high rounded summit* which is visible at the distance of twenty* 
Between this range, which w at the distance of from five to sevpn leagues 
iiSm the sea and the coast, are several ridges gradually lowering in altitude they 
approaej^'the shore. In the neigbourhood of Repulse Bay, this mountainous range 
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ret:e«ic.s, and has a con.-'ideralde tract of low land at its base, which is possibly a 
• icli country, from the hciiriit of the hills, it must be well watered. 

19. Oapo Gloucc^tc^. 1 he point of land tl ml Captain Cook took origfmally for 
the (mpe, is an island of about five miles long and two broad, separated from the 
true Cape friouccster by a strait of a mile and a half wide. The island is called 
Gloucester Island, its sumtmi at the north end is in lat. 19-57’ ‘^4’", long. 14B* 
‘.id’ 3B”, it IS I ighloeii bundled and seventydbui feet high, audits summit is a ridge of 
peaks', its sliou -i are rocky and steep , and although the sides of the hills are wooded, 
yet it hay a sombre and heavy appea-ance, and at least does not look fertile. Tlie 
( ’ape in latjtuile 20* 1’ 50”, ami longitude 148- 25’ 15”, is the extremity of the 
mountainous lange that cNlends otl Mount Dryander. The variation observed off 
the Lsla.id was 7' ll’E. #■ 

20. Ldgeeumbe Hay I'* a deep indentation of the laud, the shores of which ate 
very low, Itis extent wus not dhcertaiuoil, but by the bearings of some land Jt the 
botioin, it Ls .seventeen inilo^ deep ; and its greatest breadth at the mouth, is about 
fouiteen miles. Jt afibrds excelloul bhelter , and lK‘lw'e»ui Middle Island (a small 
rocky Islet of a nule and a half in e.vtent) and Gloucester Island, there is good an- 
chorage m seven fathoiiiN muddy bottom, wuth piotoit’.ou from ail winds. Wo did 
not examine tlie bay tailhcr than pa-t^nn/ round ^iiddle Island m six, seven, and 
eiglit Idtlionis iiuid. Tin* westeni side is fmmed by low islands that api[Hareii to be 
swampy 5 but our distdiic<‘ wa-' too great to torui the most distant opinion of them ‘ 
it tlio mam is not swampy, it nm''t bo a rich and mt<*n‘Sti(ig country. 

21. Uolborne Island is a loeky island, visible about seven or eight leagues 
■and has iliice small Islesls neai it. it i- vu latitude 19- 41’ 5”. and longiiudu 
148-1 7’ 5ir. 

Cape Cpstart is the e^treml^y of Mount Cp'^tait, wliudi w so high as to be \isiMe 
for luoie than twenty leagues in cleat weather j it iises abruptly from a low projec- 
tion, and fojms a long ridge of mountainous land ; the north-east eml of the sum- 
mit H in latitude 19- 41’ 50”, and longitude 147- 44’ 30”. This point separau»s 
two deep bays, both of which weic ol very inviting apj>eaiance on account of the 
high and broken cliaiactei ot the giiUies on eitjier side of Mount Abliott, and it was 
almost e\ident that they both Icnmnale lu a aver. 'I’hc lulls of iNloiini I'j^alart 
aic of a primitive form, and w«*re judged to l>e composoiJ of granite. The vanatiou 
observed off the point was 0* 10” I'.. 

22. Oape Hovvlmg-Cirei.n is vciy low, and projects for a cousideable disUnce 
iuhithcsea; its nortn-ea-'t cvlreuuty is in latitude 9' 19’ 10”, and longitude 147- 
23’ Pi , the mountainous riiiiuc are at thnty miles in the it*ar, and, wore it not 
tor jMounis Upstrat and r.Umi, both ol wiavdi are very visible, and serv-e as excellent 
guides . this part ol th<; coast would be very dangerous to appioach, particularly 
in the night, when these marks cannot he seen, when gi(*at attention must be paid to 
the lead, A ship parsing this projectien should not come into shoaler wahT tlian 
ideven latlumis ; and, 111 diieeting a couise" from u'oreast of Mount Upstart, should, 
be steered Milficiently to the noithwanl to proude against the cuiient which sets intcT 
tin bay on the we^erii side of the Mount, On approaching the C'ape, if the sound- 
uigs indicate a le.^s ileptli than tdevtui huhoms, the vessel should be icauled more off, 
because she is then eitiiei piiiallei vvilli, or to the soutln\ard of, tin Cape. 

‘23, Cape Cleveland, (latitude 19* 10' 10”, ai^d longitude 14(r 57' 56”,) like 
Mount Upstart, arises abruptly fiom apiojeetion ot l<\v\^ laud, separating (’levelund 
liay from a, deep sinuosity that tixteiids under the base of Mount Elliot, a high 
ran,(e with u rounded hill and a peak, the latter being at the soutli extremity of its 
sunvimt. AXount Elhot may probably be seen at the distance of twenty-five 
leagues, if not laithei ; between it and the hills of Cape Cleveland the laud is low, 
and is piobably much iiiteisected by water. 

A reef extends irom the extremity ot tlape Cleveland for four miles to the oa^t- ' 
ward, but not at all to tlm noithwards, so that with the point bearing to thb 
ward ol W. I S., a ship is safe. There is a breaker near tlic extremity of the rcef^ 
at about three miles from the point ; to avoid which, keep the south end of MagoeU-» - 
cal Island well open of the north extremity of the Cape,

24. Cleveland Eay aflords good anchorage in all parta in four, jive, and m 
fathoms, a coiisulerable flat extends for a mile from the shore on the western side of 
the (’ape, and is left dry at half ebb, it fronts a sandy beach that commences at a 
mile and a half to the south of the Cape, and extends to the southward for nearly 
two miles over this beach, two or three streams of fresh water communicate 
with tlie sea, they take their lise from the hills, and probably are seldom dry. 

The most convenient watering-place is near the centie of the beach, a little to 
the northward of the highest hilU. Wood for fuel is plentiful, and grows close to 
tlie beach, and may be embarked with facility, the best place Is at tlie north end of 
the sandy beach, since tlie beat can be brought neaitr to the shore to protect the 
wooding "party. 

‘25. Jlidifax Ray extends from Cape Cleveland to Point Hillock, it has several 
islands in it, and is fronted by the Palm Islands, tlie sunimit of whicli is in lat. 18* 
34’ 5” long. 146*35’ lo” : this group consists ofninetccn islands, one only of winch is 
of lajge size, being eight miles long and three wide, it probably aflTords all the con- 
veniences of a sheltered ancliorage, mid a good supply of wood and water. 

In latitude 18* 49’, nine miles fiom the shoio and six miles within the island. 
No. 2 lb a coral reef, lliat shews at low water, it appealed to be about two milts 
long, lietw'een it and No. 2 is a wide channel w.th 9 tathoms. The Lady I'Alwt, 
merchant sliip, in 1815, struck upon a reef in 18* 45’, about 4 mdcb from tiie siioro; 
we anchored late in the evening, within 4 milcb of its position, but, at daylight, 
when we got under weigh, it might have been covered by the tide, for it wa< not 
visible. 

In 18* 32’ and 146* 41’, is a teef, on which the Sun Avlonio, merchant biig, 
struck j its position was not I’ovrcclly ascei lamed, as tlie accident happiuied m the 
night. ' 

26. Point Hillock is in hit. 18* 25’ and long. 146* *20', it is a low point piojectiug 
to the eastward, under Mount f (incliinbrook. 

27. Cape Sandwich is the north-east extremity of (In* sandy land tliat stielrhes 
to the northward from the base ol Mount Hinclunbrook, w hnli is so high as to be 
visible for 18 leagues, the mount is topjied w*ith a ciapy summit, 7 imlca in length 
ti'oui noith to south. 

There is a reef that extends for nearly <1 mile and a l.alf olf the (bipe, having a 
rocky islet at its extremity. I'lie Cape is in lat. 18* 13’ 20” and long. 146* 16’ 40’’. 
The peak at tlie north end of Mount UiudimL’ook is in lat. 18* 21’ 30” and long. 
146* 15’. 

28. llrooke/s Islands lie 4 miles north from (’.i)>e Sandw ich ; they consist ofliiree 
rocky islets, besides some ot smaller size, tlie wlmlc aic surioundcd by a coral reef. 

From Cape Sandw'ich ll>e land extem^s, low and sandy , in a nortli-west direction 
for five miles to a point, which is teniunaied by a hill. Rotween this and (ioold 
Island there appears to be a navigable strait leading into Rockingham Ray. 

2.9. Goold Ishiud, the summit of whicii, formed by a conical hill covered with 
wOod, in lat. 18* 9’ 35” and long. 146* 9\ is about tw(i miles long ; the south-west 
point ol the island i.s a long strip of low land, with a sandy beach, at the eastern end 
of wbirh there is a run of vvatci, and fuel may be cut close to the shore. High water 
takes place at full and change at three quarters past ten. 

30, Rockingham Ray appears to be a spacious huiliour. At the bottom there 
was an appearance of an opening that may probably communicate with an inlot on 
the south side of Point Hillock, and insulate the land of Mount Hmehinbrook. 
There is good anchorage in the bay in 4 'and 5 fathoms mud, near Goold, Island. 

llie natives are v^cry friendly here, and will come off and visit the ship. ‘ ^ *

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33. Barmrd Group forms a ^oiip of small rocky islands extending in .a strag- 

hng direction for 0 miles to the soutli of Double Point. Three miles to the south of 
the southernmost Uland, but ucarey to the shore is a reef of rocks, which dry at low 
water. . 

34. From Double Point, (lat. of its summit 17* 39’ 50”,) to Cape Grafton, the 
roast is formed by a succession of snndy bays and projecting rocky points. In lat. 
17* 31’, in the centre of a^J^'tody bay, is a small opening like a rivulet, and, on the 
south side <if Point Cnoperls anothor, but neither appeared to be navigable for boats. 

Abreast of Frankland’s Islands, and near the south end of a sandy bay of 6 miles 
in extent, there is another opening Uke a river, that from the appearance of the land, 
behind, which is low and of a vi rdnnt character, may be of consulerable size. The 
high mountains, to the southward, ilcllenden Ker’s Range must give rise to a i‘on- 
siderable stream; audit appears very probable that this may be one of the outlets, 
but the ino''t considerable is, pm haps, that which falls into Trinity Bay, round Cape 
Grafton. 

35. FianUamrs Island consists of several low islets, one of which is detaclied, 
and ofhighci (diararter than tlie others, which arev u vlmv, and connected by :i 
reef. Idle largest i^-land may be seen 5 or 6 leagues oft, it is in lat, 17* 7’ 45” 

The laud between this and (^ape Grafton is high, and towaivU the north has 
several remarkable peaks. 'Idh- land of (’ape Grafton may be readily known, when 
seen from the southward, by appearing like three lofty islands, the outermost is 
Fitzroy Island, but the olliers arc hills upon, the main. The easternmost of latter 
Cape Grafton, is conspicuous for having too small peaks, like notches, on the west 
extremity of its summit ; it is joined to the wesb^nimost by low land, which also 
separates the latter from the other hills behind it, and as this low' land is not seen at 
a distance, the hills assume the appearance ot islands. 

There is good anchoragii in the stiait between ('lapQ Grafton and Fitzroy Island, 
hut. with a northerly wind, the better anchorage would be on the south side of the 
('ape. d'lie former is exposed to all winds between N. W. and N. E., in the fortoer 
case the anchor may be dropped in 9 fathoms, ,it a (|Liartei* to half a mile from the 
beach of t{n‘ island. 'I'lie north extremity of (^.ape Grafton is in lat. 1(>* 51' 20" 
Ion; 145* 53' 5”, the S. K, extreme is in lat. 16* 54’ 20”, long. 145* 55’ 15”* 

36. I'itzioy Idand furnishes both wood and watei • it has a jicakcd summit. It 
affords anchoiage in the bay on its western side, off a coral beach, the S. W. end 
of which is in lat. lb* 55’ 21’' and long. 145* 56' 21”. Nine miles to the eastward 
of Fitzroy Island is a small bare sandy idaiid, vmd at about 7 miles N. K. by K. 
from it, there was an appearatice of extensive shoals. Vaiiation 5* 10' E, 

On the west side ol Cape Grafton is a bay, in the centic of which is an islariil. 
1’he bottom is very shoal, but good anchorage may be had with the Cape bearing S. 
E. Betw'een Cape Grafton and Snapper Island, the centre of w'hich Is in lat. 
16’ 17’ 35” and long. 145* 27’ 40”, is Triia|y Bay ; the shores of which were not 
very distinctly seen. At the south side ana about seven inlfes within the Cape, 
there is an opening that appeared th be extensive, and the mouth of a considerable 
stream, trending in between high ranges of land, in a direction towards Bellenden 
Ker’s Range. 

In lilt. 16. 23 and long. 145* 34’ are the Low Isles, a group consistingof three 
(’oral Islands, which being very low, are dangerous to pass in the bight. 

The offiingis said to be strewed with extensive reefs ; we saw none beyond Green 
Island, 'J' hose that are laid down on the chart are froni Lleulenant .Teffreys’s ac- 
count.* . 

37. Snapper Isl^d lies off the point which forms^lbo northern limit of Trinity 

Bay , it is small, and does not supply any water, t ' a 

The land behind Cape Tribulation may be seen at a greater distance tann twenty 
leagues,, It, is here that the outer of the barrier reefs a])pToach the coast, and theji*

Ten miles farther to the northw'ard is niornfieldV Rivulet, in Weary Bay. ft is 
blocked up by a rocky bar, huvinpf only 4 feet water ov<>r it, the anehoraj^e off it is 
too much exposed to be safe. The river runs up for four or five miles, having sound* 
ings within it from three to four fathoms; its entrance is in 15* 65’ 50”. 

Tlie coast then extends to the north to Endeavour Biver, and forms a few in- 
considerable sinuosities, it is backed by high land, particularly abreast of the llopt» 
islands. These islands open in each other in a IVJ. 39* E. direcbon, and appear to 
be connected by a shoal : it is, however, very likely that a narrow passage may 
exist lietween them, but certainly not safe to sail tlirough until'explored. 

Here the number of the coral reefs begin to inrrea«e, and great attention must 
beiHkid in navigating amongst tliem, but with a careful look-oiit from the mast head, 
whence tlieir extent is plainly visible, and a quick leadsman in the chaitis, no dan- 
ger need be apprehended. 

Between reef a and a shoal off the south-west Hope Isbrid, there is a pavSsage two 
miles wide, with twelve fathoms ; a is about half a mile in diameter, with a few 
rocks above water ; its centre is in 15* 43’ 20”, two miles from the shore, and three 
miles N. W. by W- ^ W. b}'' compass, from the soutli-west Hope. 

B is about a mile and a quarter long, and has a dry rock as it^ north end, the lat. 
of which is 15* 39’ 20” : it is divided from Endeavour Reef, by a channel of nearly 
a mile ivide, and 15 fathoms deep. Abreast of the south end of b, on the western 
edge of Endeavour Reef, there is a dry rock, in lat. 15* 39’ 55”. 

38. Endeavour Heef is nine miles long- it lies in a N. W. direction, the north 
end in 15* 39’ S. bears N. ^ W. by compacs from the north east Hone, 

G hi covered, and not quiet half u mile in length . its lat. is 15' 32’ : it lies four 
miles from the shore. 

1) is rather larger, and has some dry rocks on it& north end, in lat, 15* 29’ 30”. 
Between c and d and the shore, the passage is from 3 to 4 miles wide, and in mid- 
channel the depth is 7 and 8 fathoms. 

On the south side of Point Monkhouse there is a bay, having a smalLopcnme at 
the bottom, but not deep enough for ships; it was this bay that Captain Cook first 
examined in search of a place to icpaif his ship. 

^ On steering along the shore between Point Monkhousc and the entram'e of En- 
deavour Rivor, the bottom is of s^nd and of irregular depth. A spit of sand was 
parsed over with only 2^ fathoms on it, when the summit of Mount Cook bore wS, 66* 
W, (mag.) and the outer extreme of Point JMonkhouse S, 18* W. (magnetic) one 
miie off-shore, the shoal soundings r(}|)ijtiuucd with 2^ fathoms, until it bore S. 59* 
W* (miignotic) the depth was 3 and 3^ fathoms. • 

39. Endeavour «iver. The entrance of tflis nver, in lat. 15* 27’ 4” and long. 
146^ 10’ 49”.* forms a very good port for small vessels, and in case of distress, might 
be useful for laige Ships, as it proved to our celchraterl nn vigutor Captain Cook, whp, 
it its well known, repaired his ship there after having laid 23 hours upon a coral reef. 

The bntrancois formed on the south side by a steep hill imvcred with tiees gtow- 
iftg to the edge of its rocky shore.

— Th«.‘ Mantir Attendant mav grant to any member of the Filot Service, 
upon apjilicnl'.on and sudicicnt fMUse shewn, leave to absent himself from hi" duties 
for a peiiod h'"" than one month witlioiit <(Uitfing the Pre> dency , and lor such 
absence there .shall he no deduction from the pay and allowances of the party 
availing liinvsidf of the indulgence. 

2d.— - Any member of the Pilot Service v.ho shall consecutively absfnt hiin^; 'f 
from thcdutie-i of the scivicc for a peiiod excei'ding one month cveept upon leave 
granted under medical certificate as provided below, shall suffer a deduc’tion from 
Ins allowance" cf one-thud. 

3d.— Any Branch Pilot, Ara"ter Pilot, Maie or \ olu nicer desiring leave of 
absence on account of pnvate alLurs for more than one month, or dc-iiitig to <(iMt 
the l*residcncy otherwise than in the way of duty, shall submit appUcatioii for the 
same thiough the Alasler Attendant to the Alyifpo Board, and "hall make known to 
the Secretary to the Bnaid tin* occasion uliich induces him to ap])ly for leave.

5th. — Pilots unable to ilischarge the duties of their profession on account of ill 
health, shall be bound to fuinish a medical certificate to the elfeet, under pam of 
being consideied absent without leave. 

6'th. — Members of the Pilot Service whose state of health may reijuire a 
voyage to Sea, or who mav on that account dedre to leave the Presidency, 
.sliall submit ajiplic.itioii for the .same through the Master Attendant to the Marine 
Board, forwarding wdth the application accitilicate from the Marine Surgeon or 
Assistant Surgeon. 1'he TMarinc Board may grant leave for any period not exceed- 
ing three months, and the parly availing himself of it w’ill be enabled to draw on 
return bis entire pay and allovvanccs without deduction. If the leave solicited 
exceed the period of three months, the medical certificate will require to be coun- 
tersigned by a member of the Medical Board, and the sanction of Government will 
he required to enable the Pilot to proceed to the Cape or elsewhere under the fol- 
lowing rule,

2d, — Pilots are entitled to pensions at the above rates on medical certificate by 
the Invaliding Committee composed of the Marine and Assistant Surgeons, and the 
Secretary to the Medical Board. 

3d. — To entitle Widows!* and Orphans to the above pensions, Pilots are to for- 
ward to the Marine Board, through the Master Attendant, certificates of their 
marriage, of the birth of their children, and of their baptisin within one month after 
the occurrence thereof. Notices of death are in like manner to be forwarded to the 
Board through the Master Attendant. 

4th. — No willow who may have been legally divorced or separated from her 
husband for* adultery, or who at the period of her husband’s demise may have quitted 
his protection, and be living in a state of notorious adultery, though not divorced or 
s^arated from him by law, or who subsequently to her husband’s decease, may be 
living^n a notorious state of inconvenience, nor any female orphan living in such 
state, shall be entitled to receive, or to continue to receive, any pension under these 
Rules. 

5th. — If a widow pensioner marries, her pension is to cease during her coverture, 
but in the event of her again becoming a widow, she shall be re-admitted to the 
pension to which she was entitled during her first widowhood, unless her second 
husband shall have been a member of the Pilot Service, and have been at 
his death of a higher grade than her first husband, in which case she shall be 
entitled to tlie pension cf the higher rank. 

6th. — All pensioners under these rules are to make personal appearance at the 
Marine Board Office on the 1st day of every alternate month, or to afford such 
other proof of their existence as the Marine Board may from time to time require. 

7th, — Widows and female orphams above the age of fifteen years, are required 
to forward to the Marine Board Office declarations half yearly, in May and 
November, that they are not married, and that they have not been married at any 
intervening period.

This is applicable to 
Stamped Papers sent from the Stamp Office.

NGTIFICATION. 

Numerous instances having occurred in which the indulgence gr.ant<Ml to the send- 
ers of Law Papers, Accounts and Vouchers, and Pamphlets and Printed papers at 
a rate of Postage equal to only one-third of Letter postage h.as been gros.-^ly almsed, 
the Honorable the Vico President in Council has directed that hencid’orth the fol- 
lowing Rules and Penalties shall be put in force in the place of tlic riih's now *‘XLst- 
ing under these lieads, and notice is accmdingly given that they will be strichy en- 
forced from the l.st Proximo. 

In order that all persons marking their papers with the words “ Law Papers/' 
“Accounts,” “Vouchers,” “Pamphlets,” 6cc., with the view of p;issing them 
through the Post Oflice at the rates of T*o6tage provided for such despatches, may he 
fully aware of the extent of their liabilities under these rules, notice is hereby given, 
that any letter, note, or writing whatever, except the Law Papers, Accounts, ami 
Vouchers, &c., themselves being enclosed in a rover so marked will bring the sender 
or receiver as the case maybe, under the influence of these rules and in like manner 
any manuscript whatever, or any other thing, which may be enclosed in a Packet 
marked “ Pamphlet,” “ Printed papers,” or in any packet delivered as such and at 
the Postage rates prescribed for such despatches whether marked or not will render 
the sender or receiver as the case may be liable to the Penalties. 

Rules, Law Papers, Accounts, and Vouchers superscribed and attested by the full 
signature of the party sending them as being such, are received for transmission by 
D^k at the rate of Three Sicca Weight as one, i. e., any weight not exceeding Three 
Sicca Weight at single letter postage. For any weight above three Sicca Weight 
one-third of the postage to be charged that would he leviable on a letter of the same 
weight. 

Law Paper, Accounts and Vouchers can only bo transmitted by Diik when not 
exceeding Twenty -one Sicca Weight. 

Should covers, said to contain the above mentioned description of Documents be 
found to contain letters, they will be charged with ton times full letter postage 
jl^eably to the weight of the Packet, and the Packet will be retained by the Deputy 
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Post jVl ist^r until the Pobta^e be paid, moreover, all letters a^ying at the Post 
Office for tiu studcr wUl be liable to be detained until the postage under the Penalty 
be liquidated.

— Tliat the foiegoing Rules wdien finally agreed to, he printed for general 
use and guidance, an authenticated copy being subscribed to by each Member on 
admission, to be kept with the records of the Chamber; and anolhei to be forward- 
ed to the Seex'etary to Government, and to such other authorities abroad as it may 
appear desirable to make acquainted with the institution of the Chambei. 

COMIVIITTEK OF ARBITRATION. 

Ist.— i^SPhat on cases submitted by parties to its decision, the Committee of Arbi- 
tration shall, in the award, charge such fees as it shall judge to be proper — Members 
of the Chamber paying only half fees. 

2nd. — That, where an appeal is made from the decision of the Committee of Ar- 
bitration to' the General Committee, the fee which the latter shall think it right to 
charge on such appeal, shall be borne by the appellant, in all cases where the award 
of the Committee of arbitration is not reversed. 

Srd. — That, on other references to the Chamber, a fee of 6 Rupees shall be 
charged. 

4th. Where parties resorting to the Chamber for the settlement of questions 
in dispute, ate not satisfied with the provisions of Rule 17, they are free' to oomi- 
, nite any member of the Chamber without limitation of number, either by acoa- 
ctirrent nomination, or by each party’s making an equal selection, and, where the 
whojje number so named is even, the^ have the power, at any time, of choking 
one from the members of the Chamber, or, if they cannot agree upon that 
and such addition is requisite to prevent the indecision of a balanced ’ divi- 
sion, the General Committee appoints nim, to be associated with them in eiFecting 
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an awartl. The members thus appointed to officiate, elect their own Cbalnnan, 
who has tlic casting voice in the event of a numerical 'eiiuality of votes* A ma- 
jority determines the subniission. 


CALCUTTA TRADE ASSOCIATION. 


REGULATIONS. 

T . That tins Association be denominated “ The C a lcutt a T r a ok Associ atioi* 

II. That it do consist of an unlimitted number of Mercliants, 'J'radesmfcn, 
Artists and others, w I lo may be disposed to aid in the accomplishment of the ob- 
jects of this Association. 

ih. That the objects of this Association be ; 

1. To encourage the general adoption of the system of ready money pay- 
ments w^ich prevails in all other parts of the world, and which enables Tradesmen 
to sell a^^ower rates than those of Calcutta can afford to do, fiom the prevalence 
of the Tuintrtis system of indisenminate credit, which has obtained for many years, 
to the ser'oiH injury of the Tradesman and the manifest disadvantage of the Public. 

2. To define the terms of credit, vvhen credit is allowed, and to prescribe 
measures calculaled to ensure payment and guard against future loss when the 
terms of credit aie Violated- 

3. 'I’o encouraoo a fiiendly communication amongst persons engaged in busi- 
ness in CulcnUa, especially on subjects involving their common interesta; an 
object which app(?ai^s to have bean, hitherto, ncglecte 1. 

IV. The olficcjvs of the Trade Association are the Mnstcr, Past Masters, 
Senior AV«uden, Junior Warden, Treasurer, Secretary, Auditors, Counstd and 
Solicitor. 

V. 'fhe Master to be elected from the Past JMa.sters and those Members who 

have served, or may he serving, the offices of Warden. All other oriiee bearers 
to be electe<I fjoin the Members generally, : 

VI. The eleaion of Master, Wardens and Treasurer to take pittce by ballot 
annually at a Special Meeting to be convened for the puipo'^e on the second Sa- 
turday in Dccfinher. All other officers, when once elected or appointed to hold 
their offices, until removed by death, resignation or vote of the Association. 

VII. No Member shall continue in the office of Master or Warden for more 
than two years in succession, but he may be again elected aftoi he has been out of 
office one year. 

VIII. The Committee of Management, to consist of twelve Members in addi- 
tion to the office bearers, five to be consideied a quorum, 

IX. Four Members of the Committee shall go out annually by rotation, aiid 
the Master sluiU nominate four, wffiich with any candidate proposed by a member 
shall be balloted for in their stead. 

X. Any Mcmb(‘r of the Committee being obligc'd to leave Calcutta from sick- 
ness or otherwise, on intimating the same to tlie INlaster in writing, the Master 
shall, if required, nominate another Member from the body of the Association to 
take his ]>laee during his absence. 

XI. The Committee of Management shall meet every Saturday morning for 
the despatch of business, their decisions being subject to the appioval of the 
members at the succeeding quarterly meeting, 

XIL^ The General Quarterly Meetings of the Association to take place the 
eecohd' Saturday in January, April, July, and October. 

Xlll. The Master shall preside at all meetings, or in his absence the , im- 
mediate, Post Ma'iter, In the absence of the immediate Past Master, the oldest 
Fast Master present shall take the c^air. / 

, ;XI V. The Master, or in his absence the Senior Warden, has the right and 
afifthority of assembling a Special General Meeting ; the cause of such meeting 
to he declared in the summons and no other business to be entered upon,! ^

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XV. Special Genei^l Meetings my also he called on a requisition to that 
effect, signed by hve Members and specifying the object of the proposed 
meeting. 

XVI. In any case where the votes are equals the second or casting vote 
of the Chair to decide. 

XVII. The Master, Past Masters and "Wardens in office are the representa- 
tives of the Association, and being supposed to speak the sentiments of the 
Members, or a majority of them, are bound to act upon such resolutions as may be 
passed in Committee or at General Meetings duly assembled. 

XVJll. Applicants for admission as members of the Association to be pro- 
posed and seconded at one Committee Meeting and ballutled for at the next, 
two black, balls to exclude. 

XIX. Notice of the ballot to be particularly circulated to the Committee. 

XX. The Member who proposes a candidate for admission shall be responsible 
for his entrance fee. 

XXI. Each newly-elected member shall pay an entrance fee of fifty (60) 
rupees, towards the Permanent Fund of the Association and he shall be furnished 
with a copy of the General Regulations and Bye Laws of the Trade Association, 
gratis. 

XXII. Each meml^r shall pay a .subscription of six rupees monthly in ad- 
vance to the Current Fund of the Association. 

XXIII. Any Member allowing his bills to remain unpaid beyond three months, 
shall be liable to have his name erased from the list of Members of the Association. 

XXIV. Any Member who shall have been struck off for non-payment of 
Subscription shall not be again eligible for election except as a new Member, and 
that not untd he pay up the said arrears — when he may make application as a now 
Member in fonn and manner above prescribed. 

XXV. Any Member desirous of withdrawing from the Association, can have 
his wish complied with from the end of the current month upon sending written 
notice to that <;ffect to the Secretary. 

XXVI. Any Member intending to leave Calcutta fora considerable length of 
time, but to return within two years, shall not be subject to Monthly Subscription 
duiing his absence, and may, if lie wishes, be re-admitted to the Association with- 
out paying the usual donation, provided that, previous to going away, he has duly 
intimated his intention to the ^cretary writing. 

XXVIT. In case of the death, sickness, or absence from Calcutta of the sub- 
scribing partner of any Firm, another Member of that Firm, or other person em- 
]^oyed by it shall be allowed, on continuing lo pay the monthly subscription, to 
take his place in the Association, provided he duly intimates liis intention of so 
doii^ in writing to the Secretary. 

Xj^Vlll. All bills or drafts for disbursements shall be signed by the Master 
before they arc paid. 

XXIX. The permanent fund of the Association shall be lodged in the Union 
Bank in the name of the Master and Treasurer for the time being. 

XXX. Tile accounts of the Association, with an abstract therefrom, shall be 
laid upon the table at each Quarterly General Meeting. 

XXXI. A weekly list of Arrivals and Departures in and from Calcutta shall 
be furnished to each Member of the Assoeiation. 

XXX II. Applications for the use of the rooms for meetings or other puMses 
unconnected tvith the Association, shall be made to the Master through the 
Secretary. 

XXX III; It shall be proper for any Member of the Association to apply 
.jMSrsonully, to the Secretary or to the Committee, for any information obtainable 
on subjects embraced by the declared objecis of the Association ; and the Com** 
ntittee, and especially the Secretary, are enjoined, as far as practicable, to impart 
desired inmrmation .

Plun for the Civil Fund, agreed to at a Meeting of the Civil Servartts of the Ho- 
norable the Fast India Company, on the Establishment of Bengal, held at the 
College of Fort William, on the l«t Orto6cr, 1804. 

Art. 1. — The Civil Fund, instituted on the 1st ofOclolier, 1804, shall be consi^ 
dered to have effect from the 1st day of January, 1804; and the immediate ob- 
jects of this Fund shall be, to provide for the maintenance of the Widows and 
Children of such of the Subscribers to it as may not, at iheir tlcmise. leave property 
sufiicient for the subsistence and education of their families. Also to assist in 
maintaining any of the Subscribers themselves, who may be compelled by sickness 
or infirmity to return to Europe for- the recovery ol their health, without an ade- 
quate provision for their support. 

Art. II. — The Honorable Court of Directors, in their Letter to the Government of 
Fort St. George under date the 16th June. 1802, relative to the Civil Fund esta- 
blished at that Presidency, having been pleased to declare, that the case of such of 
their Servants as may become disqualified, either by menial or bodily infirmities, 
for active Services, and who may be desirous of retiring to thoir native Country, 
will always be considered by the Ifonorablo Court with humane attention to their 
situation and circumstances ; it cannot be doubted that such of tlie Civil Servant* 
of this Establishment as may, after a lengthened residence m India, he compelled 
by infirmity to relinquish tlieir prospects in the Company’s Service, and to retire to 
their native Countiy, without a provision for themselves and Families will experi- 
ence the just and liberal consideration of the Honorable Court. The ¥ und now es- 
tablished, therefore, shall not, at present, be considered to include such cases j to 
which moreover it couhl not be extended in the first instance. 

Art* III. — Jt shall further be respectfully subraitted to the Honorable Court of 
Directors, through His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor (jeneral in 
(Council, that the purposes of this Institution would be essentially promoted, by the 
Honorable Court’s permission to such of their Civil Servants, as may be under the 
necessity of returning temporarily to Europe for the re-establishment of impaired 
health or con>stitution, to proce^ thither on leave of absence, for a period itot ex- 
ceeding three years, unless prolonged by renewed permission from the HonorabAft 
Court, with the allowance now granted to Servants in India who arc out of em- 
ploy, viz., to a Senior Merchant, Rupees 3*25 9 2 per mensem, or nearly 4000 
Sicca Ru^es per annum; to a Junior Merchant, Rupees 244 2 8 per mensem, or 
nearly 3000 Sicca Rupees Mr annum ; to a Factor or Writter, Ru^es 162 12 7 
per men^m, or nearly 2000 Rupees per annum. It is confidently hoped, from the 
known justice and liberality of the Honorable Court of Directors, as well as from 
the furleugb allowed to their Military Servants, tliat they will be pleased to extend 
this indigence to their Civil Servants ; who are often r^uced in tlie necessity of 
a temporary return to Europe by ill health, originating in, or inciea'sedby, a lea** 
lous discharge of their official duties, in an ungenisd climate ; and in such cases 
are deprived of the income arising from their actual situations, as well as of the 
ben^t they might have expected from regular promotion in the Service. 

. Att.iy ^ — m the event of the Honorabla Court of Directors being pleased to 
exonerate the Civil Fund from, the charge of providing for their Servants, in thio 
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cases of infirmity, sickness, and misfoituno, stated in the two preceding Articles, 
it isexpecteii thut the contributions of the subscribers to the l^'und will be sufficient 
to provide for the remaining objects of it, without a solicitation of pecuniary aid 
from the Company. But should any unforieen circumstances prevent the ac- 
t^uiescence of tiie llonorable Court in what has been above submitted to their con* 
sidoration, it shall be solicited of them, through His Kxcellency tlic iMost Noble the 
Goveinoi General in Council, to extend to this Fund the support \vh»ch they have 
been pleased to afford to the Madras Civil Fund, by such annual donation on the 
part of the Company, as may appear to them proper, on Coiisideiutiou of the Num- 
ber of the Servants of this Establishment, and tiic objects to be provided for by tUa 
present Institution. 

An. V. — The Honorable Court of Directors, and His Exccllcircy the Most No- 
ble the Governor General in Council shall also be solicited to accept the patronage 
ot tins Institution ; to encourage it by their protection ; and to allow any requisite 
aid from the Otficeis of Government in receiving the contributions foi it, or other- 
wise in facilitating the means of carrying it into effect. 

Art. VI. — The Fund shall be raised, in the first instance, by the contributions of 
such of the Company’s covenanted Civil Servants on the BLiigal Establishment, as 
may voluntaiily become subscribeis to it ; and it sliall, at all tune*, be at the oi»ta)n 
of the Civil Servants already appointed, or who maybe hereaftei appointed, to this 
Establishment, either to subscribe theieto, or ortlimwise. 

Art. Vir.-^l'he contiibutions for the Fund sliall be p.oiiortioned to the monthly 
Salary, or other public dllowjnce of whatever desciipiion, receiViible by the subscri- 
bers respectively ; and aie now fixed from the tiist day of January, 1801, at the fol- 
lowing rates ; viz. 

If the salary, or other public allowance of the Subsonbers,

Art, VI IT. — If a question shall arise in any case, respecting what is to bej consider- 
ed a public allowance on whicli the coninbulion ischargcai h; • or if any (tu.slion 
whatever sliall occur respecting the comribution dcmandabl - from a Subhcriber ; 
it shall at his dcsi.e, be submitted tea general Meeting of iho Subscribers, and the 
detciminatien of such Meeting, regularly passed, shtEll be final. 

Art. IX. — The rate of contribution payable by each Subsciibcr shall, with the 
permission of ( overnmert, be deducted fiom his monthly allowances by the Sub- 
Trea^rcr, Collet tor or other Officer paying the same ; and be transferred or remitted 
to the T easurer of the Fund, in h manner ys may be found movst convenienf, 
and least expensive to the Fund. I'l-e Committee of Managers to be appointed as 
hereafter provided, shall take the ucce-^sary measures for the execution of this Article, 
aft«r obtaining the sanction of His Excellency the Most ]S oble the Governor General 
in Council thereto ; and may in particular Cases, admit a deviation from it, if a dif- 
ferent mode of payment shall be dej^ired by any subscriber, and be equally advan- 
tageous to the Fund. 

Art. X.-— The Sub-Treasurer of Government shall, with the permission of His 
Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General in Council, be requested to act 
as Treasurer to the Fund ; and all money, and securities tor money, oelon^ng to 
the Fund, in India, shall be kept in the Fubbe Treasury, subject to the Direction 
and Coutroul of the Trustees and Managers of the Fund. 

Art. XI. — The unappropriated receipts of the Fund, exceeding the sum of 2,(J>00 
Seca Rupees, (to be reserved for current expences,) shall be vested in the Secui^i- 
of Government, made payable to the Trustees of the Civil Fund oh account of 
and the signatures of three of the trustees of the Fund shall be requisite 
^ transfer of such Securities* or te grant discharges for the principal amount 
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thereof but the Treasurer of the Tund shall be competent to pass r^lpts for tVe 
interest receivable thereupon. 

Art. XII. — The Managers and Trustees of the Fund in India shall nominate 
such persons as may appear to^tiiem proper to act as Agents for the Furid in Eng- 
land ; and anv money, tliat may he required for tlie disbursements of the Fund 'in 
Europe, shalf be remitted to the Agents in England, to be disposed pf according to 
the instructions they may, from time to time, receive* from the Managers and Trus- 
tees of the Fund in ] ndia. A duplicate copy of all Rules and Regulations of a general 
natuie, which may be passed relative to this Fund, shall also be transmitted to the 
Agents in England, hu' their information, and that of all persons who may apply to 
them upon tlii:' Mibject. 

Art. XllL — A quarterly general Meetting of the Siib-eribers to the Fund shall 
be held at tlie Prc'-ideiicy of Fort \\ illiaru, on the last Monday of the mouths of 
.•anuary, April, July, and October of each years ; or ii any cifcum.stance should 
occur to prevent the quaiteily general Aiet-tmg.s henii; held on the days stated, the 
day of Meeting, in -^uch ca«Gs sh.dl be iixed by ttuj (■ommittee of Alauageis, and no- 
tided in the CalcuUd (ja;'elte. d'he Comiiiittee of Man igins or any nine membera 
of the Institulion, may also convene a special general iMeeting at the Presidency by 
public IS'oticc in tlm (’alcuPa (iazetto, itni nuy time there shall be found occasion 
for It; provided that tlie days fixed fui holding such special meetings, and the ob- 
ject* ot them, be adveitiscd at least six vveok.s betote the same aie held, for the 
general inforniation ol tin' Sub' Ciiliei*. 

Art. XIV. — All (questions piopoM'd at a general JMedincT 'vlu-thcr quarterly, or 
special, shall be detenniiicd by a majority of votes. But the coucurrent voices of at 
least nine Alcmbvr* shall be i< quiMte to determine upon any question wbaviVer; 
and upon all generahjiiC' lions, involving any increase 01 diinination ot the rate of 
contribution now hxed, oi any essential addition to, or alteration m the oiiginal Rules 
and lbincipl(2s of the institution which aic now establiijhcd, all Siibseribeis in India, 
who may not be able to att'uid tlie Meeting in peison, shall be allowed to deliver 
tlieir sentiments and votes by a vvriUcn comnnmicalion, to be signed by them, and 
addic*sed to the Chairman of the Meeting. 

Art. XV, — The annual accounts of the Fund sh^U be made up to the end ofApri), 
and submitted by llie Tiusteesand Managers at t!ie qnaiteily general Afceting ot the 
Subscribers, to be held in the rnontli ot July of each ye.ir. After being approved 
by the iMeeting, a general statement of the Fund hhall be publi-.]ioii, for the Infor- 
mation of the Siihscnliet's at large, in the Calcutta (ja/oae. A Committee of Ma- 
nagers and Tf unices for the Fund *hall, at the *amu Meeting, be appointed lor the 
cnouiug yi-ar ; and sliall consist of the Chief Su ict'iiy to twe (jove rnment, ihe V'*- 
eountaiit (Jeiieral, the Sub-Tioasuicr, and the Civil AuiUtor, for the tuie being, 
with fivcotlier Member* to be elected at the geiieial Aiei'ling. 

Art. XVI. — The (,'omuuttee ot Managers., or the ^jnujoiity of those present at 
a Meeting of five or more, or, if Less than five bo present, any thieo !Membei;> of the 
Committee who may (‘oncur in opnion, shall be compiaent to deciile, in the 
first instcUice, upon all matters relative tov-lhe leceipts and dihbuiseinent* of Urn 
Fund ; a,s well a.s generally upon all subjects emmeeted with the manugi'iucnt of 
the Fund, and tlie due execution of rules e^tabhshed for it, which, by such 
Rules, may not have been expre-siy leservcd fur detciiiiinatiou by the general 
Meetings of the Subsciibers to tJie Fund. Rut tlie decisions of the Commitico of 
Managers, ;n all cases, shall be liable to revision and cuuLroul, by the resolutions 
of the Sul»$ciibers duly passed at a regular geueial Meeting, 

Art. XVll. — The Committee of Managers, who maybe appomted in the $r, 4 t 
instance, shall be authorised to appoint a Secretaiy and Accountant to the Futfd, 
and to fix j^iich alliTwauce for him payable from the Fund, as they may consider 
adequate to his services. The Officer so appointed shall act under the directiqna 
of the Committee of Managers, and shall also attend the general Aleetings of the 
Subscribers; jtJie proceedings of "" which, and of the CorumiUeo of Maha- 
and generally, all papers appertaining to this instituti^^ which may hot 
intrusted to the Treasurer in Inma, or to Uie Agents in England, shall be kept 
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umlcf the charga of the Soerotary and Acfountant to the Fund ; and shall on 
application to him, or to the Comm tlee of Managrtij, be open to the inspection 
of any of the Subscribers to the Fund. 

Art. X VJTl. — All fuUire appointments to the Oirico of Secietary and Account- 
ant to the Fund, as well ns the appointnijn^ of ony otlnn- poisous whom the 
ManuiTers may lind it necessary to e.nploy for the due execution of the trUf^t 
committf'd to them, shall in like m«iAncr be made, hikI iheii allowances fixed, 
by the Committee of Managers; subject, as in all othci ca^js, to tbc controul of 
the general Mcetiiigs of the Subsenbers.

Secoridlif, If any proviblon be left by a Subscriber for his cbiid pr children} 
pr if, after his deaih, they shall at any time become possessed of property or Jn- 
canae^by inheritance, bequeet, or otherwise; but not such as to aflford the sunig 
MOeified for their education and maintonauce ; the allowances to be gra,nted from 
Fq»d shall ^be such as, in addition to the property or income possessed by

REGULATIONS, AS SANCTIONED BY THE COURT OF DIREC- 

TOUS. 


1st. The subsenbers shall, from the 1st of May, 1825, contribute, for the pur- 
yo^%of the fund, four per cent, of their salaries, and all other public emoluments, 
however denominated ; compensation for travelling cxjienccs excepted. 

2nd. Should any Subscriber be engaged in India on private business, and there- 
by vdluntarily exclude himself from public employ, his subscriptions to the fund 
shall cease ; and in the event of his hereafter relinquishing such private business, 
and resuming employ in the service, his subscriptions may be le&umed, but the 
intervening period shall not be reckoned m the tinie necessary to qualify him to 
become an annuitant : And this rule shall be equally applicable to all persons 
now in the service, who may have been, or may be engaged in private business. 

3rd. The annuities are fixed at 10,000 Rupees each, payable m England at 2 
•hillings the Rupee, being £1,000 Sterling, 

4th, The annuities shall be tendered to Subscribers having served in the Civil 
Service 25 years, and actually resided 22 years of that period in India, according to 
their seniority on the gradation list of the service, as fixed by tlio Court of Directors, 
and the right of preference shall not be barred by refusal in a pi feeding year. 

5th. I'he annuities shall commence with the first of May in each year, begin- 
ning with the year, 1826 ; that is to say, shall fall duo at the end of the said official 
year ; and in like manner, the succeeding annuities shall commence on the first 
day of the following official years, and fall due at the close of each year, respectively, 
6th. At a convenient period before the close of each year, the Managere of tlie 
Fund shall require, according to seniority, asufficientn umber of subscribers to signify 
their willingness, or otherwise, to retire on tlie annuity to be granted by the Fund ; 
and in case of the absence from India of members, such requisition shall be made 
toi their constituted agents in Calcutta. It will, of course, be incumbent on tneiik* 
bsM duly qualified to become annuitants, previous to leaving India, to empower one 
or more persons in Calcutta to act on their behalf, and to communicate to the Ma* » 
nagersthe names of such agents. 

7th. The following members shall be regarded as having virtually intimated^ 
for the time being, their unwillingness to retire on the annuity ; viz. those to whom 
a requisition may be made as above provided, and on whose part no reply may be 
waived, on or before the first day of the year, with which the annuities intended to 
be granted may commence ; and those who may have quitted India, and failed to 
empower any resident in Calcutta to act for them during their absence.

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8th. The number of annuities offered slha.ll not be more than may complete nine 
per annum from tlie lat of May, 1826. 

9th. The actual valu ‘ of auaiiitio’; tendered ami accepted a<t above, ^hall bo 
passed to a separate account on the b >oks of the Institution, under the head of ap- 
propriated funds ; and to tlie dd)it of this account .-shall be entered all payineflite in 
satisfaction of annuities. 

10th. Should any subscriber, having resided in India in the Civil Service not 
than 22 years, and been a member of it the fir!) period of 23 years, retire from the 
service before the option of an annuity may devolve on him, he .shall be entitlviil to 
the sime in his prop^^r turn, without any payment to the fund, save what may be 
claimable under tlie following rule : — 

1 1th. Any siib'JCfiber, who may accept the tender of an annuity, shill be re- 
quired, to entitle him to such annuity, to pay to the institution, previous to tlie date 
at which the annuity is to couinieiice, the ditFcrence between one-half of the actual 
value of the annuity on Ins life, and the accumulated value of lii.s previous contribu- 
tion, in C'jse th ‘ 1 Jtler quantity .shall be less than the loriner ; these values slfall be 
determined as below provided. 

12tli. Any member so 'dmosmg, may decline paying the difTerence defined in the 
foregoing rule, and shnll, in such case, be entitled to an annuity diminished in pro- 
portion to the sum by whicli the accumulated value of his contributions is less than 
one-half of the actual value of an annuity on his life. 

13th. .\ny subscriber who may be <lismis->ed fiom tlie Honourable Company’s 
Servi'-e, shall foiCcil all riglit to benefit by the institution, and be entitled to no re- 
fund of pa\ merits wlmdi he may have maxle. 

14 h. T'le Interest of any subsenber who may be suspended from the Honour 
able C.ompany’s Service, '•hull be in abeyance, but shall revive on his restoration. 
If he be pcuinittcd, (vy liether the permission be granted at the time of, or during his 
suspcnVion, or at the time of liir* restoration,') to draw salary for the period of his 
suspension, then bis oontiibuimns to the Fund for that period shall be claimable, 
anil the inteiveniiig time shall be reckoned as actual service j but if he be not al- 
lowed salary for the period of his suspension, then no contribution shall be claimable 
from him for that pciiod, and which, in that case, is not to be computed iu the terai 
of service nc.s s^ary to qualify him for the acceptance of an annuity. 

Ifith. The rcsi'j^'r-finn of the Honourable Compuny'.s Service is an essential con- 
dition to entitle an individual to an aiiimily fiom the institution ; and annuitants will 
not be permitted by the Court to reluiii to the Service : it is, therefore, provided', 
that should any member fail, on or before the first day of July of the year with which 
the annuity accepted by him may commence, to comply with the said condition, he 
shall be considered to have forfeited his right to an annuity from the institution for 
that year. It is likewise provided, that when a member, accepting an annuity, shall 
resign the Service before the first day of July, butafterthe first day of the year with 
which the said annuity is made to commence, he shall, in such case, at the close of 
that year, only draw the annuity from the date of his resignation, a sum proportion- 
ate to the time intervening between the first day of the year and that date, being de- 
ducted for the benefit of the Institution. 

16th. The Fund Ls open for the subscriptions of all covenanted civil servants 
upon the Bengal Kstablishment, includingsuch as may be in England, and who hava 
not either finally resigned the Service, or protracted their absence from India beyond 
the prescribed term of five years ; each civil servant now residing in India shall be 
especially invited to join the Institution, as shall those subsequently arriving, whe^ 
ther they bii returning to the Service, or newly appointed to the same, and the fol- 
lowing shall be excluded from ever becoming membei*s of the institution ; viz, tboAh 
residing in India, who may fail to signify, in writing, their consent to join the Insti- 
tution on or before the Ist day May, 1826, next ; and tliose returning to, or for the 
first time arriving in the country, subsequent to the present date, who may commit a 
similar default within six months from the date of their return, or arrival in the coun- 
try, respectively : provided, however, that no person not in India, nor on his passage 
thither upon the 1st of May, 1825, shall be entitled, on subsequently returning to 
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the country from England, to receive an annuity under the rules of this Institution, 
eirccpt after residence in the country for the period of five years from the date of 
iuch suhsoquent arrival. 

1 7th. 'I’lie affairs of the Institution shall be managed by a Committee of nine, of 
whom four shall be ex-officio, the Chief Secretary to Government, the Accountant 
General, the Sub -Treasurer, and the Civil Auditor. The other five shall be sub- 
scriber's, and elected at a general meeting. The members of the Committee shall 
be also the tmstees for the Funds of the Institution. 

18th. The Sub-Treasurer of (jovernment ‘;hall, with the pernftission of the Go- 
vernor General in ("ouncil, be reqiic^sted to act Trtsisurcr to the Institution, and 
the Funds, as well those set apait for the payment of annuities as those arising from 
the accumulation of capital, shall be deposited in the Fublic d'a^asuiy, sub]ect to 
tile direction and control of the Tiustces ami Mana'^ers of the Fund. 

19th. For the management in Englaml of such aff.nrs as the members cannot 
persomilly conduct, an agent or agents shall be appointed by the managers and 
Trustees in India, if such shall still be the wish ot the Service. 

20th. The (’ommiUce of Managers, or the majority of the present at the mt'eting 
of five or more, or if less than five be present, any three momhers of the committee 
who may concur in opinion, shall be competent to decide, in the fii^t instance, upon 
all matters relative to the receipts and dishuiseinonts of the Fund, as well as gener- 
ally upon all subjects connected with thcmanigcment of the Fund, and tlic due exe- 
cution of the rules established for it, which, by such rules may not liave been expr^*ssly 
reserved for determination by the g.mcial meeting of the subscibeis to the Fund. 

21st. But the decision otThe Committee of Managers, in all cmsps, shall be liable 
to revision and control by the resolution of the subscribers, duly passed at a regular 
general meeting. 

22d. The Gommittce of Managers, who may be appointed m the fust instance, shall 
be authorized to appoint a Secretary and Accountant to tlic Fund, and to fix such al- 
lowance for him, payable fiom the Fund, as they may coiisuloradei(uateio his s.uvices. 
The officers so appointed shall act under the direction of the Committee of 
Managers, and shall also attend the general mootings of the subscribers, the pro- 
ceeding.s of wliich and of the Committee of Alarngers, and gonciaDy all papers ap- 
pertaining to this Institution, which may not be intiu-teil to tlui Tieasurer in India, 
or to the agents in England, shall be kept undcr^be charge of the Secretary and Ac- 
countant to the Fund, and shall, bv application to him, or the Comimltee of Mana^ 
gers, be open to the in.spcction of any of the subscribers to the Fund. 

23rd. All future appointments to the office of Secretary and Accountant to the 
Fund, as, well as the appointment of any other person, whom tlic Managers may find 
it necessary to employ for the due execution of the trust committed to them, shall, 
in like manner, be made, and their allowance fixed by the Committee of Managers, 
subject as in all other cases, to the control of the general meetings of the 
subscribers. 

24th. In the event of any of the five Managers who may be elected annually, 
being siibseipiently removed from the Presidency without any intention of returning 
to it during the year of their election, it shall bo communicated to the subscribers, at 
the next general meeting-, and in huch instances, as well as in all instances of va- 
cancy in the situatton of Manager, by death or otherwise, a new election, if it appear 
necessary, shall take place for ihenncxpired part of the current year. 

25th. A general meeting of the subscribers shall be held at the Town Hall, in 
Calcutta, on the first Monday of the second month of every year, (or as soon after- 
wards as the accounts can be made up and prepared for inspection,) to receive and 
audit the accounts of the preceding year, and to decide oA any question which may 
arise or be referred. The cfommittee of Managers or any nine members of the InstUu- 
tioD may also conv4me a special gent ral meeting at the Presidency, by public notice 
in the Government Ga 2 ettc, if at anytime there shall be found occasion for it,, pro- 
vided that the days fixed for holding such special meetings, and the object of them 
^ advertised at least six weeks before the same are held, for the general information 
tha suWribers. 
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2t>th. All queatiott^ proposed at the geoeral meeting, w^hether annual or special, 
shall be fletennine 1 by a majority of tl»rce-foui ths of tlic msmbets who may either be 
present at such general meetings, or vote thereat by proxy; but the concjiirreat 
voices of nine members at leasUihaU be requisite to determine upon any question 
whatever; and upon all general qiu‘3tions involving any increase or diininution/iif 
the tate of contributions now fixed, or any essential addition to, or alteration in, 
original rules and principUs of the Institution, which are now established, all suh*" 
scribew in India, who may not be able to attend the mecriug in person, sh^l be 
allowed to deliver their sentiments and votes by a wriUcii communication, to be 
signed by them, and addressed to the chairman of the meeting; pi mided, always, 
that no decision upon such quo '•tion sh.ilj be valid, or have any effect until sancUoned 
and approved l»y the Court of Directors of the East India Company, to whom all 
parties, con-jiderirjg thij.nsclves aggrieved by such decision, shall liave a right of 
appeal, and the decision of the Court of Directors shill, m all cases, be final. 

27th. In discharge of annuity of 10,0')0 Uu- granted by the fund, the sum of 
J01, 000 sterling shall bo paid to the annuitant through the Company’s Treasury in 
London, at the close of tiie yeai in winch the annuity may I'ommence ; the Mauagers 
of the Fund undertaking, nt that period, to pay over to tlie Govemment of Bengal 
the sum of 10,000 Ujs- for each annuity so payable, under the principles upon 
which the (’ompany’*^ contribulioa ro the fund is to be legardwl, 

28th. The riglit of aiinuiLants to receive the annuity tor any particular year, shall 
depend on hia hiving survive 1 that year. 

29lh. The actual value of an annuity on the life of any siibacriber shall be deter- 
mined by t.lie table arm«'xed hereto. — The rates exhibited by this table shall be 
revised and altered by a deciuon ol a General Meeting, should experience and the 
fluctuation of interest sMyge''t the necessity of such an arrangement: provided 
always, that any alteraiion tlnuein shall not take effect until it has been sanctioned 
and confirmed by the Court of Di/ectors of the East India Company, whose deci- 
sion shall be final. 

30th. To determine the accumulated value of the contiibutions of any sub- 
scriber, the Accountant shall keep separate accounts for each member, and these 
accounts shall be annually made up with the rate of interest allowed by the 
Company. 

3l8t. At the close of eveiy thinl year the Managers shall, according to the 
annexed table, i ilculate theactiiui values of tho pending annuiiies, and snail then 
compare the total of their values with the assets belonging to the appropriated funds 
of the Institution ; sliould those a^';ets exceed in value the said total, the difference 
shall Ixj carried to the ci edit of the uuappiopriaied funds of the Society and be avail- 
able for the purposes of the Institution : on the other hand, should the value of the 
said assets be less than the total aforesaid, the deficiency shall be supplied by a 
transfer from the latter fund to the former. 

32d, An annuitant, upon be -oialug such, shall be furuished with a formal 
certificate, declaratory of hisadm ssion to the annuity, under the haruL of not less 
than three of the iManagirs oftiis Fund. A duplicate of the certificaus must be 
furnished to the Bengal Government, and forwarded to the Court of Directors in 
London.

At a Jifeeting of Civil Servants, Subscribers to the Annuity Fund, held pursuant ta 
‘notice (.It the Town HuLi, on Friday, the 7th March, lS3i* 

Mr. James Battle was called to the Chair and read a Letter from Mr, Officiating 
$ecretary Bushby, dated 30th December last, with enclosures. — On the motion of 
Mr. W» M. Barker the pi oceedings of the especial general meetings heldoa tlw 
28ttj August* 1833, and 28th October last, were laid down on the Table. , , , . 

Mr,' H. T. Prinsep then pwposed the following resoluiious: 

,,, Thatitappeara to this meeting that the value of each annuity will be |iicfeased, 
^nder the condition of paying it for the broken period of the year of 40bVase, by a 
turn equal to the present value of a payment of £600 (half a year'fi>a,nimity) to be 
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made at the end of the period assumed, in the table annexed to the printed rules, for 
the duration of the annuitant’s life. 

That upon this calculation the total value to be added to the valuations of the 
table for the annuities granted under the rule proposed will be the sums entered in 
the annexed statement, and the proportion of tine to be contributed on retirement 
%viU consequently be the half of each as stated in the adjoining column of the same 
statement. 

That in the event of the adoption of the rule suggested, by which the annuities 
will bo made payable to the date of the annuitant s decojse, it will be necessary to 
transfer to the appropriated Fund of the Institution a sum in each instance eq^ual to 
the value of a future payment ot £500 or Sicca Rupees 5,000, computed for the 
age of the annuitant accoulmg to th - above scale. 

That ill like manner if the annuities of £1000 be paid quarterly instead of as at 
present at the close of the. year, the difference of value to the Fund will be nine 
months interest on the first quarterly payment of £ 250 plus 0 months’ interest, on 
the second plus 2 month’s interest, on the third making on the assumption of 6 per 
cent for the rate of inteiest £ 22 10 or 225 Sa. Rv per annum. 

That the value of on adiUtional annuity of Ihw amount according to the tables of 
the Institution will be as cntciecl in tbe subjoined table. 

That if this advantage likewise be conceded to the service by the llon’ble Court 
of Directors as may confidently be anticipated, there will be similar need to be 
transferred to the appropriated Ibncls of the Institution an additional sum computed 
for the life of eacli annuitant at the rates of the subjoined table. 

That it appears to this meeting to bo very desirable that reining ‘•ervimts should 
Im 5 enabled to take annuities payable quarterly and continued to the date of decease ; 
and if, contrary to expectation, the representation of the Civil Servants soliciting 
these amongst other advantages without any additional payment bo not acceded to 
by tbe Hon’ble Court of Directors, the members of the serMco wall still consider it 
an advantage, if they be pcrnutttd henceforward to take annuities on the terms 
offered, namely, on paying the required proportion of the additional value to bo 
transferred to the appropiiated Fund in order to cover the charges incurred. 

But that tlic occasion should he taken to solicit the attention of tbe llon'ble Court 
to the inutility oi calling for any additional contiibulion, either by increase of fine, 
or in any other form, when there is in the present condition and resources of the Insti- 
tution at this presidency a Fund amply sulheient to provide foi both objects without 
trenching on its stability or means. 

That according to the accounts of the Fund, m ida up to the 30th April last, the 
surplus in hand on that date in excess of ttic btilance reckoned upon m the pros- 
pective calculations of the Fund was Sicca Rupees 27,12,289. The interest of 
which sum alone is trio e than sufficient to piovidc for both objects. 

That it will require to be considered in case the rules proposed be adopted whether 
or not to extend the benefit of th« payment of the annuity to the drite of decease, and 
ibciVirtber axlvantage of payments quarterly to existing anmiitants, or to make either 
or both rules prospective only and give liie benefit of them exclusively to future 
annuitants. 

That upon the existing annuities thirty-four in number, the total sum to be added 
to the appropriated balance of the Fund, in order to cover a conversion of them 
into pensions payable to tho date of decease will be Sicca Rupees 71 ,830. 

Tnattbe further sum to be transferred in order to convert the same annuities into 
pensions payable by the quarter will be Rupees 68,514. 

That it be submitted to the Ilon’ble Court to provide for these further appropri- 
ations accordingly as they may determina in respect to the adraisHion or othervyi^ia 
of the annuitants to the, benefit of the»i\es, and whether gratuitously or on contri- 
buting the proportionate value of the advantages given. \ , 

That the Committee of Management df the Institution bo requested to prepare 

on the principles above explained; in order that the same may be submitted 
the adoption of the service at large, and eventually forwarded to the llodlit# 
of- Directors with a suitable representation. 



PAwt tx.] BENGAL CIVIL SEEVLCE ANNUltY FUND. 

The above resolutions having been read and submitted from tho Chair, Mr. 
Mangles proj)osed the following amendment to be suf)stiluted for them. 

That since the Hon’ble Court of Directors could not have been aware at the date 
of their dispatch to the Government of Bombay dated tlio lOtU June last of the 
prayer of the memoiial submitted to them under <Iate tlic 25th Septemher last^ or of 
the tenor of the propositions lai<l before them on the 2()th August last, this meeting, 
anticipating a favorable les.ilt to those appliration-i, does not consider the service to 
be in a position to dbeus^s the i|ucsUon of a continu'd nee of the annuities to the data 
of death as proposed for their consideration in the present dispatch of the Honorable 
Court. 

The amendment being seconded by Mr. Colvin, was put from the Chair, when the 
votes being equal in number for and against it, the amendment was not carried. 

The original resohilions being then put to the vote, were carried by a majority con- 
sisting of nine members present at the meeting. 

The voto^ by proxy addiesscyl to lha Chairman of the meeting (7 in number^ 
being opened, were in favor oftlie question, none wore in favor of the proposhion to 
postpone the consideration of it. 

The thanks of the meeting were then voted to the Chairman for hia able and impar- 
tial conduct in the Chair. 


Ruhs prepared by the Committee of Mauagement in conformity with the above 

proceedings. 

Rule 33. — In modification of tho 28th Rule of the Institution, it is hereby pro” 
vided, tl at from and after the 30th April next ensuing, annuities will be granted 
to retiring members of the service, entitled to and claiming the same, payable to 
the date of <lficease, on tiieir entering into a written engagement, binding 
themselves to pay if -sO required by the fJon’ble the Court of Directors, a sum 
e<{ual to half the value oftlie benefit derived under this condition. The computa- 
tion of the said value will bo made accojjjiug to the annexed Tabic, unless otherwise 
ordered by tiie Hon’ble Court of Dnectors, to wliose correction the calculations are 
subject. 

jcT- N. B. This rule, if a similar onebe adopted at the other Presidencies, may be 
at once carried into ejject, the calcnlaLions, S\C, being subject to the correction of the 
Court of Directors, Vide letter to Bombay Government, dated \Olli June, 1833, 
towards the end. 

For every annuity made payable to the date of decease under the above rule a 
sum equal to the discount value of the additional payment stipulated as entered m 
the table annexed, or m any corrected table that may be substituted for the same, if 
the Court of Directors shall direct such substitution, shall be transferred in tho 
accounts of the Insutution to the head of appropriated assets in order to cover the 
additioq^al charge to the Fund arising from such payment. 

Rule 34. — In further modification of the 28th Rule above referred to, it is hereby 
provided that from and after the 30th April, 1835, aiiTiulties will, at the option of retir- 
ing servants, be given payable either as at present at the close of the yearor quarterly 
after each three luontbs of the year. Piovided, however, that for every annuity 
made payable quarterly, an additional sum equivalent to this advantage computed 
accordmg to the table annexed, shall be transferred to the head of appropriated 
Funds in the accounts of the Institution, in order to cover the additional charge to it 
from this alteration in tho mode of payment. 

Note. — ^This rule will require to be passed tnd submitted for the approval and con- 
firmation of the Court, of Directors before it can be carried into effect.^- If the 
Hon’ble Couit require retiring servants to pay for the benefit confen^ed by it they 
will add a clause to that elfoct. ^ ^ ^

Rs. 1,500 to defray that 
expence/ provided liis Implication shall be accompanied by a sincere and solemn 
declaration that he does not goss -as the sum of Rupees 5,000, or property of any 
discription to that amount ; and also shall be entitled on his return to India to 
receive from the Agents in England, the sumTeguiated for the outward paasago* 
on the production of a similar declaration.

Institution, shrill be conriderdU to entitle to llm benefits of i^^ nn\ Al'idovv who may 
have been legally divorced or sepmatod f oin her Jiu.slfeinll, for adultery, or who 
at the period of her Ilusb,ind's rlcuiiflo, may have quitted his piotcctlon, and bo 
living in a state of no.drioiis adultery, though not divoioed.or separated from him 
by law, o#,who subsequently to her luisband's dceease may bo living in apotoriODts 
state of incourineuce. 

.^tT. 23. If a Widow Pensioner on the Fund marries, her Pension is tqcOfMil 
during lier coverture ; but in event of h ;r again becoming a Widow', «he shall be rO- - 
admitted to all the benefits she may liavc enjoyed from the Fund during her Amt 
Widowhood^ in like manner as If she had not I'c-rnarried ; but subject Qfcourse (4^0.11 
the limitations and conditions pvescnhcd by tlie Regulations in the first instances. 
If the second husband shall also have been a Subscriber to the Fund, the Widow ' 
will receive how^ever only one Ahnuily, taking that which may be the greatest, ttiat 
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is to according to the rank of the drat or second hnsband, whichever may^be 
tbb higher. 

Art. 24. Every Widow benefiting by the Military Fund, and not provided with 
a passage to Europe at the expense of Government, simll be entitled (for one passage 
only) to an allowance o{ Sicca Rupees 1,500, provided the Directors shall be satis- 
fied, after due enquiry, that from the indigence of her circumstances, she has a reason* 
able claim to such assistance from the Fund. 

Aut. 25. Should the Fund, however, at any period fall short of the demands

SECTION IV. 

Genn'al Inoculations. 

A«t. 26. The Bengal Military Fund IS to be administered by a President and 
Twelve Directors, to be chosen annually, on or about the 15th of January, by a Ge- 
neral Meeting of all Subscribers who may be present at the Presidency. Subscri- 
bers who may bo absent from the Presidency may vote for Directors by Proxy, on 
addressing to Secretary 1 setters containing the Names of the Persons fpr whom 
they wish to vote", or by transmitting such names under their Signature to the General 
Meeting by the hand of any other Subscriber. The Directors who shall be found 
duly elected shall then choo«ie their President from among themselves. — The precise 
day and place ^f jNleeting shall be notified by the President, in the Calcutta Gazette, 
at least two calendar months bcfoie hand. 

Aut. 27. At the Annual Meetings the Accounts of the Fund and Proceedings of 
the Directors for the past year, shall be laid before the Meeting, for inspection and 
approval by the Subscribers present, who were not of the direction ; after which 
the Meeting at large will proceed to chooso Dii colors for the ensuing iw'elve months. 
The accounts to be published for general information. 

Aut. 28. The Directors of the past year are eligible to be rc-electc.l. 

Aut. 29. All Subscribers, who may have contributed to the Fund by paying 
Donations and Subscriptions m their respective ranks, during six continued months 
before any Meeting, are outitleil to attend to examine the Accounts and Proceedings, 
and to vote for Directors. 

Aut. 30. In the event of a Vacancy in the Office of Director occurring, in the 
intermediate period between two Annual Meetings, the Directors may choose a Suc- 
cessor from amongst the Subscribers at the Presidency, who may be eligible to tho 
Office. 

Aut. 91. On occasion of any particular and important business which may ne- 
cessarily require the opinion ol tlie Society at large. Special Meetings will be called 
Qttbe Subscriber^ at the Presidency (others voting by Proxy) us provided for in 
Article 26. Or if any si!l<%ed mismanagement , or oilier emerge nt cause should occur 
to any twelve subscibers to require Iho Notice of the Society a t large, a special Meet- 
ing shall be summoned by the president on the written requiriiion of such twelve 
Subscribcj's under the forms above prescribed. 

Art. To. The Directors sliall have a Secretary chosen by themselves, who also 
shall be ap Accountant, with an Establishment upon such allowances as shall bo 
deemed adequate to the respective duties. 

Art. 33. The Secretary will be expected to have an Office at his owa Resi- 
dence for the accommodation of the Meetings of the Directors, for the preservation 
of the Records, and for tho purpose of affording access to the officers of the Army at 
^ largafo tlie Books of the Institution. 

. Art, 34, The Directors of the Fund will bold regular Monthly Meetings ; but 
no Meeting of the Difoctors consisting of a smaller number than five, shall be com- 
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petent to the transaction of business ; ?ind it will rest wth any Director, or witl^ the 
Secretary, to represent the occurrence of such necessity to the President', who wU 
convene a Special Meeting within ten days from the date of his receiving the applica- 
tion ; but no special Meeting shall be called with the view of rcconsiderijng Resolu- 
tions which may have been already adopted by a former Meeting of Directors, un- 
less at the requisition of a number of Directors greater than that which attended such 
Meeting. ' ^ .* 

Aar. 35 The Se^’rrlary will invariably lay before the Directors, either at the Re- 
gular or Special IVloctiinga, all letters that may have been received by him since the 
last Meeting. Minutes of the proceedings of all Meetings will lie recordi^ and 
authenticated by the Signiiiii'vs of the Directors present. The Secretary will aljBO 
eubmit to ihc Directors who attended, drafts of all the lotter.s which in those Meet- 
ings he may liave been desired to write. Letters dcinandii^g an immediate answer, 
when sueh mav he of an oidiiiary nature, may be replied to by the Secretaiy, with- 
out waiting for a meeting of the Directors; but every letter proposed to be dispatch- 
ed by the Secretary, n>ust picviously receive the special sanction of one Director, 
fiignificd bv his initial to the drafts, which will be sent to him for consideration. 

Art. 35. The Secretary will keep the set ot Looks in U'lC in iIjc Military Wi- 
dows’ J'’und nader irirttuctioris w hich he may receive from time to time from the Di- 
rectors of the Fund. 

Art, 37. d'hc Jdook.s and coi rcspoudcnce of t|ie Fund shall be at all times open, 
to the in«pL(;tlou of Subscribes. 

Art. 38. When any new llcgulation shall appear to the Directors to be advis- 
able, such llogulation .shall l>e cnculated to Corp.s for coiis'dcration, and the a(Br- 
niative or negative of the inaioiity of individual votes (to he ascertAined at the ex- 
piration of foui month'-') shall decide its adoption or rejection. 

Art. 39. If any Subenber or clannanlon the Fund shall be desirous to appeal 
from tlie decision of the Directors to that of the Subscribeis at large, upon any sub- 
ject which may not be spi'.cifically defined by tlie llcgulataon, such appeal, 
provided it to be approved by three Directors, shall bo referred by tlie directors and 
decided upon in the manner prescribed in the pi eceding Article, and the decision 
on such appeal, or that of the Directors in cases not appealable, shall be final in all 
cases whatever ; any further agitation of the question by a procesofliw or other- 
wise, being deemed in itself to be an ab'-olute furfcilure ot all claim on the h und. 

Art. 40. When a reference shall be made to the Subscribers at largo respecUng 
cither proposed Kegulaiion, or an Appeal, the re.sult ot such reference shall be com- 
municated to (forjis for tlie information of Sub.scribers. 

Art. 41. Generally all payments due fiom the Fund are to be made half yearly 
in England, and monthly in India; but in cases when Pensioners or Claimants ou 
the Fund are about to embark for Europe, all arreais are to paid up to the latest date 
practicable. 

Art. 42. Any arrear which may be due to the Fund by a Subscriber or by an 
Annuitant who may have received an overpayment, loan or advance, shall in all 
cases be deducted from the first payments to be made from the Fund to the person

Corps, serving under the several 
Presidencies, the Most Noble the Goverrior General in Council, was pleased 
to order and direct when tlie fund was established, that bills may be grant- 
ed to the Pay-master of His Majesty’s Regiments by the (iovernmeiits of Mad- 
ras and -Bombay, on the Government of Bengal, at the exchange 108 Calcutta, 
Sicca Rupees for every 11(5 Madras Rupees, and 325 Calcutta Sicca Rupees for 
every 350 Bombay Rupees, payable at sight to the General Agents in Calcutta, 
tliereby avoiding Commission, double agency and risks of exchange. 

7th. 'J’hat all grants of assistance fiom tnis fund shall be regulated and assigned 
by committees of subscribers, as herein declared. 

8th. That in order to ascertain the circumstances of any widow or family, who 
may have become destitute by the death of any regemenlal officer, such widow 
shall memoiiaiise or represent, the case of herself and family, through the comman- 
ding, officer of the corps, the casualty occurred, in order to its being biought to the 
consideration of a commitee, and the commanding officer sliall, as far as his know- 
ledge, will enable him, state his opinion of any case so received.

As it may often happen, that officers die while the corps they belong to 
ia stationed by itself or remotely detached, it slmll be in the power of every c<ma- 
jnanding officer of a regiment so situated, to assemble a coinmiltee of any five 
ofificero (being subscribers,) to hear and decide upon the case of any widows uid 
dhi^ren^ so become destitute, and seeing relief from this fund. It shall also be com 
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pctcnt for the Commander-in-Chief at either Presiciency to aAsemblc a special com- 
mittee, to report on the case of any lady who may become a widow, whilst the regi- 
ment, to which her liusband belonged, shall be at another distant station, or on 
service beyond Sea. 

Htb. That such general, special, or regimental committees as the case shall |bH|», 
having duly examined into the circiimstanco's of the parties seeking relief, shall repbtt 
their opinion on, and rccoinmcml the amount to bg granted, 'whether for passft^ 
money or maintenance, strictly in confomiity with the regulations annexed. The 
opinion and recommendation of such committees hh all be iorwarded the agents of 
the goneial committee, if in Bengal, or to tlie honorary Secretary of the sub- 
coin mitlee.oi such person as may be appointed by the Cominander-in ('bief;if at the 
presidency of Math as or Bombay, by the oHicei commaudmg the dorps in which 
tlie casualty may have occurred. 

12tli. I'he sub-committee at JNfadrasaiid Bombay will, on satisfying themselves 
with tlie accuracy of the btatcruent'? laid before iIkiii, draw upon the agents at Cal- 
cutta, for the amount of the sum which may be awarded ; but in tho final adjustr 
ment, of the accounts of sucli sub-committee, the general committee will consider 
themselves bound to subject to any sum, howe\or trifling, which may be granted 
in excess of the rules laid down. 

The sub-coin mit will, o:i drawing for any sum on the general agents, 
transmit tlo^ report of the station committee, as well as their own opinion and expla- 
nations of the award ns a voucher, and they will afteiwaiiU, as soon as possiula, 
transmit the proper receipts and certilicalcs, showing tliatthe money has been appro- 
priated in the manner and for the purposes tor which it wu awarded. 

14th. The object of this Fund being rleaily confined to sending home, distress- 
ed families of deceased Ofliccis, with a view of preventing those painful appeals for 
assistance to the public, at once so hmuibatmg to lespLctable mdiviJuaU and the 
King’s service in India, it eaniestly hoped that all ranks of staff and regimental 
officers will support it. 

• I5th. But to prevent doubts and misconceptions, wliich might possibly arise 
hereafter, it is distinctly declared, that no widow who is not in drdicsscd circum- 
stances, or no lady continuing to reside in tlib country id'ter the death of hf*,r husband 
can expect any provision or pension for h(*rsi-lf or eldldien from the fund, further 
than is btated in the Hth clause of the schedule of awauK. It is also declared, that 
no wdflow is entitled to j)ashage moiu y or allo'wance for travelling, unless she shall 
actually proceed to sea or on her join ney in the manner for which any allowance 
may have been drawn ; and sliould slie have received such allowance, she will be 
rcijiiircd to refund: and further that no wridow, under any circumstances, shall bo 
entitled to any assistance fiom this Fund, unless the apjilicalion shall be made in tno 
usual form witbin six months after the demise of her husband. 

16'th. Orphan childi ell are eligible tor tho benefits of this fund, but awards for 
them must be specially made by a general or sub-committee, and sanctioned by the 
(^ommander-in-Cliicf of the Preddency, wdio is requested to appoint some ehgibU 
jieraon to take care of them, and piovide a passage, &cc. ike. 

17th. Tliatthe general agents in Calcutta shall futnish an annual account of 
the receipts and disbursenicnfa of this Fund, agreeably to fonns annexed, to tho 
Adjutant (Jeneral of His IVIajesty^s Forces; and that that Officer be applied to, to 
circulate the same amongst the subscribers and the several officers of government 
at the three Presidencies. ’ 

18th. That commanding officers of His Majesty’s regiments be requested to 
pay particular attention in causing the regular quarterly remittances to be made to 
the general agents, who are requested, from time to time, to apprize commandii^^ 
officers whenever any corps may fail in making such remittances. 

19th. That no general ru\p or regulation of this fund shall be altered, expect 
recommended by the general committee, and approved by a majority of the subscri- 
bers. 

20th. In taking the opinion of the regiment and staff officers of Uis Majestys, 
foices in India a very genci'al wish has bpen expressed, that ali widows sliould 
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Kavethcfir pas'inge to Ert^rland, &, &. defrayed. The Funds ’will not now admit of 
it» but should the positive standing balance of the Fund amount to forty 
thousand Ruptjcs (40,0f)0), the committee will aTain put the question. for the 
sense of the subscribers, with a provision that sncli chatfre should n^ain cease on 
the balance falling to thirty thousand Rupees (30,000) ; and as in that event all 
manied officers will have a claim on the Fund. Their subscriptions should 
then be augmented. A an officer ceases to bo a subscriber on leaving Tndta, all 
claims on tlie Fund must, in like manner, cease from the same period ; but an 
officer going to sea for benefit of his health, being entitled to his company’s allow- 
ances, will be considered as a subscriber, during his absence.

4. These deductions will be icgularly noticed in the Pay OHice atatemenls, fur- 
nished to each 'I'roop, Company, and sepaiatc Eatablislimeni, which are directed 
to be henceforth regulaily copied into ail pay abstiact l)Oi)k<, of Corps, (Compa- 
nies, and Departments ; — ihe copy being anUientn’.ited by the sigmitiire ot the 
Officer disbursDg the pay.

0. In European Begimenls, or detached poi lions of Kuiopean Corps, and in 
all situations where irulepenileiit Saving IWnks may bo established, aggregate remit- 
tances will be made of any casli, delivcied diiect on sui h account to Pay-masters, 
or any sums whicli Officeismav inteimediately authorut the Pay lALmter to deduct 
from their abstracts 0|^ account oi such Banks, in like mannei, as in the case of 
individuals, a separate account boiiig opened by the (ieneial Bank with these In- 
stitutions ; the inteiiov details of which wdl be conducted under the direction of the 
Officer Commanding, by a (’crnmitlce or other BegimenUl manageiueiit, to whom 
their annual account with tliu General Bank in CaUutta will be rendered, 

6. The accounts of the General Mihlaiy Bank are to be closed on the 31st 
December of each year j that of each individual or Kcgimcntal Bank, being traus 
mitted to the party or parties concerned, as soon after as piarlicable, ami the gene- 

accounts of the Institution will annuis^ly be laid by the Directors* before a 
meeting of all constituents at the l^residency, to be held in the month of January, 
due notice thereof being previously given in the Cloveinmcnt Gaictle.

10. It 13, liowovcr, to he clearly understood, that it is not the intention of 
Govftmiient to lutcifcre in the iiian.igcmcnt, or exercise any super vision of the ac- 
counts, or toohtamany kriowledgc of the payments made hy Depositors.

1. The 'J’n"asuieas ere to keep tin* Bank Accounts, m n distinct and separate set 
of hooks, the whole of which aic to be produced at the periodical ^Meetings of the 
Directors, or at any ton *, if ictpiired, bv a ipioriim of ilieni. Individuals being 
allowed at all limes to inspect their own accounts, and the SeAuetary will submit for 
the approval of tnc Dirc/'lors, the description of books and number of writers re- 
ipiireJ, with the/. r bila lie ■», whicli h:;mg authorized, is rut to be altered without dm 
junctions. 

2. I'he Secretary will circulate to the Directors, on the. |fcth of every mouth, an 
abstract statement of the receipts and disbursements of the month preceding, and 
•suggest the best apparent method of investing the floating halunce. He will, at the 
same time, circulate the joint slock account'', which are to be kept in a separate 
ledger, expressly appropriated thereto, that the abstract statement may be com., 
pared witli it. 

3. All bonds, deeds, mortgages, or other papers and dociuneiits, having nj.< 
fcrence to pecuniary transactions, and being Bank Stock or Securities, are to be 
made out in the names of the Directors, but mere receipts may be signed by^t^iq 
Secretary, for the Treasurers. 

4. 'idle accounts of the Institution are to be made up to the 31st December, 
annually, and the accounts current of depo.-itors forwarded with all practicably^ 
expedition after that date. 

5. I'hcre shall lie (quarterly Meetings of tlie Directors, for the inspection of ac.- 
counts and such other business as may be brought before them ; special meetings, 
when rerjuired for any uigent business, may be summoned by the President* or any 
three Directors. 

The signatures of three Directors shall be considered adeipiate to sanction 
«-ny measure'*, and to authenticate an account.

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-'7< The Office of Pre.sidentto be annual, an«i three Directors to go out annually, 
by rotation.

8. Remittances in Calcutta Sicca Rupees, may be made to tlie Rank for Depo- 
sit, either through the Pay-mosteis, as authori7.cd by Govenimeni, or through any 
other channel j but no Reimltances will be received under 'ren Calcutta Sicca 
Rupees; or containing the Iraction of a Ruj^eo. 

9. All sums received will be immediately carried to the Creitit of tlie Dcpo'sitor, 
and held so far at his disposal, as that Iblls drawn, not btaiig m exci’ss to the actual 
Credit balance of the Account, will be acivptcd at any tuue ; but for the sake of 
preserving simplicity in the Accounts, and of allowinr the agr(‘>;ato .stock to be ad- 
vantageously employed, such bill will be pavable only al two liYf d periods, viz., 
5th January and 10th July —O/Kcers who obum leave in (icm ra) Ordeis to go to 
Sea on Sick Ceilificatc, will, however, l>e aliov\ed to diaw any part of then De- 
posits, by bills, at ten day’s ‘.ight. 

10. It has licen deteuiaiied by the Directoih, that the aggregate amount of de- 
posits shall beeinplojcd a.s a joint stock, to be ve.sted in GoMjnnient Seennti'^'s, or 
otherwise, us fust as it be uecuiuulated in sulUeieut sums. 'I'hc pi oiit ansing from tins 
employment ot the Rank, alter deducliug the olhcc c^]»ci3sts, bi iiig divided among 
the shareholders, according to their resportivc propoitums, arul cairied to the ere,iht 
of their Accounts. 

11. The half yearly di afts of any share-holder, hi ing under Sieea Rupees One 
1 housand (1,000) will, at the periodical payments, be di-.chaiged in cash ; hut if 
their aggregate exceeds that amount, it will be optional with i lie, Dnectots to make 
cash payineiitsi, or to meet the demand by a portion of tiamsfei lable stock ; and in all 
such £ases, as in closing accounts exceeding the above sum, tlicy ixMirve to them- 
selves the power of making that transfer, either at the rale which tin* s,ikI stock was 
purchased, or at the rate of the day. or at par, as may apjiear most ciputa’.le. 

The drafts of individuals wiii be discounted by the Rank on its own account, 
whenever the amoinit ot capital m hand admits of siu h accommodation. 

12. The foregoing Rules regarding the periods and modes ol payment of demands 
on the Bank, are not to liu considered applicable to such as are granted by one De- 
positor in favor of anothei , or when the payment constituies the oiieiimg of a new 
account : such tra unction being a mere transier in account, will be negotiable at any 
period, 

13. An account current will be furnished to each Depositor annually, and be 
opened at all times for his inspection ; but no person will be admitted to see another’s 
account, without written authority to that effect. All Deposits being regularly en- 
tered in the Pay Office Statement, or acknowledged by the Secretary, every one will 
possess the means of always knowing the state of his own account. JNo letters 
which merely contain such impiiri^s, can, therefoic, be attended to, but references 
on' joints reJtuiring explanations will bo received, and duly submitted to the Di- 
rectors, 

14. All letters for the Bank are to be addressed to the Secretary in the jpreacrib'- 
ed form and postage of all direct correspondence will be charged to the iudividUai. 

15. It having been determined, that the Office of President shall be annual, 
aud that three , Directors, not being such ex-officio, shall go out annually f the Dt- 
rectorsto ffli vacancies being chosen by the DeiiOBitors at large, a list of Gentlemen, 
wilihig to undertake the duty, will be published to the" Army 2 months before dire 

Meeting in January ; after which the 3 new Directors will be chosen by a 
xn^ority of votes, those absent ftom the Pi^esidency voting either by letter to the Se-

Twenty, between the several pei'&ons, whose uanie-i, h.Mids, and seals are hereunto 
subscribecl, and set, hcin^' Meinbers of a Society or Institution, constituted and 
established, and which the said parties to these presents do heiehy constitute and 
establish, at Calcutta, in the Province of Jh pgal, to cOTmncnco fmm.tlie First day 
of July now next ensulinj;, for the pm pose of laising a rompckMit and sufliicient 
Fund, to be laid out and invested on Securities as Interest as hen inaOer mentioned 
and by and out of the Interest and Proceeds theieof to make such ]>ro\ision, by 
monthly payments, for the Widows and lawful Child rmi of Suhsenhers to the 
said Fund or their Ncminecs, according to llie rr .*■ pcetive class to which each 
subscriber may resppctnelv bedong, as heieinatler mentumed, tliat is to say : — 

Whereas it is considered that a Society oi In-tltiition, at Calcutta, at Fort 
William in Bengal, for raising a coinpeteut Fiirifl, in order to make a provision

per restrictions, provisions, conditions and icgulatLorH will be of erreat advantage 
and utility to the W idows and (Children of persons re.idiiig in the East Indies and 
other parts and places who may not be otherwise piovuled for. 

Therefore, the said parties to tliese piesents, have consiituted and established, 
aud do hereby constituic and eshiblish lliem-elvo'^ into a Society or Institution, at 
Calcutta aforesa d, for such pur[>ose3 an aforesaid, and do hciebv bind themselve.4

— That all annual subscriptions (except the first, wliich is to bo paid on 
admission,) shall be paid in advance on or before the fust day of .hily m each and- 
every year ; and that if the same shall not be paid, with interest at the rate of ten 
per cent, w'ithin two months ot the dale on which such payments hliall respectively 
become due, if the party or paities entitled to the said share or shares, shall reside 
on shore, or within six months of such day of payment, with such interest as afore- 
said, if the party subscribing shall be absent at sea, or at any ('onsiderable distance 
from Calcutta: then, and in cither of the saidcase-^, such subscriber or subscribers, 
and the persons intended to be benefitted by such subscuption shall forfeit all cla^s 
whatever on the Funds of the said Society, and be no longer consideied as subscriber 
or subscribers to, or member or members of, the said Institution. 

Art. 13. — 'fhat until the Fund, intended to be raised by the means and for the 
purposes aforevsaid, shall amount to the sum of Sicca Rupees One Hundred 'Fhou-.

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Art. 18. — That TVIessieurs Palmer, Wilson, and Company be appointed Agents 
for the Fund in London, and that the Secretary of this Institution do remit to sucb 
Agents, from time to time, such sums of money as may be requisite, with instruc- 
tions for the dLbursemerit of tlie s:imc ; and that he do also transmit to them copies 
of all General llules and Regulations which may be passed relative to the fund, Ibir 
their information, and that of all who may apply for the same. 

Art. 19. — That the b.juefit of tliU lustiiution be extended to Madras, Bomlm% 
Penang, and Singapore, and th.it Messieurs Parry and Lare may be appointed iSe 
Agents of this Society at the Pre-ddency of Madras ; iMcs^iteurs Forbes and Cotn- 
pany, at Bombay, Messieurs Carnegie and Company, at Penang and Singapore, 
aforesaid ; or at such other stations and places as may, by the said Dirfcctotsv be 
deemed expedient. 

Art. 20. — That the Secretary of this Institution be directed to correspond with 
the said agents so appointed aforesaid ; and that he do transmit to them copies 
ol the Rules and Regulations of this Institution, wuh such instruefons as to the 
ofraniing certificates of adniis',ion to tlie pailies dosirou* of becoming subscribers to 
ghis Institution, may be deemed requisite. 

Art. 21. — Tliat in the event of any widow or children entitled to the benefit of 
the Fund of ilii'^ Institution, being desirous of returning to Kurope, the Directors of 
tliis liisUtLition for the lime b«‘iug,.a!e hereby authorized and empowered to malt'e 
advances to the widow or childien so entitled to the benefit of the said Institution, 
to enable them so to do, to an amount not exceeding tin* sum of Sicca Rupees One 
’Chousaiul for each and cveiy widow, and the sum of Sicca Rupees Two Hundred 
for each and every child and children so entitled, asafoiesaU, by way of loan," and 
to be deducted from tlieir said pensions and allovvances, in such inannc. and by 
such jiroporlions, as the said Dlicctors m\y deem expedient.—- And such widows 
and children respectively, or the guardians of such childien, duly constituted, shall 
be entitled to receive their pensions and allowances, to which they may be entitled, 
from the Agents of the said Society in London, or elsewhere, fiom and after the Ist 
day of January, 1824, at the current exchangcof the day upon which such pen- 
fiioiis shall become duo, upon their producing a certificate signetl by the Secretary 
of this Society, specifying the period to whicii llieir pensions have' been respectively 
paid in Bengal, or other place.s in India, and the aino int which thesy will be eutitlal 
to receive in England to be presented to the said Agents in London, on making ap- 
plications for such pensions, and upon giving :»atisfactory evidence of identity,'^ — But

Art. 23. — That all the subscribers to this Institution, as well as those who may 
in future become so, shall be at liberty at an^ time to withdraw their names, reiitf- 
quishin^, at the same time, all claim to the benefit of this Insstitution, and forfeiting^ 
to this Fund all sumstliat may have been previously contributed by thetp, as well 
as what arrears are due up to the period of their drawing. 

Ap. 24.— -That Ilenry Mathew of CalciUta aforesaid, Merchant and Agent, be 
and’is hereby appointed Secretary of the general and entire business and ccncerns of 
the said Institution, and that he be allowed for office rent, the monthly snm of Siibca 
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one hundred, and such other disbursements as may be actually incurred for 
peons, and the necessary establishment of the said Institution, law charges, 

' stationery, and other necessary and unavoidable expenses. 

' Art. 25. — That all the business of this Institution shall be managed and carried 
on by the Secretary thereof, and subject to the control of the Directors, for the time 
being j and that proper and necessary books of account shall be kept by the said 
Secretary at an office within the limits of the town of Calcutta, in wnich office all 
the business and transactions of, or relative to, the said Institution shall be truly and 
fairly entered in the said books ; and that all books, accounts, and papers, and 
every thing else whatsoever, (save and except the money and securities for money) 
bcIongiDg or relative to, or which shall belong or relate to the said Institution or the 
business thereof, or the carrying on such business, shall bo kept in the office, in 
Calcutta, aforesaid, where the said business shall, from time to time, be so carried 
oU ; which books, accounts, and papers, the said subscribers and their respective 
executors and administrators shall freely, and at all convenient times have liberty to 
resort to, inspect and peruse, when, and as often as occasion may require, or they 
or any of them may think fit, or be desirous so to do, during office hours.

with the approbation of the Directors, for the time being, at the expense of the said 
Society or Institution. 

Art. 30. — That John Gilmore, James Dunbar, John Phipps, John Adolphus 
Williams, and Henry Matthew, being five of the members of the said Institution^ are 
hereby elected and appointed Directors of the affairs of the said Company, from thi 
first day of Iwlj» Dne Thousand Eight Hundred and Twenty, until the first day 
of July, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Twenty-One, and that on the first day 
of July in each succeeding year, unless such day shall happen to be a Sunday, in 
which case the election hereinafter mentioned shall take place on the Monday fol- 
lowing, during the existence of the said Institution, two of the said Directors (with 
the exception of the said Henry Mathew, who is also Secretary to the said Insti- 
, tntiiqn, and therefore deemed a proper person to continue a permanent member of 
the said direction,^ shall go out by rotation, and a new election of two other "Dimc- 
torashall take place, anf'^iat such election shall be made by the whole or a majority 
of votes, to he taken and reckoned as hereinafter mentioned, of the said subs^bers, 
^ho shall be present at a General Meeting thereof to be held for the purpose of such

being socnteipl, and signed sliall be binding on all the sail sub scribera,- their 
executors, administrators, and as«»igns. — But if any error in such accounts be, dis- 
covered, after such settlement of accounts, such sum, whether to the credit or debit 
of the Stork or Fumh of the said Institution, shall be carried into the accounts of tha 
said Institution, for the next succeeding year, and tliaj: all errors which may bu dis- 
covered in the said accounts, after th^ settlement thereof, shall, as soon as disco- 
vered, be cominumcatcd by the Sceretaty to the Directors for the ti*ne being, 

" Aht. 32. — I'hat all members holding three or more shares shall have two votes, 
and all members holding a less number of shaves than three, shall have but one yota 
on any que-jiion whicli shall come before any General Meeting of the Propriemw, 
or on any other oeca'.ion ; and tint all questions which shall come before such, or 
any otlier me^ ting^, sliall be decided by the mo jority of votes, so taken and reckon- 
ed, of the members tiicn present at such meeting ; but that no member shall, at any 
meelmg, be entitled or allowed to vote in any matter or thing, in which such mem- 
ber shall be in any manner individually interested, otherwise than as a general sub- 
flc fiber to the Fund of the said fnstitution. 

— Fliat whenever, during the continuance of the sai 1 Institution, tha 
said Ss,'cret'ary shall be lequired, in writing, «o to do by seven at least of the mem- 
bers or suIkm' fibers, for the time then being, heshan give due public notice of a 
General Meeting of the members of subscribers : ami that no matter or thing herehi 
contained shall bo annulled or altered in any manner whatsoever, except with tha 
concurrence of at least two thirds of the votes to be so taken, as aforosahl, of the 
members or sub -cribor-J, who shall be personally present at suc'h General Meediig.

— That all future subscribers 
to the first and second classes shall pay an admission fee of 40 Rupees each, and 
the sulwcribers to the third class, the sum of 20 Rupees, to the Secretary for the time 
being. 

General Meeting, 2Aih December, 1828. — ^I'hat in future the books and accounts 
of the Fund be brought up, audited, and closed on the Slst December in each year ; 
and that the General Annual Meeting shall take place on or before the 1st day of 
February immediately thereafter. 

General Meeting, '22d January, 1820. — ^'fhat a committee be appointed to exa- 
mine the accounts of the Fund from its first establishment, with a view to ascertain 
and report whether the disposable income of the Society is equal to the annual 
claims on it. 

That from the 1st of January, 1829, the Secretary be instructed to distinguish the 
several monthly pensions into payments in the first, second, and third classes, in the 
saifie manner as receipts are carried to separate heads. 

Annual General Meeting, ISth January, 1830. — “ That the sums remitted, from 
time to time, by the Institution to the House of Messi*s. Palmer, Mackillop, and Co. 
in London, be in future entered in the accounts as a dependency, and not included in 
the stated accounts of the Society’s Funds and when the accounts are received, 
to be included as other pensions. 

That of greater safety, two lacks and fifty thousand Rupees, vested in Government 
securities shall he deposited with the Government Agents. 

Special General Meeting, 2^th February, 1830. — That wuth reference to the re- 
port and accounts submitted to the Meeting, it appears absolutely necessary for the 
stability of the Fund to make some considerable reduction in the scale of pensions, 
auited to the necessities of the case.

burthen on the Establishment, 

3. — ^'riieNewT-.audable Society shall be considered as having commenced on the 
Ist of January, 1835, and shall close its first term of 5 years on the 3 Ist of Decem- 
ber, 1839, at inid-niglit ; but the Society shall nevertheless be considered' perpetual#

cealed, or misrepresented to the Directors. 

Secretary. 

17. — All persons entering the Society on the 1st of .Tanuary 1835, or at the 
commencement of any future continuing term, ehall pay a half year's Stibscriptiod 
in advance, but subsequent Subscribers shall be required to pay for a like term in 
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"a^atice, ovcT and above the piemium due for the unexpired portion of the current 
year in 'Which they may be admitted into the Society. 

IB. — All Siibscriptious (except tim first, which is to be paid on admission,) shall 
be paid 'v^dtiun fifteen days of the time at which they become due. If not paid 
. within that time, interest at the rate of six per cent, per annum from the due date of 
payment shall be added, and any Member who shall not have paid his Subscrip- 
tion, together with the said interest, within one month of the day on which such 
Subscription shall have become due, shall be considered to have absolutely and 
entirely forfeited his share or slmres. 

19. — It shall however rest on the discretion of the Directors to permit renewal 
after a longer lapse of payment, 6n receiving such explanations and proofs as may 
satisfy them, that the parties failing to pay at due date were prevented by circum- 
stances beyond their coiitroul, together with proportionate interest, as aforesaid, for 
any additional delay that may have occurred.

In the event, however of a 
person dying between the dates of his Ccitilicate and AHidavit of Health and his 
Admission, and the insurance on his life not etfeclcd from the date of the Certificate 
and Affidavit, the amount of premium paid for such in>urdncc shall he icfunded. 

21. — Any Afember or Shareholder shall be at liberty, at any time, to pay up his 
Subscription for tlie whole unex pi red period between the tunc of* such payment and 
tlic close of the current teim of the Society, or for any parttiuueof; and m the 
event of the lapse of the life Subscribed on, such Member or his representatives, 
$hall be entitled to receive liack any part of ihcSubbCription money so paid up which 
would not have been due at the time of the lapse t iking place ; forfeiting, however, 
to the Society, all intereist wliu'h may have intermediately accrued tliereon. 

22. — Any T\1 ember de^i!iug to transfer iiis interest in any Share or Shares which 
he may hold in the Society, shall be at liberty to do so by .in endorsement to be 
written on the original Certificate, which endorbcrnent, however, shall not be valid 
until the Certificate bearing tlie same shall have been produced to the Secretary 
and the transfer duly icgisteied by him in a General Hook of llegisiry to be kept in 
the office of tl>e Society. 

23. — A^ often as a sum exceeding Sicca Rupees Five Thousand shall be collected 

iia the bands of the Treasurtirs, it shall be laid out in the purchase of Govem- 
tnent Paper, Bank Stock, or in I-roaiis secured by a deposit of Government Paper, 
to be granted under the controul and authority of the Directurs ; it being clearly 
understood that in all cases of loan, the saleable value of the deposit shall be more 
fhan sufiicieut to cover tlie sum lent. All Public Securities purchased for the Soci- 
ety^ shall, be specially endorsed to three or more of the Directors, and the interest 
only shahf be made payable to the order of the Secretary. ^ 

^ 24. — ^Phe i^rson or persons entitled to benefit by the lapse of a life in this Sodetjr ^ 
shall, on making application to the Secretary in writting, accompanied by ^uoh 
proof of the casualty As may be satisfactoiy to a majority of the Directors, immedi^^ 
ately receive the sum of Pour Thousand Sicca Rupees on each Whole Share, Two

peepetuity, or till the Society J^hall be dissolved. 

27. — Within one month and fifteen days after the 3J,st December 1839, the ac- 
counts of the New Laudable Society shall be made up, and the existing Funds 
divided by the number of Shares held on lives subscribni upon in this Socifity wlimh 
may have l.qised between its oommenremeni and it« ' lose, or may be asCer|jiiiwd 
lirevious to the I5th day of February 1840, provided, however, that the dividend re- 
ceivable by the parties entitled to benefit by such lapses, *<liall not, when added tb 
the advance already paid them, make a total exceeding the proportion of Sa, Rs.

Policies in diminution of the Annual Premiums, or in permitting them to aeeu-

When appUcation is made for assuring a life subject to more than ordinary haz-

6, 10, 15, or 20 annual payments. Many persons may wish to avail thejhpsel^e of 
a present season of prosperity and adopt the latter course, and although their 
tributions will thus cease with the expiration of the term they may hx upoh^^ theii) - 
share of the profits will continue to be added to their Policies annually durinjf tl^ 
remainder of life. . , ‘ ' 


Where the application for Assurance makes no mention of the date from which tbo. 
Assurance is desired to take cfiect, the Policy will be issued , on the date of ap- 
proval of tho risk by the Directors ; no Assurance to be binding on the Society 
til the first Premium shall have been actually paid to the Agents. 


The parent Institution being in London with a similar establishment in Calcutta 
for granting Policies l*remium->, as as Claims, are payable in either country at 
theorilire option of the I’obcy holder. 1’he establishment of Sub-Agencies ' at 
Madras and Bomba under tli"' management of the Calcutta Branch, afibrds similar 
facilities to persons residing at either of the Siste’ Piesidencics, Assurers, ort ariival 
in England in approved health, may he permitted, during their abode there, to pay 
Premiums accoidmg (o the reduced scale for Great Britain. 


The accounts of tins Sofn'ty, after being investigated by Auditors, chosen as 
well by the Assuicd as by the Proprietor^?, will be laid before a General Meeting 
to bo convened foi that purpo'^e. in like manner the accounts of the Parent Socie^ 
will be reguldily tran^imUi il to India for the same purpo;sC,—»the India Branch 
enjoying reciprocal advaiitigcs with the Parent Society. 

All Policies becoming (Uaiins on the Socit^^ will be discharged within 3 months 
after proof of the A^'^urcr’s dt,dth has been mmisilh‘d to the Directors, either in 
Lomlon or Calcutta. 


This Society mokes .i nauiral distmclioo between persons exposed to the hazards 
o' MiUlAiy and iVIaiidroe orcnpjtions, nnd those whose occupations a»*e of a civil 
niture ; hut Mcmbcis of the Alililary Service holding offices purely civil are 
admissible to Assurance, or contiiiuaiioe of Assurance at Civil rates of Premium, 
such admission being in all cases determinable by the Directors, on the circuut# 
ivtancc of the case itself, and it is limited exclusively to the period of services purely 
civil. 

The Military scale for the period of W'hoi.e Life having been found by the 
Directors to have been calculated on too high a ratio, are now under reference tu 
the Directors In England, and the proposed reduction when assented to, will have 
retrospective operation. 

All applications for assurance must be accompanied by a Medical Fee of Eigh^ 
Rupees.
